ne of the predictable rituals of 
fashion is the spectacle of new 
designs from Paris, London and 


Milan. The costumes of the models on 
parade are guaranteed to be irreverent 
and outrageous. Yet usually at least 
one idea per collection features a look 
that captures the public’s fancy and, 
before long, a part of what was outra- 
geous becomes a fashion we feel is the 
style we’ve been looking for. 

And so it is with decorating, though 
the phenomenon has a slower momen- 
tum. Amid the parade of new ideas 
there are dozens of confusing terms 
and looks. If you listen to what the 
design gurus say, you will hear talk of 
“throw-away chic.” This is decorating 
that tries to look as if it hasn’t been 
done by a very trendy designer. Then 
there are buzz words such as “high- 
tech” and “soft-tech.” And designers 


who are neo- versus post post-modern- 
ist. Today’s newest looks include col- 
umns which stop a foot short of the 
ceiling or are minutely underscaled for 
the elements they are supposed to sup- 
port. This is known as an ironic wit. If 
such wit playfully repeats what anoth- 
er contemporary architect has done, it’s 
known as ironic reference. Tom Wolfe, 
the much-quoted author of From Bau- 
haus to Our House, has a better term for 
it: “The Big Wink,” architects playing 
little tricks on each other. 

Though some of these ideas may 
seem outrageous, trying them on is a 
good exercise and a useful experiment 
to help get us to the next step in design 
evolution. It gives us a chance to grow 
and accept or reject what feels right for 
us now. 

I may not be able to agree with those 
who say that it is no longer chic to 
strive for beauty, or with those who 
talk about “pleasingly decayed” or 
partly rundown rooms and the “ele- 
gance of imperfection.” But the new 
rule-breaking mix of different periods 
in the same room is a welcome influ- 
ence. We thought we’d never be seeing 
the furniture of the ’50s again, but like 
clothing styles, it’s reappeared anew, 


perhaps combined with French Regen-. 


cy and maybe a Bauhaus lamp. De- 
pending on one’s individual tastes, it 
works. 

And that, as we’ve been saying for 
some time, is what it’s all about. The 
’80s is the decade of the individual, and 
her choice reigns supreme. We’re in an 
era where rules can be broken, where 
no one look dominates and all options 


are open. If we have the courage of our 
convictions, then style can be ours. 

But that kind of courage isn’t easy 
for most of us ... we need a little en- 
lightened support. And that’s what 
House Beautiful offers. Our editors do 
their homework and are very much 
aware of all the new-wave and old- 
wave trends cross-teching each other. 
But you won’t find us advocating the 
extremes. Instead we like to deal with 
the creative challenge that’s behind 
these trends and offer ideas that can be 
tailored to your own style. We want to 
show you when too much mixing isn’t 
a match and how to make the elements 
of styles you love work together. It’s 
down-to-earth guidance at a whirl- 
wind time when anything goes—some- 
times as quickly as it came. 

Just as the fantasy world of high 
couture is interpreted by clothing man- 
ufacturers and ultimately becomes the 
styles we try on and enjoy, so House 
Beautiful interprets the array of new 
terminologies and design ideas to fit 
real-life homes and real-life situations. 

I find our readers believe more in 
evolution than revolution. They aren’t 
going to turn their backs on tastes and 
styles that have been their choice and 
their pleasure for many years. But 
there’s also a willingness to listen and 
to change, providing that change ends 
up as an expression of personal aes- 
thetics and enhances our lives.

It is an exciting plan of 
action that never fails to satisfy 
my passion for good traditional 
design and for finely crafted 
household goods and collect- 
ibles, and one that consistently 
appeals to all of the sensibilities 
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Gold Lattice quartz desk clock and picture frame from 
Halcyon Days in London is decorated in 24-carat gold. 


and coffee table tops also pro- 
vide suitable palettes for the 
engraved house portrait. 

Silver and silverplate: When I 
needed to expand my silver ser- 
vice a few years ago I went 
straight to Garrards, the crown 
jewelers. This is the source for, 
if not all, at least a fair share of 
the finer things in life. Gar- 
rards’ glossy catalogs are as lav- 
ish as its very grand Regent 


Street quarters. Specify 
“Watches ‘&/Glocks” “G@ut- 
lery,” “‘Hollowware” (all 


mailed at no charge) or “Gener- 
al Catalog” (£3). 

Fine furniture: However com- 
pelling, antiques are not the 
only furniture worth pursuing 





as well as the pocketbook. 

What makes these shopping expedi- 
tions doubly attractive now that I am 
once again stateside is that, almost 
without exception, my sources offer 
efficient, reliable mail-order service. 
(See the list beginning on page 123.) 

Of course, mail order is nothing new 
to the British, who have been at it at 
least since the days of Victoria’s reign 
when London merchants made regular 
shipments abroad. Today, most of the 
shops and independent craftsmen pro- 
duce well-illustrated brochures of their 
wares that serve not only the armchair 
shopper but those, like me, who want 
to browse between visits. 

China and glassware: Top of my list of 
stops is the charming Mayfair firm of 
Thomas Goode & Co. Ltd., purveyors 
of fine bone china and glassware since 
1827. To my mind, Goode’s is the 
quintessential London shopping expe- 
rience, offering the finest display of its 
kind to be found anywhere (including 
many styles and patterns not available 
in this country) as well as impeccable 


old-world service in a setting that is 
undeniably picturesque. The pair of gi- 
ant Victorian majolica elephants flank- 
ing the shop’s entrance have become a 
much-ogled London landmark as has 
the showroom’s museum quality dis- 
play of dinner plates designed and 
made for royalty and notables. (Crest- 
ing and glass engraving remains a spe- 
cialty.) The prices at Goode’s are also 
right. Even factoring in the added cost 
of shipping and insurance, Americans 
enjoy at least a 30 percent savings on 
china and glass, and frequently much 
more. There are also the thoroughly 
discreet, never advertised bargain 
shelves (free catalog). 

Another source of hand-engraved 
glass is the tiny Cumbrian firm of Dent 
Glass, which offers a selection of stan- 
dard designs for its range of goblets. 
Owner/designer Richard Hugo also ac- 
cepts special one-of-a-kind commis- 
sions. His free brochure features a 
grand Georgian manor house engraved 
in intricate detail on one of the sub- 


ject’s own windowpanes. Decanters 


in England. The English craftsman has 
elevated reproduction to a fine art and 
nowhere is it better executed than in 
the workshops of William Tillman. 
Specialists in precise copies of the de- 
signs of Chippendale, Hepplewhite and 
Sheraton, Tillman’s has won many 
awards in its field (free catalog). 

Another excellent source of 18th- 
and 19th-century English reproduc- 
tions is Martin J. Dodge (catalog, £2). 

For the full spectrum of reproduction 
desks and desk chairs, from the dainty 
kneehole to a partner’s desk, try Just 
Desks (free catalog). 

Antiques to adorn the wall: One year | 
scurried all over London looking for a 
print of the magnificient Christopher 
Wren building that made up the view 
from the front window of my town 
house. I finally found what I wanted at 
Robert Douwma, one of London’s 
most reputable (and, from my experi- 
ence, most helpful) dealers in antique 
maps and prints (catalogs, as available, 
are £2; stock lists are free).

“AUCTIONS CAN BE THE MOST EXCITING, AND FREQUENTLY 
ime CHEAPEST, PLACES TO BUY ANTIQUES”

oing, going, gone! With 

these words and the re- 

sounding rap of an auc- 
tioneers hammer, another an- 
tique or work of art passes into 
the next chapter of its history, 
and another salesroom battle is 
won. The successful bidder is, 
indeed, a winner. Auction gal- 
leries are increasingly one of 
the richest sources of fine ob- 
jects. By offering the opportu- 
nity to handle pieces at every 
level of quality they are also as 
rich a source for learning as 
they are for buying. 

Auctions can be the most ex- 
citing, and frequently the 
cheapest, places to buy an- 
tiques—for laymen as well as 
for pros. Traditionally, and unfortu- 
nately, there has been a mystique asso- 
ciated with auctions that discouraged 
the novice or occasional buyer. The 
salesroom was seen as the province of 
super-shrewd dealers, or a perilous 
place where laymen might be “bid up” 
by “shills’’ to prices far beyond what 
objects were worth. 

Though auctions gained respectabil- 
ity with the art boom of the last de- 
cade, the auction fever that swept the 
country created the equally intimidat- 
ing myth of the salesroom as being a 
place where only the wealthy and 
fashionable go. This simply isn’t true. 
The auction salesroom is not only the 
domain of the privileged or the profes- 
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sional; it ‘invites collectors of every 
stripe, buyers who can frequently out- 
bid dealers who must be governed by 
retail markups. And while a picture 
may bring $4 million at a gala evening 
sale at Sotheby’s or Christie’s, a $400 
chest could have sold at either house 
that same day. In other words, not even 
the “fancy” auction houses are only for 





the rich. In fact, until the mid-’70s, 
when the speculative buying of art as a 
hedge against inflation even made junk 
expensive (a situation that has been 
reversed and stabilized), Sotheby’s 
strongest advertising campaign stated 
that more than half the objects sold 
there brought under $500. 

For anyone eager to sample the auc- 
tion scene, there are three types of auc- 
tion houses to be aware of. First, you 
would have to consider the famous in- 
ternational houses like Sotheby’s and 
Christie’s. Among the advantages of 
buying from them are richly concen- 
trated and specialized sales—Ameri- 
cana, silver, porcelain, for example— 
where you're likely to find exactly 
what you're looking for. Also, their 
generally expert staffs are responsible 
for accurate and complete cataloging. 
This means an object probably is as 
authentic as the gallery claims, and 
time has been spent to glean as much 
of its history as is known. These are 
also among the few auction houses that 


offer any guarantees of authenticity. 





Sotheby’s and Christie’s, and 
other specialized galleries, are 
limited to such cities as New 
York, Boston and San Francis- 
co. What you're likely to find 
around the rest of the country 
is the type of auction house 
whose sales are far more gener- 
al. In a single auction, these gal- 
leries will offer all types of ob- 
jects, reproductions as well as 





antiques. Such sales are more 
succinctly cataloged, if any de- 
tailed literature is printed at all. 
Thus you're more on your own 
as a potential buyer. The likeli- 
hood of a “great discovery” is, 
however, far greater at a small 
auction house. And if you’re 
looking for something that is 
primarily decorative, you'll 
probably do much better there. 

The third type of auction, certainly 
the least pretentious and often the 
most fun, is the country sale. Frequent- 
ly containing the contents of one old 
house, the sale’s variety of offerings is 
enormous. You may need a lot of pa- 
tience here, waiting for 100 lots of tools 
and hatboxes to sell before the “good 
stuff’ comes up. Though fine antiques 
may well be included, the country auc- 
tion is more often a treasure trove of 
decorative accessories. It’s also likely to 
be the kind of sale conducted by a 
cajoling auctioneer whose good humor 
may be a device to push bids up. 

While auctions can be rewarding 
events, the fun and excitement must be 
tempered by some caveats. As men- 
tioned, very few auction houses offer 
guarantees, and these are often hon- 
ored only if proof can be given that the 
piece in question isn’t what was 
claimed. If you are buying purely for 
decoration, there is little to worry 
that

something similar will cost more in an 
antiques shop. If you are collecting in a 
special area, the risks are greater, and 
your knowledge must be too. 

Never buy a piece at auction unless 
you have examined it carefully before- 
hand. What may look wonderful on an 
auction podium may be in dreadful 
shape—or may be plain dreadful— 
when you finally have it in your hands. 
If you can’t attend a presale viewing, 
don’t buy anything. The same rule ap- 
plies when you do attend a preview 
and an item can’t be shown to you 
because “the case is locked” or “the car- 
pet is hanging too high to get down.” 

Even at leading auction houses, 
where authenticity may be guaranteed 
and condition is mentioned in the 
printed catalogs, everything is still sold 
“as is.’ Not all repairs are spotted or 
listed, and guarantees don’t count here. 
If something is just decorative, a couple 
of chips or scratches may not matter. If 
you're a more serious collector, you 
should know exactly how damages and 
repairs affect a piece’s value, which, in 
turn, will influence how much you 
should spend. A crack or two on a 
country oak table won’t mean much, 
but a big crack in a piece of glass or 
porcelain may render it worthless. 

Before you consider bidding on an 
object, you should know its approxi- 
mate worth, and set your limit at or 
just below that amount, and absolutely 
refuse to exceed your limit. This will 
protect you against being swept away 
by the most exciting bidding, as well as 
against shills—confederates hired by 
the auctioneer who may be bidding 
you up. There is less pain in lamenting 
“the one that got away” than in re- 
penting for the one that cost too much. 
If it’s any consolation, you have no 
way of knowing exactly how far your 
adversary would have been willing to 
bid if you hadn’t dropped out. 

There are times when an auctioneer’s 
representative may be bidding legiti- 
mately. Someone who can’t make it to 
a sale may phone or write in a bid, an 
amount up to which the auctioneer or 
his agent has been instructed to go. 
Also, someone who has consigned

his shop. And the arrangements of 
the objects are as lovely as the individ- 
ual pieces. “I decided in the begin- 
ning,” he says, “to make a little still life 
on each shelf rather than showing 
stacks of baskets and stacks of dishes. 
Each shelf might have a large platter 
and a couple of smaller vases in con- 
trasting colors. Then I don’t mind put- 
ting in an African mask so that you get 
movement. People often buy a whole 
shelf at once, and lots of decorators 
buy the whole window display. You 
see, I’ve made it easy for them.” 

Mr. Foster has been making it easy 
for decorators ever since he began sell- 
ing pottery 10 years ago. “I got the idea 
about selling pottery and accessories 
because I found that decorators didn’t 
have good sources for these things. 
Now everybody shops here—Parish- 


Hadley, Mario Buatta, Angelo 
Donghia, Robert K. Lewis.’ 

Although Mr. Foster does not sell 
exclusively to decorators (“June is a 


very good month—for wedding pre-

sents—and so is December’), it is easy 
to understand why they flock to his 
store. He was one of the first people to 
sell handmade pottery that didn’t look 
homemade. The shapes are classic 
(“they must evolve from tradition”), 
and the colors range from oxblood to 
luscious pinks, turquoises, blues—even 
bright yellow. “I will not have any- 
thing earthenware,” says Mr. Foster. “I 
ask the potters who do things for me to 
make these high-fired glazes with ter- 
rific bright, light colors. It’s essential 
that what they create look handmade 
but not homemade.” 

Although not a professional potter 
himself, Mr. Foster works closely with 
the potters who make pieces for the 
shop, and everything has his imprint. 
“I’m like an editor on a magazine—that 
is, I can see the strengths and weak- 
nesses of every potter I work with. 
Some can throw very well, and some 
are colorists. I overpraise the good and 
ignore the bad, and gradually the mes- 





sage comes. And when I get them to 
a certain point I then say, ‘How 
about trying this?’ And I am in- 
spired by everything, from the 
shapes of Peruvian water jugs to the 
colors in a majolica plate. We don’t 
copy, but we take shapes and colors 
and create new things. I tell potters 
that their work must be able to 
stand next to the best antiques.” 

That is exactly where they do 
stand, and there is no better exam- 
ple of how Mr. Foster mixes every- 
thing than in one of his window 
displays. As he describes it, “Here 
you have a chest that’s English ser- 
vants’ room furniture—bleached 
pine—with a fabulous tall 18th-cen- 
tury Chinese vase on the left, then 
some contemporary American pot- 
tery and two 1920s Chinese vases. 
There is a mirror with an American 
tramp art frame above because I like 
the idea of black over light. But, you 
see, nothing conflicts. 

“The message we have in contempo- 
rary decorating is that all countries and 
all periods come together. There’s good 
in every period although just because 
something is old doesn’t mean it’s pret- 
ty—some majolica is awful. The idea is 
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how you put it together. As I used to 
tell the kids, in a painting (like a Dela- 
croix perhaps) where you have a ship- 
wreck there’s always a mast, and 
there’s a man hanging on to it. So your 
eye travels down the mast across his 
body (which is floating horizontally) 
and then you have a shark coming up 
for his hand. It’s a made-up painting, 
of course, but you have traveled—the 
eye needs to travel, and it doesn’t want 
to be jolted. This is exactly how you 
compose cocktail tables or sideboards. 
The main thing to remember is not to 
be rigid—you must be open to every- 
thing.”  —ELIZABETH H. HUNTER

oston, with its many mean- 

dering narrow streets, is 

among the most intimate of 
American cities. Its charms are re- 
vealed in details. Though it is a 
cradle of history, much is changing 
now, and there are surprises 
aplenty even for seasoned visitors, 
as I discovered on a recent trip. 

More than ever, Boston is one of 
the best cities for walking. The 
waterfront is a wonderful place to 
start. Until a few years ago, it was 
dreary, largely abandoned after 
shipping ceased to be the linchpin 
of commerce. Then resourceful 
young professionals envisioned 
great possibilities and pioneered 
breathtaking renovations. 

You'll see eyesores reborn as 
stylish residences, offices and 
shops, such as the Prince Spaghetti 
factory (1917), imaginatively rede- 
signed by Anderson, Notter Assoc. 
Historic Lewis Wharf has offices 
now but retains a feeling of the 
days when it was owned by John 
Hancock and thrived with the 
19th-century clipper ship trade. 
The Flour and Grain Exchange 
building (1889) looks like a Teu- 
tonic castle—it has residences now. 
The Custom House Block, dating 
from 1837, has specialty shops and 
a popular seafood restaurant. 

Many new structures are happily 
sympathetic with Boston’s historic wa- 
terfront style. The new low-slung, ter- 
raced brick Long Wharf Marriott, for 
instance. Duck into the lobby and see 
the 7-foot-high, 15-foot-wide mural of 
Boston Harbor (1824) by Rufus Porter, 
a noted 19th-century American fresco 
painter. How about a picnic lunch in 
nearby Waterfront Park where you can 
gaze out at Boston Harbor? A nice deli 
called the Golden Goose Convenience

Store, 179 Commerical Street, is a good 
source for salads, quiche, chowder, 
muffins and pastries. 

Downtown farmer’s markets are 
coming back. Don’t miss Boston’s Hay- 
market Square, a roisterous place a 
couple of blocks from the waterfront 
and right around the corner from Fan- 
euil Hall’s festive medley of specialty 
shops. People arrive from all over the 
city, from as far away as Cambridge 
and Watertown, to buy food here at 
prices close to wholesale. Boston’s Chi- 


nese community comes for their 
Oriental vegetables. Notice the 
amusing flat steel sculptures of old 
newspapers, egg cartons, gloves 
and other everyday objects that 
are set into the pavement. 

From Haymarket Square you 
can see new skyscrapers that mark 
the booming financial district a 
few blocks away, yet a stroll 
around the area will reassure you 
that 
charms.

evolved from colonial cowpaths. 
There’s a wink of an alley grandly 
called Franklin Street. You'll see 
quaint names like Quaker Lane 
and Milk Street. Human-scale his- 
toric buildings greet you at almost 
every turn—an amiable jumble of 
cornices, gables, chimney pots, 
mansard roofs and spires. You’ll 
pass the Old South Meeting 
House where the Boston Tea Party 
was conceived. Or the Old State 
House, scene of the Boston Massa- 
cre, down the street from the gam- 
brel-roofed Old Corner Book 
Store whose owner, during the 
19th century, published works by 
such contemporaries as Henry Da- 
vid Thoreau, Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, Ralph Waldo Emerson 
and Charles Dickens. Now the 
store carries volumes on every 
conceivable aspect of Boston. 

Step into the new Hotel Meridien if 
you have a chance—a striking example 
of thoughtful downtown revival. It 
used to be the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Boston. Restored to their glory are 
white marble doorways and a coffered, 
gilt ceiling. The Julien bar boasts two 
stunning murals by the famed illustra- 
tor Newell Convers Wyeth. One de- 
picts George Washington with his sec- 
retary of the treasury, Alexander 
(Continued on page 43) 
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Hamilton, and financier Robert Morris; 
the other shows Abraham Lincoln and 
his secretary of the treasury, Salmon 
Chase. Pastry is made in what used to 
be the bank vault. 

What about household interiors? 
Cozy, cobblestoned, gaslit Beacon Hill 
is a bastion of red brick Federal style, 
and that’s where you'll find the first 
Harrison Gray Otis House—he was 
mayor of Boston from 1829 to 1832 and 
a real estate operator who built three 
houses, one of which is open to the 
public. Located at 141 Cambridge 
Street, it was designed in 1795 by 
Charles Bulfinch, America’s first ac- 
complished architect. Otis furnished 
the house with handsome mahogany 
sideboards, tables, chairs, chests and 
beds. Among the stunning details are 
deep-paneled doors and elaborate 
stuccowork that decorate major rooms 
throughout the house. The Society for 
the Preservation of New England An- 
tiquities restored everything. They 
maintain an important—and often 
overlooked—collection of historic tex- 
tiles and wallcoverings. Harrison Gray 
Otis House is open year-round, Mon- 
day through Friday. Tours are conduct- 
ed at 10 and 11 a.m., and at 1, 2,3 p.m. 

Most visitors seem to think only 
about Boston’s Federal heritage, but it’s 
a treasure trove of Victoriana, too. 
Back Bay rose from brackish waters 
during the 19th century, and while the 
brownstone exteriors are magnificent, 
there’s just one grand Victorian interior 
open to the public: gracious Gibson 
House, built in 1860. Now it’s a pre- 
serve of the Victorian Society. You'll 
see a lot of rich-veined marble and or- 
nately carved walnut. The eight rooms 
are decorated with robust lamps, chan- 
deliers, candelabras, statuary and fur- 
niture that reflect the major revival 
styles. There’s a fine maple bedroom 
suite fashioned as imitation bamboo— 
a memorable show of Victorian exoti- 
cism. In vogue, too, was the pressed 
wallpaper that looks like stamped 
leather. The most impressive feature: 
the grand entranceway. Gibson House 
gives you a rare inside glimpse at how 
Bostonians lived during Victorian 
times. It’s open May through October, 


Tuesday through Sunday, 2 to 5 1 

I stayed at the Westin, a luxury- 
hotel in the new Copley Place comple» 
that includes more than 100 theaters, 
restaurants and specialty shops. The 
lobby is a dazzling display of marble 
and polished brass. A dramatic “water- 
wall” highlights Copley Place. Rooms 
fulfilled expectations lavishly—and 
service was as attentive as you could 
ask for. 

The Westin is surrounded by splen- 
did sights, and I recommend a sunrise 
walk, when buidings are bathed in soft 
glowing light. On Copley Square you'll 
see spiky, granite Trinity Church 
(1877), H.H. Richardson’s monument 
to French Romanesque style, mirrored 
in I. M. Pei’s sleek 60-story John Han- 
cock Tower. Right across from the 
Westin is the serenely grand Boston 
Public Library (1895). Often taken for 
granted by visitors its classical propor- 
tions, smooth white granite facade and 
red tile roof make it well worth a close 
look. Note, too, the spectacular 
wrought iron lamps, Augustus Saint- 
Gaudens’s relief panels over the entry 
and relief panels on the bronze doors— 
they’re by Daniel Chester French. A 
few blocks away is I. M. Pei’s handi- 
work at the Christian Science Mother 
Church, near The Prudential Plaza. The 
Christian Science Center reflecting 
pool is especially beautiful at sunrise. 

Back Bay is experiencing an uplift 
as a result of Copley Place and the new 
Four Seasons Hotel to the east. There 
are more people on the streets, espe- 
cially at night, than at any time in re- 
cent years. Along Boylston Street, new 
places like Annie B’s cater to sophisti- 
cated palates. Annie Boynton is a for- 
mer textile designer, who offers a gen- 
erous selection of wines and fancy 
pastries. Always very chic, Newbury 
Street has become even more so. There 
are over 30 galleries, and I noticed 
many new ones as well as older shops 
spiffed up. 

Childs Gallery, 169 Newbury, has a 
wide range of works on paper, from 
Durer and Rembrandt to Whistler, 
Homer, Bellows and Benton. Included 
are prints, drawings and watercolors. 
When I visited the gallery, they were 
exhibiting drypoints by the French art- 
ist Paul-Cesar Helleu, noted for his ele-

gant portraits of fashionable women. 
Want to see some fine American 
paintings? Then stop at Vose Galleries, 
238 Newbury. Founded in 1841, it is 
America’s oldest gallery, and it’s cer- 
tainly Boston’s premier gallery for 
paintings. I inspected some appealing 
work by such artists as Homer, Bier- 
stadt, Heade, Hassam and Parrish. 
Prices for these can be in the tens of 
thousands and beyond. As genial Bill 
Vose is quick to add, they have many 
appealing lower-priced works by less- 


well-known names, particularly by 
American impressionists. 

For elegant antique silver, Gebelein 
Silversmiths Inc., 286 Newbury, is the 
place to go. Garrulous J. Herbert Gebe- 
lein, who has furnished fine silver to 
the Museum of Fine Arts, Chicago*Art 
Institute and other museums, showed 
me rare Early American silver teapots, 
coffee pots, creamers, urns, spoons and 
mugs by noted American craftsmen, 
including Paul Revere. English silver, 
crafted in similar styles, is much easier 
to come by. 

There are, of course, many more tra- 
ditional things to see, depending on 


your tastes. The tumultuous bargain 
basement at stylish Filene’s is a must 
for many people. Sometime you might 
follow the Freedom Trail, which takes 
you by the major historic landmarks, 
from the Boston Common over to 
Charlestown. For zesty salt air as well 
as gorgeous views, how about a boat 
ride around Boston Harbor and the 
Harbor Islands. Boats depart from Long 
Wharf. If you visit Cambridge—which 
has enough attractions to fill several 
eventful days—don’t miss the spectac- 
ular glass flowers at Harvard’s Botani- 
cal Museum. The most impressive and 
panoramic view of Boston is still

from atop the John Hancock Tower. 

Since downtown hotels are making 
a comeback as satisfying places to eat, I 
sampled some. They’re reaching well 
beyond familiar Boston fare. I tried the 
Westin’s Ten Huntington, which offers 
such delectables as spring rack of lamb, 
with marjoram and tomato, Maine lob- 
ster with tarragon and whiskey sauce, 
loin of veal with mushrooms and 
cream. I wish I could have sampled 
them all. 

For Sunday brunch I recommend the 
Parker House, nestled in the financial 
district. Executive chef Joseph Ribas 
lays out quite a spread, including bone- 


less duck with raspberry sauce, eggs 
scrambled with artichoke hearts, beef 
tenderloin with truffles, roast ham, 
seafood Newburg, loin of veal in wild 
mushrooms and cognac, roast leg of 
lamb, crépes with fresh strawberries, 
salmon mousse, country paté, Neva 
Scotia salmon, marinated shrimp, Wal- 
dorf salad, wild rice salad, heaps of 
flaky pastries and fresh fruit. Everyone 
gets to sit in a comfortable overstuffed 
arm chair. I thought the $18 fixed price 
for brunch was a bargain.

H. INGERSOLL 
n the hottest of 
summer days a 
Connecticut 

neighbor of mine dons 
a swimsuit, steps out- 
doors and slips with 
audible sighs into a 
cool pool nestled in 
the L of the house 
shape. She calls it a 
“dipper.” The pool is a 
mere 10 by 18 feet and 
at most 4, feet deep. 
It suits her perfectly 
and, though watchful, 
she’s relaxed when her

ters of the pool. 

On the other side of the village, 
friends have a free-form pool that 
weaves through beautiful cultivated 
gardens and rock outcroppings.

Designs for 
pools and their surrounds are as diverse 
as people are different. The perfect 
pool for you is one designed to fit the 
contours (or non-contours) of your 
land and satisfy your personal needs. 


Where to start 

If you've read this far you’ve proba- 
bly already started—and with your 
own ideas. But stop short of hardening 
your concepts. The professional you 
call in will bring you a raft of fresh 
ideas, and after a conference or two the

resulting plan should please you, so 
long as you've chosen the right person. 
The question is: Who to call? 

Some of the best builders are willing 
to lay out an entire plan—pool, terrace 
and deck, landscaping. More often, 
they prefer to work hand-in-glove 
with a landscape architect, and will 
recommend one if you don’t have a 
name at your fingertips. Detour around 
any contractor who only wants to get 
in, build your pool and get out. 

To find the ideal pool builder and a 
compatible landscape architect, employ 
exactly the same tactics you would to 
locate any good professional: Ask your 
friends for recommendations; better 
yet, go directly to someone who has 
added a pool you admire. 

Though getting bids from two con- 
tractors often turns out to be a hassle, 
you'll benefit in two ways. Pricing will 
be realistic when contractors know 
their bids are competitive. And by 
talking to more than one builder your 
exposure to new ideas is expanded. 
Some owners operate on the theory 
that if two bids are wise, five are wiser.

What kind of a pool? 
Ninety-eight per- 
cent of all residential 





pools built today are 
either concrete, vinyl- 
liner or fiberglass. The 
final two percent are 
taken up by pools patiently crafted 
with ceramic-mosaic tiles, often with 
murals worked into the sides and bot- 
tom, and by natural stone. All are cost- 
lier than plain concrete pools. Here’s 
how the big three compare: 
Concrete—costliest of the three, 
though it was the choice of over half 
the home pool buyers last year. For a 
16-by-30-foot pool (the average size 
nationally) the fee will run somewhere 
between $13,000 and $18,000. That fig- 
ure covers labor and materials for pool, 
pump, filter, steps, ladders, surface 
skimmer and a rim of decking. 
Durability—best of the three. “I’ve 
seen well-cared-for concrete pools in 
good condition after 50 years of use,” 
says Louis J. Petron, award-winning 
president of Petron Pools, Verona, N.J. 
“After 15 years or so, most concrete 
pools will need some touch-up: replas- 
tering, repainting, minor repairs.” 
Adaptability—best of the three. Think 
of the wildest pool shape imaginable. 
Concrete will form it. Not the old- 
fashioned way—pouring concrete into

a form, as builders do casting a house 
foundation—but spraying the wet mix 
pneumatically over wire mesh formed 
against the excavation walls and floor. 
The system, labeled gunite or shot- 





crete, is fast and adapts easily. 





Color and style—a wide range. The 


concrete surface is finished in one of 





two ways: with a coat of plaster in 
which color can be easily mixed, or 
with an epoxy coating. Of the two, 
plaster is the longer lasting—10 to 12 
years as against four to eight for epox- 
ies. However, replastering could be 
more time-consuming and costly than 
applying a new coat of epoxy. 

Vinyl liner—least costly, the choice of 
nearly 45 percent of last year’s home 
pool buyers. For the basic pool already 
described, figure on $8,000 to $11,000. 

Durability—long term for the struc- 
ture, shorter term for the liner. You’ll 
appreciate the difference when you un- 
derstand that the permanent sides of 
this pool are of galvanized steel, alumi- 
num, concrete block, plastic or treated 
wood. The pool bottom is covered with 
vermiculite (heat-expanded silicates) or 
a mix of sand and cement. Over sides 
and bottom goes a huge vinyl sheet 
fashioned to fit the pool shape. 

Liners have been known to survive 
in good shape for 15 years. Others need 
replacing after eight. At present prices, 
a liner for that standard 16-by-30-foot 
pool runs around $1,000. During the 
liner life, minor rips can be repaired 
quite easily with patch and glue for- 
mulated for that job, even under water. 

Adaptability—rates high. Standard 
pool shapes are readily covered by in- 





stock liners. Once you opt for an un- 
usual shape or free form, the liner is 
custom made, following the builder’s 
exacting plan—but at greater cost. 
Color and style—high point for liners. 
Because vinyl easily accepts color and 
pattern, you'll find a dazzling array. 
Fiberglass—medium cost; for a 16-by- 
30-foot pool, $11,000 to $15,000. 
Durability—long lasting, but a distinc- 
tion must be made. One-piece fiber- 
| glass pools, preformed in a factory, are 
| best suited to warm climates. Such an 





| emptied pool, in the grip of a severe 
| freeze/thaw cycle, could splinter. 


Pools with fiberglass sides (concrete 
backed) and concrete bottom are every 
bit as lasting as those made of gunite. 

Adaptability—limited for preformed 
shapes, unlimited for fiberglass pools. 

Color and style—limited, although cus- 
tom colors are available. 


A practical word 

Be sure you don’t skip some of these 
more mundane considerations: 
@ Fencing around a pool is a require- 
ment in most communities. The Na- 
tional Spa & Pool Institute recom- 
mends fencing at least 4 feet high with 
a self-closing gate. 
© Underground surprises are not unex- 
pected, says pool builder Petron. Un- 
derground gas lines, wiring, piping or 
sprinklers often lie where a pool is 
planned. Good builders identify prob- 
lems with calls to utilities and a close 
study of the plan of your house on file 
in the local building department. 
e Zoning regulations can affect place- 
ment of your pool in two ways: 1) its 
proximity to the lot line, and 2) its 
distance from an operating septic tank 
and field, or cesspool. 
A pool cover is a wise investment. It 
simplifies winterizing, keeps out leaves 
and debris, eases your mind about 
safety (the good covers support several 
adults), helps retain water heat and, if 
you buy a solar cover, absorbs sun 
heat. Prices: from $400 for a basic cover 
to as much as $4,000 for a push-button, 
electrically operated cover. 
e An olympic lap pool or lap distance 
in a standard pool is 75 feet long, and a 
minimum of 6 feet deep, 6 feet wide. 
Minimum size for a pool with a low 
diving board: 16 by 30 feet, and a depth 
below the board end of no less that 7Y, 
feet. 


Decks, terraces and spas 

Last summer McCall Pool Co. of 
Billings, Mont., reshaped a hillside and 
built a fountain, several terrace levels, a 
flagstone walk, a trellised poolhouse, 
rock gardens and a large custom-de- 
signed pool. The owner was delighted 
and didn’t balk at the $75,000 fee. 

That charge is on the high side 
among averages, but it illustrates the 
fact that to gain a total plan, an invest- 
ment of more than the pool price is 
necessary. For many owners, there’s an 





enjoyable way to trim the charges. 
With landscaping plan in hand, they 
plant their own gardens and transplant 
their own trees and shrubs. 

Decks on different levels are more 
likely to complement the land con- 
tours. On a flat lot a little earth-mov- 
ing produces different garden and ter- 
race levels, and much more interest. 

Milt Charno, a deck and terrace spe- 
cialist from Hales Corners, Wisc., pro- 
vides tips on materials and design: 

@ “We prefer benches and planters to 
define a deck,” he says. “Fencing or 
railings may obstruct the view.” 

e “We regularly use pressure-treated 
lumber for deck underpinnings to save 
on cost, and finish the deck with what- 
ever the owner wants: redwood, cedar 
or pressure-treated material.” 

@ Although Mr. Charno’s material price 
quotes are local, they give some idea of 
the price spread elsewhere: 


Concrete $2.50 a square foot 
Brick or stone $6 to $12 a square foot 
Wood $15 to $20 a square foot 


Mr. Charno advises against installing 
quarry tile (‘too slippery when wet’). 
A check with American Olean Tile 
Company confirms his concern, but 
they have overcome the slipping dan- 
ger with new Quarry Natural textured 
tile. Mr. Charno points out that con- 
crete can be textured after the pour. 
¢ Construction heart redwood or cedar 
will turn a handsome gray color in 12 
to 18 months. To maintain the raw 
wood color, apply sealer yearly—’a wa- 
ter-sealing product, not a preservative.” 
@ You can stain or paint pressure-treat- 
ed wood, but wait about six months to 
make sure the wood is dry. Be sure you 
buy pressure-treated wood, not wood 
that has been dipped in a preservative. 

What of spas, also variously called 
hot tubs, whirlpools and therapeutic 
baths? These tranquilizing bubblers 
cost somewhat less when installed at 
the time a pool is built. The spa can 
operate off the same heater, filter and 
pump as the pool. Prices range from 
$2,000 to $7,000, installed. 

Whether you dunk, swim or just 
watch, adding a properly designed pool 
and surround will change your life at 
home. Water is the relaxant that pills 
will rarely replace, and swimming the 
premier exercise recommended for 
nearly everyone. Try it.

Alan Buchsbaum’s own description of this kitchen 
almost seems to belie its dazzling visual impact: “It’s a 
basically white kitchen—as the owner wanted it— 
with shapes and patches of color added.

The materials used are basic and 
inexpensive—concrete blocks and 
wood—but Ungers and Kiss chose 
to transform them with paint, mak- 
ing the concrete look like plaster 
and softening the color of the wood 
outdoors to a weathered blue-gray. 
The interior and exterior share the 
color combination of pure white 
and pale, creamy yellow.»

Rise GING A

Ithough the preservation movement continues to 
gain ground there are still many worthy old 
houses being torn down or abandoned. Doreen 
Nakamura found such a treasure in Vermont and 
moved it piece by piece to its present site in Saga- 
ponack on Long Island. ‘‘A normal person would have been 
overwhelmed by the work it needed,’ says Ms. Nakamura, 
“but to a restorer it was in pretty good-:shape. Except for care 
with the trim, taking a house down is easy. But the documen- 
tation—hundreds of photographs, drawings and markings for 
each piece—took three months!’’ After such research, and the 
equally scholarly rebuilding that followed, Ms. Nakamura and 
her husband, Fumi, stopped short of turning their prized build- 
ing into a museum. To achieve a contemporary lived-in quality 
while preserving a ‘‘period’’ atmosphere they turned to an 
expert—designer Mariette Himes Gomez. She chose mostly 
sturdy new furniture (some of it copied from Early American 
pieces) along with crisp cottons that are easy to care for.»

specialize in restoration), found their relic, it was called 

“the Tyler farmhouse.’’ The phrase is misleading be- 

cause many of its architectural details are much finer 
than ‘‘farmhouse”’ implies. According to Mrs. Gomez's descrip- 
tion, ‘This was not a typical country house; it looked like 
something from Main Street. And I knew that the furnishings 
should not be primitive.’’ The window frames, chair rail and 
mantel in the dining room are among the finest details in the 
house, and the blue-gray color was found under many layers of 
paint. Most trim colors are not original to the house because, as 
Ms. Nakamura explains, ‘‘'When we scraped down to the origi- 
nal paint, we found that a// the walls were white, and much of 
the trim as well. It seemed very dull.’ The dusty pink mold- 
ings in the sun room (preceding pages) inspired Mrs. Gomez 
and her associates to introduce pink or a deeper shade of 
oxblood in every room: ‘‘The striped fabric on the library sofa 
and the oxblood plates in the dining room are a subtle way of 
passing that color on.’

Everywhere you look theres a window with

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The kitchen’s white Formica cabinets were scored and the grid 
of lines painted black, an ingenious treatment that disguises 
the door openings. Fluorescent overhead and under-the-counter 


lights illuminate the work areas. 


The problem with this New York 
City loft, once a photographer’s stu- 
dio, was that it needed civilizing, its 
raw sweep of space had to be broken 
down into sheltered, comfortable liv- 
ing areas. But owners George and Ag- 
nes Marton didn’t want it walled off 
intO a conventional two-bedroom 
apartment, a configuration that 
would have fit perfectly in the loft’s 
1,200 square feet.

top) is entirely open yet offers the 
illusion of an enclosed pavilion from 
which you can gaze into the living 
room and den on one side, the kitch- 
en and master bedroom on the other. 

Dividing the loft in this unconven- 
tional fashion was actually not the 
most efficient way to use its space. 
All the ‘‘rooms”’ are rather tiny in 
terms of square footage (the dining 
room is 9 by 11 feet, for example), 
but since each borrows visually from 
the next, spaciousness is implied. 
Even the dollhouse-sized guest room 
tucked in a sleeping loft above the 
den seems ample (see previous page 
and plan, opposite). Ascended like a

blocks and a side opening that allows 
for an excellent view of the outdoors 
through the loft’s exterior window. 
Within the loft’s ingenious open 
scheme, the owners did want a total- 
ly private master bedroom. Thus the 
low kitchen wall that shields the 
bedroom from view was fitted with 
two nine-foot doors on either side. 
To help noiseproof the bedroom 
when the doors are closed, a row of 
four clerestory windows was added 
above the wall. Though not much 
deeper than its bed, the bedroom 
feels far grander because of its an- 
gled, stepped rear wall, painted in 
gradations of blue, which creates a 
sense of perspective in the tiny 
room.

WHEN POOE 
AND LANDSCAPE BECOME ONE 


Some of today’s most beautiful pools 
are natural extensions of their surroundings 


When a beautiful site is put into the hands of a 
talented designer, the results can be absolutely spec- 
tacular. Even more than being in touch with its natu- 
ral surroundings, a splendidly designed and executed 
poolscape can become the highlight of a property—in 
all four seasons. The scene at right, for instance, was 
conceived by landscape architect Randolph Marshall 
for a contemporary house on a small, heavily wooded 
site in Westchester County, N.Y. Towering evergreens 
were razed up to the house’s expansive windows and 
the resultant clearing orchestrated with indigenous- 


looking pools and plantings. A small upper pool feeds 
via a newly created rambling waterfall into a large, 
pondlike pool with a separate spa (opposite, fore- 
ground). Rimmed in quarried granite, the black-bot- 
tom gunite pool mirrors images of the trees beyond 
and the clouds above. The waterfall operates full time; 
contributing icicles to the snow-covered landscape in 
winter. At the other extreme, the pool below derives 
its impact from a restrained design. Surrounded by 
weathered decking, it makes swimmers feel at one 
with the body of water beyond.»

It was a stroke of serendipity—a run-down greenhouse 
built in the 1920s by an eccentric artist to accomapany 
his castlelike stone residence, rediscovered 60 years 
later by a young New York family.

“When it was all cleaned out, we realized what fun it 
would be to have a hot tub in it,’’ says interior design- 
er Susan Zises Green, who weekends here with her 
husband and children.

Today's best pools go well beyond 
being just swrmming spots. Here’s the thinking behind 
three of those shown on the previous pages. 


cool dip under the noonday sun, lunching al- 

fresco by the water’s edge, an exciting new 

view from your living room windows—the best 
way to insure the success of your new pool is to 
carefully plan what you want it to accomplish. 

‘In a small lot, most people put pools parallel to the 
house, but that cuts the yard in half,’’ says Robert 
Fletcher, who transformed a tiny Beverly Hills, Calif., 
yard (opposite top and pages 86 and 87) into a fabu- 
lous oasis by placing the pool lengthwise in the center 
of the lot. ‘‘It creates the illusion of depth in a small 
space, and also allows people to circulate throughout 
the entire garden.’’ Mr. Fletcher paved the yard and 
used vertical plantings at the boundaries to screen out 
views of telephone poles and an alley. Fill from the 
pool excavation became the foundation for the upper 
terrace at the back of the house. 

In a small sloping yard (opposite bottom and page 
89) reshaping the space was Randolph Marshall’s solu- 
tion for giving his clients a scene they could enjoy 
year-round. Tall evergreen trees were removed up to 
the house (foreground in plan) and a pool shaped to 
retain two big dogwoods. ‘‘The slope was carved out 
and boulders were used to preserve the grade on the 


uphill side,’’ explains Mr. Marshall. The pool is on a 
series of levels, reached by ascending a few steps from 
a small terrace next to the house. At the highest point 
there is a small pool, about three-and-a-half-feet deep, 
that is spacious enough to sit in. From there a waterfall 
tumbles down three stone levels into the main pool. 
The small area in the front, closest to the house, is a 
spa, large enough for five or six people. Plant pockets 
are set near stone paths and boulder walls. 

The Connecticut pool and poolhouse (below and 
pages 90 and 91) were conceived by their owner to be 
a self-sufficient paradise. ‘‘I prefer to entertain here, 
instead of the main house, in summer,” says Ira How- 
ard Levy. ‘‘The combination is ideal: a swim, a salad, 
another swim, a snooze on the terrace, a glass of 
wine....’’ The poolhouse replaces the proportion of 
stables that once stood here; the pool, a simple rectan- 
gle, sits on a hillside. The terrace, the pool’s apron and 
its interior edge were paved by Vermont stonemasons 
with stones from walls that ran through the property. 
The setting is amid a collection of conifers put into the 
property in the 1920s. According to the owner, “I 
wanted both pool and poolhouse to appear as natural 
extensions of the landscape.’ —LOIS PERSCHETZ 
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Located 500 yards from the main house, this poolhouse (left in plan) 
includes a kitchen, dressing room and bathroom so guests can spend 
the day here. A few steps down is a terrace. The pool is on a level just 
below that; at its far end, a curved wall includes a three-inch opening 
through which water flows into a trough. “It’s very Japanese,” says 
Mr. Levy. “All my interests come together in this pool.”

YOUR COLLECTIBLES

This 151/,-inch-tall glass vase has large plums bulg- 
ing from the sides. It has the word “Galle” at the 
top. How old is it? 

—J.G., Columbia, S.C. 


A. Emile Gallé was a famous French 
artist who made glass, furniture and 
pottery. You own a piece of cameo 
glass that was made about 1895. 
Some of this glass was made using 
several layers of colored glass; parts 
were then cut away to form the de- 
sign. Your vase is blown-molded. A 
wax mold was made and the layers 
of glass were blown into the pattern 
mold. Collectors call both types 
“cameo glass.’ Your vase is made in a well-known pattern. 
It is probably worth over $5,000. 





My dressing table mirror is very old. The mirror 
moves on the uprights and the drawers open. It is 
made of mahogany and measures about 2 feet in height. 

Can you tell me more? 
—E.B., Springfield, N.J. 


A. You own a 
“dressing glass” 
or “toilet glass.” 
It was a form 
that became 
popular during 
the mid-18th 
century. Exam- 
ples were made 
in Queen Anne, 
Hepplewhite 
and Federal de- 
signs. The mirror 
and drawer unit 
was made to be 
kept on a bed- 
room table or 
bureau. The style was in keeping with the other furniture of 
the day. Your glass is in the Federal style, which was popular 
from about 1810 to 1830. Only a few reproductions of these 
pieces have been made. It is worth from $1,000 to $1,500. 





My knife boxes have been in the family for quite a 
while. How were they used? 
—R.L., Haywood, Calif. 


A. Table flatware was an expensive luxury during the 18th 
century. Silver or even gold handles were popular. Special 
boxes were made to be used in the dining room, at either end 
of the sideboard. A 
slant-front knife 
box like yours 
could be locked to 
protect the silver 
and could be 
opened to display 
the rich contents. 
Your boxes were 
made in the Federal 
style and were 
probably made on 
the East Coast of 
the United States between 1800 and 1820. Many of these 
boxes have slots that are the wrong size to hold a modern set 
of knives. Attractive sets of old knife boxes in good condi- 
tion are rare and usually sell for over $2,500. 


How old is my “bamboo” chair? It seems to be made 
of a hardwood cut to look like bamboo. 
—T.T., Saugatuck, Mich. 


A. Bamboo furniture has 
been in style since the early 
1800s. The Brighton Pavil- 
ion in England was decorat- 
ed in a romantic style of 
Oriental-inspired designs. 
Bamboo was one of the ex- 
otic materials that was fa- 
vored. Reed bamboo is 
lightweight and somewhat 
fragile, so American design- 
ers adapted the idea. Hard- 
wood, often maple, was cut 
to resemble bamboo. It was 
painted to make it appear 
realistic. Your chair dates 
from about 1810. It is worth 
about $350.

The big news here is that in the past 
year or so over a dozen brand-new Cal- 
ifornia sparkling wines have appeared: 
Iron Horse, S. Anderson, Chateau St. 
Jean, Sebastiani, Wente, Shadow 
Creek, Scharffenberger and Piper-So- 
noma. These join the ranks of already 
well-known producers such as Korbel, 
Domaine Chandon and Schramsberg. 
But the end is not in sight. Several 
other wineries, including European 
producers who have bought land in 
California, are planning to release new 
sparkling wines in the next few years. 
The French houses of Louis Roederer, 
Deutz and Mumm’s and the Spanish 
firms of Freixenet and Codorniu are 
aiming for the same sort of success as 
Piper-Heidsieck’s Piper-Sonoma and 
Moet & Chandon’s Domaine Chandon.

Water lilies turn 
your garden pool 
into a special realm 


of sights and scents 





By KEN DRUSE 

Monet devoted the last years of his 
life to painting water lilies, not in 
order to present a photographic 
likeness, but to try and capture the 
special romance of light, water and 
color that formed the focal point of 
his incredible gardens at Giverny. 
Water lilies—whether a few blue, 
night-blooming tropicals in a formal 
pool, or a thousand hardy peren- 
nials naturalized on a woodland 
pond—are among the loveliest 
flowers imaginable. If you have a 
garden pool or are making one (see 
last month's Garden Guide) you can 
grow them yourself. 

Water lilies, members of the 
Nymphaea genus, are either tropical 
or hardy perennials, full-sized or 
dwarf, with single or double flow- 
ers. The tropicals come in unusual 
colors—cream, cerise and even 
blue—and are profuse day or night 

é bloomers. Their unforgettable fra- 
= grance fills a summer garden with 
perfume. These tender 
plants are usually treated as annu- 
als, and are discarded in the fall. But 
in warm climates, they can be left 
out all year. Hardy lilies can stay 
out year-round, but in shallow

Other lilylike plants include Vic- 
toria cruziana, a night-blooming 
& tropical with leaves like giant trays. 
= The wonderful lotuses of the Ne-

leaves high above the water. The 
leaves are large, round and smooth. 
Falling raindrops spin around them, 
finally settling in jewellike beads at 
their centers. 

Water lilies are set in pools at 
least 12 inches deep and in full sun 
(five or more hours of direct sun- 
light). If the pool is deeper, potted 
plants must be elevated on bricks or 
cinder blocks so that the crown, the 
place where the leaves emerge from 
the rhizome, is not less than 6 nor 
more than 18 inches below the wa- 
ter’s surface. 

When you buy a water lily, you'll 
receive a dormant rhizome. This is 
planted in a container (perhaps a 
plastic washtub). The rhizome is set 
just under the soil surface at a forty- 
five-degree angle against one side of 
the tub with the growing point fac- 
ing the center. 

The soil should be very dense. 
Clayey top soil is good with the ad- 
dition of well-rotted cow manure, 
pond muck or forest soil. Peat moss 
or commercial potting mixes should 
never be used. Fill the container to 
within a few inches of the top, posi- 
tion the tuber, push two or more 
fertilizer pellets (sold along with the 
plants) into the medium, and cover 
with more soil and a layer of pea 
gravel to keep the soil in place. Sat- 
urate with water and lower slowly 
into the pool. 

Hardy lilies can be planted in 
mid-spring; tropicals, after all dan- 
ger of frost has past.

something valuable may want to pro 
tect a treasure from being “given 
away.” If a piece is expected to bring 
$3,000 to $4,000, its owner wouldn’i 
want it to go for $500 because there 
was no serious interest in the sale. The 
owner might set a “reverse,” a mini- 
mum the auctioneer must bid to, in the 
consignor’s interest, before he lets the 
piece go. Auction galleries generally in- 
form the public if pieces are reserved, 
but, of course, will not divulge what 
these minimums are. 

Like the best antiquing, auction 
scouting is a hunt, but with the added 
element of presale suspense: ‘Now that 
I’ve discovered it, who else has, and 
how high will I have to bid?’”’ No mat- 
ter how seasoned an auction-goer you 
become, the suspense will always exist, 
as will some butterflies in your stom- 
ach. Some of the nervousness will di- 
minish, but the exhilaration of getting 
the piece you've set your heart on (par- 
ticularly at a low price) will come back 
time and time again.

etails are what make a magazine. 

In editing House Beautiful we 

are absorbed in them, sometimes 
consumed by them: the spaces, the 
margins, the cropping of pictures, the 
fitting of type ... concern for the flow 
of copy in relation to points being il- 
lustrated, care for the consistency of 
graphics from story to story. These are 
a few facets of the editing process that 
results in a cohesive magazine. 

Details also bring a room alive. In 
designing a home or decorating any in- 
terior space, there are a host of details 
that must be considered—some em- 
braced, some discarded. It can safely be 
said that the total impact of a design— 
no matter what that design refers to— 
is measured by the quality and ar- 
rangement of its details. 

In other words, the whole is created 
by a surnming-up of all its parts. 

Take the fabulous bedroom Mario 


Buatta designed for this year’s Kips 
Bay Boys’ Club Show House in New 
York City. The room is featured on our 
cover and in a finely articulated color 
portfolio (pages 43 fo 47). At first glance 
you'll be struck by the room’s almost 
awesome degree of elegance—we cer- 
tainly were. There is a magical quality 
that tends to blur the question of who 
might actually inhabit this room. 

Take a closer look; focus on individ- 
ual components and see how they con- 
tribute to the room’s total impact. 
You'll note that the room is, in fact, a 
master’s thesis on room design and 
decorating. Everything is intentional. 
With Mr. Buatta nothing is accidental. 

For the decorator, the room present- 
ed a challenge, of course, plus an op- 
portunity to produce something monu- 
mentally beautiful for a most 
demanding client: himself. The bed- 
room “says” everything the decorator 
wanted to express. In this it is both art 
and theater: a reflection of the decora- 
tor’s taste and talent as well as a kind 
of stage set that is not simply a back- 
ground for drama but a performance in 
and of itself. 

In presenting this dream bedroom, 
we were twice blessed, for its creator is 
not only extremely skilled and innova- 
tive, but also highly articulate. In an 
in-depth interview (page 46), Mr. Buatta 
explains each step he took in pulling 
this room together—insights anyone 
will find helpful in meeting a decorat- 
ing challenge, whether modest or elab- 
orate. Through Mr. Buatta’s eyes you 
will see how he regards every element 
in his design—and how each element 
relates to all the others. 

The room is irresistible; you can’t 
help feeling drawn into it. We hope 
that our photography and Mr. Buatta’s 
words will show why this room 
works—and also how it expresses the 
decorator’s many-faceted approach to 


design. His thoughts and methodology 
add up to a lending library of ideas that 
you can borrow from or adapt. 

For House Beautiful editors, it is fas- 
cinating to note how a gifted profes- 
sional views the design structure of the 
room and uses a variety of details to 
create a singular whole ... just as we 
plan each issue of the magazine not as 
an anthology but as a careful progres- 
sion of ideas that add up to a balanced 
editorial package. We strive for pace, 
for a magazine whose content flows 
naturally and excitingly from one topic 
to the next. We hope that, like Mr. 
Buatta’s bedroom with its brilliantly 
executed details, House Beautiful com- 
municates a spontaneity that overrides 
its meticulous planning. 

As you explore other parts of this 
issue you'll find a story on new uses 
for traditional fabric and paper borders 
and trims (page 74). These elements are 
used to enhance the architecture of a 
room—and to create the illusion of ar- 
chitecture in a room that has virtually 
none. This is decorating ingenuity, an- 
other example of how details bring into 
focus a room’s essential design theme. 
Borders and trims are decorating punc- 
tuation marks: details that delight the 
eye and sometimes fool the eye, but 
always combine to make the intent be- 
hind a room’s design more evident. 

Not every room would benefit from 
the borders and trims we show. And 
not every home could absorb the 
splendor of Mario Buatta’s show house 
bedroom. But the ideas contained in 
these and other stories—all plausible, 
do-able—present a rich array of details 
you can draw upon, according to your 
taste and the needs of your home. @

Yhere is only one place in the 


world, at least my world, where 

I can travel and not become 
restless after two days, longing to 
return home to the farm. Strangely 
enough it is a city. And that city is 
London. 

Maybe it’s because I went there in 
my early 20s to work, alone and 
terrified—my first voyage, my first 
adult challenge. Then it was a city 
still scarred by the bombs of war, 
but nevertheless it bloomed—fes- 
tooned with window boxes of flow- 
ers and rumbling red double-decker 
buses. 

Every morning a bus conductor 
would tell me to ““Mind your head,” 
as I rushed to the top deck, the bet- 
ter to see London—the elegance of 
its architecture, the striped awnings 
over the shops of the greengrocers.

ON THE 25TH ANNIVERSARY OF THE ARCHITECT'S DEATH, 


A GROUP OF FORMER APPRENTICES PAID TRIBUTE TO A MAN 
WHO “SHOWED US THAT LIFE COULD BE OTHER THAN IT IS” 





he setting was the National Arts 
Club across from Gramercy Park, 


a Beaux Arts building in New 
York City the old man would have hat- 
ed. But the occasion transcended its 
location; the old man would have been 
touched. 

It was April 9, 1984, exactly 25 years 
after Frank Lloyd Wright died in Ari- 
zona, not far from his winter home, 
Taliesin West. And so a group includ- 
ing two dozen former apprentices gath- 
ered to pay tribute to their mentor. 
“What's so great about this evening,” 
said New York architect Edgar Tafel 
who had been instrumental in organiz- 
ing it, “is that nobody knows anyone 
else.” Actually, though not everyone 
was acquainted, many in attendance 
were greeting former associates they 
had not seen in years. It was an unusu- 
al kind of reunion. 

Youngest in the group was 22-year- 
cld Andy Frame, who had just spent 
six months at Taliesin East and had the 
calluses to prove it. Oldest, in seniority 
if not in years, was Betty Kassler of 
Princeton, N.J., who had been one of 
Taliesin’s first apprentices in 1932. 

For all the ex-apprentices the re- 
union provided a chance to recall and 


reflect on a time in their lives that was 
like summer camp, prep school and ju- 
nior year abroad. They had worked 
harder—physically, at least—during 
their apprenticeship than at any other 
time and learned more, about living as 
well as about architecture, than in any 
other period. 

Taliesin East in Spring Green, Frank 
Lloyd Wright’s beloved Wisconsin 
farm, became the site of an architectur- 
al fellowship in 1932 when the impact 
of the Great Depression, following 
close behind newspaper reports of 
marital scandal, left Mr. Wright with- 
out clients or commissions. His career 
was at a standstill, and there was a 
chance that he would lose Taliesin. To 
stay solvent, he decided to recruit ap- 
prentices. Their tuition and their mus- 
cle would keep his home—and his 
dream—alive. 

Those admitted to the fellowship 
came to live in an entirely self-sustain- 
ing enterprise. They cooked, they 
cleaned, they worked in the fields. 
They repaired roofs; they also scrubbed 
floors. In the drafting room, where 
they spent roughly 30 percent of their 
time, they worked on design projects— 
with the fiercely autocratic Mr. Wright 
looking over their shoulders, nudging 
them, criticizing them, making them 
re-think their projects, making them 
think like architects. 

For the Taliesin fellows—women as 
well as men—architecture was never 
theoretical. Outdoors in blazing sum- 
mer sunshine, they felled trees, made 
lumber, quarried stone, prepared all the 
materials used in building. 

“We learned more than architec- 
ture,” recalled Eleanore Pettersen, a 
Saddle River, N.J., architect. She said 
she’d never had any interest in cook- 


’ ous.despite his shock of white hair—ai 


ing, but at Taliesin one summer had 
canned “1,750 quarts of things’”—-vege- 
tables and fruits to feed the fellowship. 
Her first meeting with the master of 
Taliesin had occurred the moment she 
arrived, she said: “Mr. Wright showed 
me to my room and told me I could do 
anything I wanted with it. But, he 
warned me, ‘You'll have to live with 
your own mistakes.’ ”” Mr. Wright was 
involved, at least peripherally, in all) 
phases of life and work at Taliesin.

Mr. Wright told us, ‘Use 
your fingers as levers.’ ”

ho would have believed 

that furniture from the time

Suddenly the 
ings we once happily discarded or, at 
e very least, relegated to the base- 
ent, beach house or dorm room, are 
nsidered artifacts of America’s atom- 
age. Among them are boomerang- 
aped coffee tables, amoeba-shaped 
htrays, Sputnik-like lighting fixtures, 
ire-grid chairs, black panther lamps 
ith Venetian blind shades and 1956 
nette sets from Sears. 
Aided and abetted by revivalist 
ck-and-roll, punk fashions and new 
ave furniture design (all of which re- 
ect recognizably 1950s motifs), the re- 
val of the best from the ’50s has even 
mered institutional stamps of ap- 
oval. In the past year, two of the 
ition’s most prestigious museums, the 
iiladelphia Museum of Art and the 
nithsonian Institution’s Renwick 
allery, offered major exhibitions of 
ystwar furniture. That alone suggests 
e new interest in “40s and ’50s design 
more than a flash-in-the-pan fad. 
All across the country new shops 
ecializing in furniture made in the 15 
ars following World War II are ped- 
ing to eager buyers everything from 
uminum patio tumblers to Philco 
edicta TVs that look like revolving 
dar screens. And, since appreciation 
r postwar goods seems to be growing, 
yu may soon be among the buyers. 
If so, you need have no fear of miss- 
g the bargain bandwagon. Unlike Art 
eco artifacts, it will be some time be- 
re furniture from the ‘40s and ‘50s 
comes scarce and prohibitively ex- 
nsive. Meanwhile, consider the fol- 
wing: Much of the postwar furniture

was ill-concieved, shoddily made and, 
not infrequently, downright grotesque. 
Even the passage of 30 years cannot 
turn an ugly-duckling sectional sofa 
into a swan of an antique, and in truth, 
the duds outnumber the desirables. 

Still, there are pieces out there worth 
owning, pieces that are emotionally 
comforting, physically comfortable, 
aesthetically pleasing and even afford- 
able. Fortunately, since the period in 
question here is well within memory of 
a great many adults, you don’t have to 
be a museum curator to distinguish be- 
tween the worthy and the worthless. 
All you really have to do is trust your 
instincts about what is good and bad in 
furniture design, apply the same crite- 
ria you would to any furniture pur- 
chase and do a little homework. 

Start with the specialty shops. 
Many, if not most, major American cit- 
ies now have dealers who specialize in 
postwar furniture and furnishings. Vis- 


it costs. If you’re after something spe- 
cific, dealers in postwar furniture, 
like more conventional antiques re- 
tailers, can tap a network and track 
it down for you. The specialists also 
know the history of particular 
pieces—who designed them, when 
they were made and why they were 
technologically, stylistically or histori- 
cally important—all of which can make 
owning them more fun. However, you 
snould know that “documentation” 
also makes them more expensive. 
Chairs or tables that can be traced to 

Henry Bertoia, Charles Eames, Eero 
Saarinen or George Nelson will be 
rare and pricey. 

Luckily, the specialty shops don’t 
have a corner on the market. Much of 
what they carry has been lingering in 
second-hand stores, antiques shops, 
basements and garages for years. It is 
through these generalists, many of 
whom may not know the value of 
what they have, that you are likely to 
find the best bargains. A chrome-and- 
Formica dinette set that can cost up- 
wards of $600 in a ‘50s furniture store, 
can go for $35 at the Salvation Army. 

Let the die-hard collectors pay the 
tariff for rare pieces. Go for ““undocu- 
mented” knock-offs and the mass-pro- 
duced approximations of designer fur- 
niture. An authentic Isamu Noguchi 
coffee table can cost from $600 to 
$5,000. A close cousin can go for $50 to 
$200, and only an expert cares or can 
really tell them apart. 

Buy only what you really love and 
steer clear of things that may scream 
“’50s” but are ugly. In other words, the 
most recognizable period pieces are 
probably not the things you'll want to 
look at every day. What you really

[ B\his summer marks the 111th sea- 
son of Chautauqua, an American 
institution for the arts that began 

as a small summer colony in upstate 

New York more than a century ago. 

Families have come to the shores of 

Lake Chautauqua for seven generations 

hoping to experience this place that de- 

voted visitors and residents say cannot 
be described, only lived. 

What began as a camp meeting 
ground in the 1870s is today a treasure 
trove of High Victorian cottage archi- 
tecture, verdant lawns, winding cob- 
blestone lanes, one magnificent Belle 
Epoque hotel, scores of wicker rocking 
chairs on old-fashioned wraparound 
porches and splendid views of the em- 
erald lake. If there were a spot in 
America where they call a “time out 
from life,” this would be the place. 

The word itself 
should ring a bell. You probably en- 
countered it in grade school American 
history books. Chautauquas were the 
“traveling medicine shows’ that sea- 
sonally plied the rural circuits of small 


“Chautauqua” 


towns and villages. Chautauquas com- 
bined gospel meetings with sideshow- 
style carnivals and reflected the great 
wave of spiritual revivalism that swept 
this country in the 1880s. The actual 
meaning of the word is somewhat more 
prosaic. It refers to the ancient Indian 
word to describe “a bag with a tie in its 
middle,’ which indicates the shape of 
the 22-mile-long lake along whose 
banks the 900-acre Chautauqua Insti- 
tution sprawls in the vestpocket of 
western New York, about 30 miles 
from Buffalo and Lake Erie. 

So what do people do there? They 
pause and recharge.

facets of life there usually isn’t enough 
time to look at. That means learning, 
doing, listening and perhaps, not least 
of all, loafing. Amid lectures, concerts, 
ballet 
groups, rock concerts, seminars ... the 


performances, work/study 
program is mind-boggling. They say 
you need roller skates to stay on top of 
it all! People come from all over the 
world to live and study during Chau- 
tauqua’s nine-week season. In fact 
more than 75 percent of the institute’s 
annual operating expenses—$5.4 mil- 
lion—is raised in that single nine-week 
period. 

What would you find there? 

Your first impression would be slight 
bewilderment because of all the cot- 
tages standing cheek-by-jowl. Chau- 
tauqua feels like a tiny village and, as 
such, it is. There is a post office, a 





general store, a 30,000-volume library, 
a book store, half a dozen churches and 
chapels, an opera house, a 4,000-seat 
open-air amphitheater and a colonnad- 
ed administration building that over- 
sees the houses and grounds. On any 
day during the season there are from 
8,000 to 12,000 visitors attending class- 
es, rehearsals, lectures or study groups. 
A small number of these participants 
own houses and cottages; others rent 
rooms for the season at any of about 20 
hotels and rooming houses. Rentals are 
often booked years in advance for a 
favorite room, corner or window view. 
The technical term that describes 
most of Chautauqua’s architecture is 
“the vernacular style,” which loosely 
translates as what people want that re- 
flects large trends but within their own 
local traditions. A walk down Vincent 
or Miller avenues offers insight into an 
America that has remained unaltered 
since the Victorian era. You see a 
wealth of structures, mostly wood, dis- 
playing verandas, porches, irregular ga- 
bles, shuttered windows, intricate 
wood tracery and sometimes the origi- 
nal tent platforms that served as floor- 
ing. While there are many classical ref- 
erences to Greek and Roman architec- 
tural elements to be found in High or 
Gothic Victorian (as it is also called), 
the vernacular forms reflect vitality, a 
restlessness in the gingerbread trim- 
mings, the porch railings, the double- 
gable, dual and wraparound porches 
that give these old and not-so-old 
houses their character, individuality 
and style. You come away with an ex- 
perience-in-miniature, a short history | 
of the entire evolution of 19th-century 
American residential architecture. The | 
vast majority of houses are not winter- 
ized, but there is a growing trend to

making Chautauqua a place for year- 
round living. There are lessons to be 
learned about color, about what-goes- 
with-what when it comes to exteriors. 
Pristine white does not prevail. Rather, 
the tenets of one of this country’s first 
critics of the’ emerging American coun- 
try style, A.J. Downing, whose books 
set the standards for cottage architec- 
ture, claimed that no house should ever 
be painted a color that affronted na- 
ture. Hence you'll find gradations of 
fawn, slate-gray, straw, warm choco- 
late-browns, and occasionally there is a 
white house with a cheerful red or sun- 
ny yellow trim. 

A tour of Chautauqua’s cottages will 
cover these periods: Victorian (1837 to 
1901), Greek Revival (1815 to 1840), 


Gothic Revival 
(1835 to 1880), 
Swiss Cottage 


(what Chautauqua 
writer Pauline 
Fancher describes 
as an offshoot of 
Gothic Revival), 
Italianate (1845 to 
1885), the Stick 
Style, the Eastlake 
Style (after archi- 
tect Charles Lock 
Eastlake), Second 
Empire or Mansard 
(1855 to 1885), 
Queen Anne (1875 
to 1900) and neo- 
Georgian (1920 to 
1930). A handy 
guide for walkers 
that outlines the 
general characteristics of these periods 
can be picked up at any of Chautau- 
qua’s public buildings. But for a de- 
tailed street-by-street analysis of the 
cottage features—gables, knops, col- 
lars, railings, porches—Pauline 
Fancher’s Chautauqua: Its Architecture and 
Its People (Banyan Books, 1978) is an 
inspiring manual. Richard N. Campen’s 
Chautauqua Impressions (West Summit 
Press, 1984) puts the structures in their 
historical context within the main- 
stream of traditional American archi- 
tecture and is also a delight to read.

replace traditional portable tents it was 
a reflection of Chautauqua’s expanding 
activities. At the first assembly held in 
1874 there were 12 streets and 135 cot- 
tages already built. The Chautauqua 
Institution continues its tradition of 
blending denominational discussion 
with national secular interests. 

That doesn’t mean there haven't 
been changes; a century of crowds will 
leave its impact. But there seems to be 
a reawakening of appreciation for. 
Chautauqua’s physical assets—its great | 
buildings—and funds are being poured 
into preserving them and into main- 
taining that elusive aura of peace, calm, 
order and natural beauty that has kept. 


families returning year after year. 

The Athenaeum Hotel’s $2 million 
restoration finished this year is just one 
prime example. The 160-room hotel is 
an American original as distinctive in 





its character as any of our great Adi- 
rondack lodges, which are, oddly 

enough, also called “cottages.” 
Wearing a covering of paint that re- 
sembles warm toffee trimmed with 
pale nougat, this three-story gem has 
been completely overhauled with taste 
and love by Tom Smith, who is Chau- 
tauqua’s vice president of operations as 
well as the hotel’s general manager.

covered with cushions patterned with traditional English 
cabbage roses wait on the grand porch. The wide-plank oak 
floors, the Victorian woodwork, the reception desk the stair 
landings have all been cleaned, polished, painted or even 
rebuilt to show off this bustling yet restful place. 

The bedrooms have all been fitted with private baths; 
some rooms have been linked together to make suites; pa- 
pers and fabrics have been carefully researched and chosen 
to reflect the spirit of the 1880s. The home-cooked flavor of 
the hotel’s meals gets top priority as reflected in the major 
remodeling of the hotel’s huge kitchen. 

This year Chautauqua’s season runs from June 23 to Au- 
gust 26. The Chautauqua Opera Company, The Acting 
Company, The Chatauqua Symphony Orchestra with its 
series of guest soloists and conductors, popular entertainers 
from Melissa Manchester to Tony Bennett, speakers and 
chaplains of all denominations plus the classes for painters, 
sculptors, dancers, potters, photographers, writers and 
weavers go on day and night. 

Did I say people came here to take “time out’? Yes. And 
that is consistent with my description of this place. As the 
busiest woman I know once said, ‘Busy, happy, productive 
people don’t stop doing when they want to relax. They just 
‘do’ something else.” That e/sewhere is what Chautauqua is 
all about. —PAULA RICE JACKSON 


If you’re thinking about going 

Passes are necessary to enter Chautauqua’s grounds. A 
full nine-week pass to all the lectures, concerts, bal- 
lets, operas and plays costs about $725. However a 
gate ticket, which serves as admission to the amphi- 
theater, lectures, beaches and everything else except 
the operas and plays, runs from $12 to $14.50 a day, 
$72 a week. There are also weekend passes and a 
season of weekend passes available. Opera tickets 
range from $6 to $12, the plays from $6 to $14. 

Chautauqua is also famous for its recreational facili- 
ties: Tennis, golf, swimming, sailing and canoeing are 
the most popular and rentals of courts, courses, boats 
and equipment are easily arranged.

ANALYSIS OF A STYLISH BEDROOM 


How does 
a timeless 


bedroom 


take form? 


How to approach a room in terms of 
priorities? Where do you start? 

First, how is the room going to be 
used? What do you want it to look 
like? Second is the mood—how do you 
want it to feel? (Here I set out to get 
the feeling of an English country 
house that is light and bright.) Then 
you get the shell in shape. You make 
any changes in windows, doors, 
cornice and baseboard moldings. 


Does the mood determine how you'll 
finish the shell? Or are you guided 
by the room’s original architecture? 
I think a room should be treated with 
its original architectural style, but 
you can elaborate on it... I wanted 
this bedroom to have the feeling of a 
Georgian town house. I started with 
the moldings and the mantelpiece. 


Why create a trompe l’oeil frieze? 

If this were a real Georgian town 
house, it would have had proper cor- 
nice moldings. But these were plain, 
devoid of any detail. Rather than re- 
place them, | thought it was prettier 
to paint the frieze and add a hint of 
what would have been. Robert Jack- 
son painted it from my suggestion for 
a design with circles, diamonds and 
shadows. You could also use wallpa- 
per borders to achieve that look. 


Was there a fireplace in the room? 
There was an old Victorian fireplace, 


but the opening was small and not 
very attractive. I felt the room needed 
a mantel with a mirror over it, and the 
ideal would be English—high and 
open. This mantelpiece is i8th-century

Chippendale. To make the opening 
look larger I had Robert Jackson 
paint trompe !’oeil bricks and marble. 


What’s the next step in preparing 
the shell of a room? 
The walls. I always start by picking 
the important fabric because it rules 
the room. I don’t like to be ruled by a 
painting or a carpet. In this case the 
curtain fabric came first. It’s one of 
my favorites, and I love the border—a 
timeless design called Chateau de 
Verrieres from Brunschwig & Fils. 
Next I think of what colors I want 
to use. I’ve always used this fabric 
with pale blue or white walls, so I 
decided to use lavender for a change. 
We were going to glaze the walls, but 
I wanted something more special so I 
had my painter do four-inch-wide 
stripes of mottling and strié that gave 
the walls the feeling of old faded silk. 
The pattern also gave the walls depth 
and the ceiling height. (You could use 
striped wallpaper for a similar effect.) 
If you plan to have a painted finish 
like this, it’s important to prepare the 
walls so they are right. A glazed fin- 
ish properly done could last for years. 


What about the ceiling? 

The ceiling is the sixth surface every- 
one forgets about. I did it in a pale 
robin’s-egg blue. The finish is flat. In 
a bedroom you want everything soft 
and comforting—a shiny finish would 
reflect too much light for a bedroom. 


And the baseboards? 
I always shade them a color to make 


the room look taller. To finish off the

When do you decide where to place 
the furniture? 

After picking the most important fab- 
ric or wall color or anything you plan 
to work with, you decide on the place- 
ment of the upholstered pieces... 
The minute I walk into a room 
and know what it’s going to be used 
for, I know exactly where the furni- 
ture is going to be placed. 


What did you want to accomplish in 
this bedroom? 

I wanted the feeling of 19th- century 
comfort...of having things that are 
really comfortable. ..the luxurious- 
ness of having that comfort. 


What was the starting point? 
The bed came first. As soon as I saw 
the room I felt it needed a canopy bec 
because the room is so large (about 2( 
by 20 feet) and I wanted to make i 
cozy.

How did you choose a treatment? 
The idea was to have a canopy bed 
which this kind of room would hav:

What’s surprising about this gambrel-roofed 
barn is that it has all the elements of country 
charm—stone walls, old beams and a wood 
stove—plus a wide-open contemporary interi- 
or. Laid out like a loft, the barn’s “room” divi- 
sions are only implied by the configuration of 
the vintage beams overhead. The south wall of 
passive solar windows also points to contempo- 
rary innovation, but the barn’s most modern 
feature is its construction. A precut design 
from Yankee Barn Homes, the house arrives 
on a flatbed truck and can be assembled in 10 
days. Though speedy to raise, the barn is 
equally attractive for its wide range of options 
that allow you to create dramatic spaces such 
as designer Abbey Darer did here.» 





One of the living room’s focal 
points is the wood-burning stove

_ The key to her whole-house enter- 
taining scheme: an open kitchen, stra- 
cegically positioned in the center of 
che house.

side and the living room on the other. 
Realizing that most chefs who love 
center-stage kitchens also long for an 
out-of-the-way spot to stash dirty 
dishes, Ms. Darer included a second, 
enclosed cooking area (not shown; see 
plan page 48). It is equipped with an- 
other sink, cooktop and ovens. The 
designer also anticipated that the 
owners would welcome a cozy alterna- 


tive to their cathedral-ceilinged living 
room. Thus, around the corner from 
the main axis of the barn, she created 
a comfortable family room (opposite 
top) warmed by a fireplace made of 
the same stone as the exterior.

Like the rest of the house, this bed- 
room is white from its rafters to its 
floor tiles.

light that she whitewashed the wood 
paneling on the bedroom’s normally 
dark walls and ceiling. Even the 
barn’s beams, rescued from vintage 
structures, were given a new light 
look with sanding that removed their 
outer, dark wood. The skylight and 
windows, which add to the bedroom’s 
lightness, are appreciated for another 
reason: They allow the owners to soak 
in the whirlpool bath with a view of 
the sun or the stars. A splurge that 
turns the bedroom into a sybaritic re- 
treat, the whirlpool also serves as a 
solar collector in winter.@

LIVING BRIGHT | 


When we _ picture 
Frank Lloyd Wright, 
we can clearly see the 
dramatic distillation 
of his late years—cape 
flowing, thick white 
mane, piercing eyes, 
sharp tongue—but we 
may see less clearly 
the vast scope of his 
work—a thousand pro- 
jects designed, more 
than half of them 
built. From the time 
he designed his first 
house for himself in 
1887 at 20, Mr.Wright 
considered designing a 
house to be a supreme 
challenge. “To make of 
a dwelling place a 
work of art,” he wrote, 
—_— ee. “this is the American 
opportunity.” He snatched that opportunity 
and released us from the dark confines of Vic- 
torian architecture into ideas that continue to 
shape the way we live today: the light-filled 


flow of an open plan, easy access from indoors 


to outdoors, the integration of a house with its 
site, love of natural materials and, above all, 
the idea that a house can inspire and improve 
the quality of life. 

In his 92 years Mr. Wright designed 650 
houses ranging from the Prairie houses of the 
early years—low, broad eaved, asymmetrical, 
meant to suit the terrain of the heartland—to 
magnificent mansions for men of means, like 
Edgar J. Kaufmann’s Fallingwater, and final- 
ly to the Usonian houses, conceived to be rea- 
sonable in price, simple in plan and accessible 


for many. 
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The Lovness house (above), built piece by piece by the own- 
ers, is pure Wright inside and out. “It took a year just to builc 
the fireplace, but there isn’t one compromise in our house,’ 
says Mrs. Lovness. “It is Wright down to the last screw or 
more precisely, down to the last 113 screws in the piano case 
He teased us, calling us his ‘do-it-yourself’ couple.”

We’ve never bought a stick of furniture; everything was 
designed by Wright and built by us. When I| needed pillows, | 
bought an industrial upholstering machine and made them.” 


Virginia Lovness was in her 20s when she went 
to Mr. Wright with a plan she’d drawn for a 
studio. She found him to be gracious, smiling, 
complimentary, though all the while he was 
changing or erasing everything she’d done. 
When he was finished she pointed out that noth- 
ing she’d drawn was left. He said, ‘“That’s right. 
We’ll just have to start all over again. You go 
buy yourself 10 acres and we'll design some- 
thing.”” Again she spoke up and:said she and her 
husband didn’t have much money, at the very 
most could spend $10,000. Mr. Wright slammed 
his fist on the table and boomed, “I don’t design 
houses for $10,000—I design houses for $80,000 
or $100,000!” Mrs. Lovyness said she was sorry; 
they just didn’t have it. Then Mr. Wright smiled 
and said “All right then, we’ll design a house for 
$10,000.” 

The architect visited the site where he met 
Don Lovness. “When Mr. Wright saw Don,” 
says Mrs. Lovness, “he walked around him as if 
he was a prize piece of cattle, felt his muscles 
and said, ‘I think you can build a house for your 
spunky little spouse.’ ” When the plans for the 
house came, Mrs. Lovness’s joy brought her to 
tears. ‘“Mr. Wright knew that I couldn’t be satis- 
fied unless it was perfect. It was a challenge and 
I think he loved that. There was no wasted 
space, no hallways, but it was magnificent for a 
small house.” The Lovnesses moved into a trail- 
er on the site and set about building the house, 
which was almost entirely of rock. They did 
everything themselves, from the electricity and 
plumbing to building the furniture. The Lovness 
house, on a remarkably beautiful lake site in 
Minnesota, embodies Mr. Wright’s ideals for the 
Usonian house; native rock and natural wood 
enmeshed in the surroundings and tied to the 
earth by a huge stone fireplace. Tracy, one of 
the Lovnesses’ two daughters, never knew any- 
thing but the house she grew up in, the B 
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process of building it, the years spent on the 
land. “We planted 20,000 trees,” she says. “Now 
it’s fantastically beautiful. When I was growing 
up there were always people coming to see the 
house, but even so I didn’t realize how special it 
was. Our school came for a tour of the house, 
and I fully expected that we’d go tour everyone 
else’s house too. I knew how much I’d been 
spoiled after I left. Having lived in a Wright 
house, finding anything else to satisfy me is 
terribly difficult.” 

Don and Virginia Lovness continue to build 
and work on their property. Mr. Wright de- 
signed another building for them called The Cot- 
tage, which was finished in 1972. “The architects 
of Taliesin help us with everything. (For more 
on the Taliesin Fellowship, see “Frank Lloyd 
Wright Remembered,” page 30.) We’re like a 
family. We have a dream of building another 
house across the lake, so that when we look out, 
all we see will be Wright houses. I think the test 
is if your enthusiasm remains after the first 
house—and we were tickled the whole time we 
were building the second.” 


In the midst of the Depression, in Racine, 
Wisc., Karen Johnson, then nine years old, was 
captivated in art class by slides of Frank Lloyd 
Wright’s work. “It was so beautiful,” she recalls 
today. ‘And it all seemed so logical—the idea of 
a room in nature, the house being related to the 
land. Then one day my father came to me and 
asked who I thought was the greatest living 
architect and I said, ‘Why it’s Frank Lloyd 
Wright, and he lives right here in Wisconsin.’ ” 
Soon afterward, her father commissioned Mr. 
Wright to design the headquarters for his com- 
pany. The Johnson Administration Building is 
still a workplace of optimism though it was built 
at a time when there was little. With this build- 
ing Karen Johnson, now Mrs. William Boyd, 
started a lifelong relationship with Mr. Wright’s 
work. Soon after, her father commissioned 
Wright to build a house where Mrs. Boyd lived 
until she married. Wingspread (now the head- 
quarters for the Johnson Foundation) was one 
of Wright’s favorite houses—a Prairie style de- 
luxe centered on a three-story octagon from 
which wings radiated. “I just loved it,’ Mrs. 
Boyd remembers. “Since I’d seen pictures of Mr. 
Wright’s work before, I made sure to ask for a 
cantilevered room, and my brother and I'asked 
for a lookout that was above the balcony in the 
great room—it was so much fun. Of course, the 





reaction was mixed. Racine is such a small town, 
and people either thought the house was weird 
or said it was utterly glorious.

Mrs. Boyd, “‘but he was very positive about the 
draperies, the rugs, the furniture. Then he and 
Wes moved all the furniture around and put a 
couple of the pictures in the closet. After he’d 
done all this he said, ‘It looks better, but maybe 
you had something at the beginning.’ Then he 


smiled, looked at Wes and said, ‘Well, I guess | 


it’s time we went back to Madison.’ ” 

Like Herbert F. Johnson, Harold Price, Sr., 
commissioned Frank Lloyd Wright to build a 
house after he’d designed an office building. 
Harold Price, Sr., owner of a construction com- 
pany, wanted to erect an office building in down- 
town Bartlesville, Okla., that wasn’t “ugly and 
isn’t a box,” so his sons, Joe and Harold, Jr., 
suggested, on the advice of a friend, architect 
Bruce Goff, that he hire Frank Lloyd Wright. 
“He brought us a plan for a 16-story building,” 
says Harold, Jr., “which was 14 stories higher 
than we’d planned (it ended up being 19 stories 
and one of Wright’s most striking designs), and 
then later he came out to my house, took one 
look around and said, ‘Well, I guess I’ll have to 
liberate you.’ 

The Price Company Tower is a 19-story build- 
ing with steel floor slabs that spread out like 
branches. Wright called it “the tree that escaped 
the crowded forest.” Then Harold Price, Jr., 
commissioned Wright to design a house for him. 
“My wife thought the first house he designed 
for me wasn’t big enough, so she had him make 
everything bigger. When we moved in I was a 
little uncomfortable—it was so damn big and I 
was still in my 20s, not even president of the 
company yet. But I liked it, liked everything 
about it.” The house is called “Hillside,” with an | 
L-shaped plan, a two-story living room and a 
graceful roof. “It’s hard to describe the effect of 
a Wright house,” says Mr. Price, “It doesn’t 
happen after you’ve been in the first house, but 
after you’ve been in five or six it’s very clear. 
I’ve never seen before or since an architect who 
brought his philosophy of life and his relation to | 


nature so completely into his houses.” @ |

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Borders and Trims to the Rescue! 


Borders made of paper and fabric have been providing a touch of 
romance to American rooms for more than two centuries. A room 
‘devoid of interior architectural detail suddenly acquires a cornice, a 
‘chair rail or a cleverly fashioned baseboard because of the judi- 
cious placement of a colorful band of paper. And in a room that’s 
blessed with traditional plaster elements the border takes on anoth- 
er role: It underscores, emphasizes, highlights and outlines a win- 
‘dow, doorway, chair rail or cornice. That’s decorating magic. From 
pattern styles as disparate as baroque (opposite) and lighthearted 
Provengal paisleys (right), borders and trims introduce a personal, 
distinctive touch to all too often featureless rooms. Decorating firms 
such as Denning & Fourcade and Irvine & Fleming have for 
‘years implemented these finishing touches in rooms. The trimmings 
range from wallcovering to fabric to tassels, ribbons and welting.

“No matter where you stand in this 
room—or sit or work—you can al- 
ways see the water,” says interior 
designer Charlotte Smith about the 
living/dining room/kitchen renova- 
tion she recently completed.

“I make an- 
other slanting cut when I strip the flowers of leaves 
and arrange them. Leaves will decompose in the water 
and pollute it. Instead of plant food I add bayberry 
greens to the vase. It is plentiful here, and the bayber- 
ry oil keeps flower stems from rotting.”

I have a clock just like this. Does it have a special 
name? The clock dial is painted and the lower half of 

the case is reverse-painted on glass. 
—H.B., Overlook, Ohio 


A. Your clock looks like a very 
rare type of acorn clock. The shape 
was made by J.C. Brown of the 
Forestville Manufacturing Compa- 
ny of Bristol, Conn., from 1847 to 
1850. Clocks like this are often 
marked with the company name 
on the dial or on a paper label 
inside the case. The value depends 
on condition. Is the clock working? 
Is the decoration on the glass orig- 
inal? Has the case been repaired? If 
the clock is still in reasonably good 
working condition, it is worth thousands of dollars. 





Where and when was this elaborately decorated 
mother-of-pearl inlaid chest of drawers made? 
—W.R., Chesapeake, Va. 





. It is extremely difficult to date your piece of furniture but 
t almost certainly was made in the Near East, possibly in 
‘‘gypt or Lebanon. It is in a style that has remained quite 
popular since the mid-19th century. The style is once again 
m fashion and nowadays a chest of drawers like yours 
vould probably sell for $800 to $1,000 at an antiques shop. 





Can you tell me anything about this hand-painted 
house? It measures a little less than 6 inches in 
length. The top part is detachable and on the inside there 

is a removable tray. 
—S.U., Houston, Tex. 
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A. It appears to be a box that was used to hold a child’s small 
valuables or toys. It is a type of trinket box and probably 
dates from 1880 to 1900. With the renewed interest in 
“country antiques,” small boxes with charming decorations 
such as yours often sell for over $250. 


Does the strange harp base on this table help to date 

it? The table is made of mahogany and opens at the 
sides as well as the front. What is it worth? 

—K.B., Portland, Ore. 


A. Your table is a Federal-style work table. The lyre was a 
Grecian instrument frequently used as a motif on furniture 
in many periods. It was 
used on French pieces of 
the Louis XIV and XV 
periods, and on English 
furniture from the late 
18th through the 19th 
century. If your table is 
old it is worth about 
$2,000. If it is a reproduc- 
tion it is worth from $300 
to $400. In the 1930s a 
version of this table was 
produced and was some- 
times called a ‘Martha 
Washington” table. @

(made during the 1700s and up 

until the mid-19th century) is a 
rarity. Flint-pattern glass, made with 
lead, from about 1840 till the 1860s, is 
becoming rare. The late pressed 
(molded) pattern glass was mass-pro- 
duced from the late 1800s until well 
into the 20th century and is, of course, 
still being produced. But collectors are 
interested in the older patterns and dis- 
‘tinctive Victorian shapes and sizes. Be- 
cause there has been in recent years so 
much reproduction of some older pat- 
terns, new collectors should study glass 
and seek advice of specialists. Cut 
glass, especially that of the “brilliant 
period” —1876 till World War I—was 
scorned for several decades as being 
old-fashioned and too ornate for mod- 
ern tastes though, recently, it has en- 
joyed a strong revival.

Preserving Herbs 


If your garden is bountiful, consider drying herbs for 
later use. Wash them briefly; spread in a single layer 
on a cloth towel and let dry. To prevent mold make sure 
leaves are dry before you bunch them. Gather herbs 
into bunches (the stems totaling about 9/4 inch in diam- 
eter) and fasten with rubber bands. Hang in an airy, dry 
place out of bright light for 10 days. When dry, strip 
leaves off stems and store them in glass containers or 


leave in bunches until you are ready to use.

‘and the applause had subsided, the for- 
‘mer apprentices each stood to recall 
| their mentor: the first meeting, his im- 
‘pact on their lives and careers, their 
response to news of his death in 1959. 
Some, like Connecticut architect Allen 
Gelbin, rose to heights of eloquence 
sweetened by the wine and the senti- 
ment of the occasion: “He showed us 
that life could be other than it is.” 
Others like architect Morton Delson, 
Taliesin’s East Coast representative, 
were transported vividly back in time. 
He saw himself flying west, a gangling 
/19-year-old carrying a giant four-foot 
\T-square and trying not to look awk- 
ward. “Those were marvelous days,” 
the said. Ms. Kassler heartily agreed, 
though at first she was much too 

oved, she said, to speak. 

Mr. Gelbin remembered being a stu- 

ent at Carnegie Tech (now Carnegie- 
'Mellon University) when Mr. Wright 
‘came to lecture: ‘Hearing him speak— 
ithat was the moment that changed my 
life in architecture.” Mr. Gelbin said 


that he and three others quit school 
and joined the fellowship. 

Nils Schweitzer, a Florida architect, 
talked about Mr. Wright’s conciseness 
and brevity. In response to a long, im- 
passioned application to the fellowship 
was a letter that said only, “Come 
ahead.” He arrived at Taliesin and was 
immediately put to work scrubbing, 
then waxing, the library floor. In the 
midst of his task he saw the character- 
istic cloak and cane beside him. He 
stood to greet Mr. Wright, who looked 
at his handiwork, nodded when told 
his name and said simply, “You'll do.” 

Alfred Bush, an architectural engi- 
neer, remembered being a 16-year-old 
apprentice who spent his first summer 
pushing a plow, canning 1,000 quarts 
of beans and cutting up enough cab- 
bages to make two barrels of sauer- 
kraut—“which we ate all winter.” 

Another engineer, Donald Thomp- 
son, remembered what he felt when he 
saw Mr. Wright’s drawings: “Every 
line counted; every surface counted. I 
became aware of meaningful architec- 
ture for the very first time.” 

Some 400 apprentices have passed 


through Taliesins East and West since 
the fellowship was established, plus 
guests from other fields who were in- 
vited to be part of the creative surge 
surrounding the architect. Pianist Lory 
Wallfisch told the reunion that she and 
her husband, violist Ernst Wallfisch, 
had spent a summer with the fellow- 
ship soon after emigrating to the Unit- 
ed States in the late 1940s. “Mr. Wright 
saw music, architecture, sculpture, po- 
etry—all the arts, in fact—forming one 
beautiful whole,” she declared. 

Vern Knutson was the only one at 
the reunion who had been an appren- 
tice when he learned of Mr. Wright’s 
death. “I couldn’t believe it,” he said. 
“Tt was like the end of everything. He 
had been the center of my life.” 

Said Mr. Delson, picking up the 
theme: “He will never leave me.” But it 
was Mr. Tafel who summed up the 
emotions expressed at the reunion and 
put them in perspective: ‘“We were 
blessed.” @ —MERVYN KAUFMAN

}t depends. Some clients have nothing

hings for them. The best client is the

jures. They are what makes a house 
ook personal. 


hat governs the placement of wall objects? 
Every elevation should not only be 
dleasing, but also balance out the op- 
rosite elevation. In other words, if 
7ou're looking at the window wall, the 
»pposite wall should balance out—you 
reed the same height. And by using 
»lates and brackets, sashes and bows to 
palance the four walls, you get a nice, 
pven feeling all around the room. 
| 
n other words, it's a look you can ¢ skimp on— 
that what you mean? 
ou’ve got to do this the right way or 
ot do it at all. The thing is, you can do 
is—and people have done this—on 
ery little money because you can go to 
fecond-hand shops and buy wonderful 
ings. You don’t have to have great 
uality; you don’t need great quality in 





a room like this. Yes, you need some 
quality to give it the “oomph” that this 
room has—and this room is full of 
quality pieces—but you can cheat a 
great deal with a look like this. It’s the 
style you must get right. 


Speaking of style, one of the most spectacular 
things in this room is the curtain treatment. 
The curtains are very elaborate. They 
are lined with a black fabric, then 
heavily interlined with blanket fabric 
that is almost one quarter inch thick, 
and they’re lined on the back side with 
a small fancy print that’s a pleasure to 
see when you draw the curtains. Or 
when you're outside you look through 
and see the pretty colored lining. 


How would you describe the extraordinary va- 
lances and detail work? 

The valance boards are D-shaped, and 
they not only rise up in the air and 
curve, but they also arch ou/—they’re 
three-dimensional in every way. The 
border fabric has been reversed on the 
top to make a crown. The beauty of it 
is that by using the border and then 
having the rope between that and the 
shirred valances, and having these sort 
of long jabots on the end, you get this 
wonderful feeling of architecture, 
which is very important. 
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One detail that's so interesting is the scalloped 
borders, which are pinked around the edges 

I love that. The pinking creates a soft 
look, and also a very simple, casual 
look. I think that’s the whole point. If 
you were to have sewn that down and 
done a reversed scallop the way the 
edge of the chair is done, where you 
need firmness, then you would have had 
curtains with stiff edging. This is a 
very soft look, like a feathered edge, and 
a very luxurious one. 


Is there a way to figure the proper length for this 
kind of curtain? 

These are four inches on the floor; for 
most clients I do them two inches on 
the floor. But most Americans are used 
to having curtains that graze the floor 
or are an inch or two off the floor—it 
looks as though they’ve just had a 
flood, and it drives me crazy. A lot of 
people don’t understand curtains—don’t 
realize they become the architecture of a 
room. These have little café-style cur- 
tains behind them that keep passersby 
from looking in, but you still get the 
light from above. 


How did you do the borders on the skirts of the 

chair and sofa? 

You're looking at simple decorative 

edges. They were turned in and sewn

What is the history of the screen? 

It’s French 18th-century canvas, and I 
found it about 12 years ago. What you 
see is the reverse side of the screen; the 
other side was too busy. A screen is 
always nice in a bedroom because it 
creates an area where you can go back 
and change. What it does in that corner 
is stop the eye from going on and also 
creates a cozier corner. 


And the bureau/bookcase? 

It’s 18th-century Queen Anne black 
lacquer. It works as a dresser on the 
bottom, and on the top as a desk. Be- 
hind the doors is storage, or a display 
area. This particular one has display. 


You have wonderful painted chair 
I’m crazy about peeling paint. It has a 


sense of history, a patina, a mystery. 
And the fact that it’s peeling—what 
John Fowler called “pleasing decay’’— 
is what makes a room look as though 
it’s been lived in and is comfortable 


and loved. The piece at the dressing 
table is an 18th-century Adam chair, 
painted and decorated. 


Why did you pick this carpet? 

The whole idea of that small pattern is 
sort of 19th century, the idea of some- 
thing that recedes. The point of using 
pattern on pattern on pattern, which I 
love doing, is to use patterns that relate 
to one another, as in nature. 

What happens in a situation like this 
is that you have a large pattern, the 
flowers of the blue and white fabric; 
you have the ribbon pattern, which is 
scaled down from that; you have the 
little dots, which complement the 
background; those little dots are re- 
peated in the rug with a sort of dia- 
mond design. Little by little, all these 
patterns sort of play. 

You have to be aware of what you're 
doing when you're doing pattern on 
pattern. You have to look at it the way 
an artist paints a picture. You have to 
think of the composition. And the 
most important thing when you're do- 
ing a room—and | always like to deco- 
rate a room the way an artist paints a 
picture—is to do a dab at a time. A 
room like this can be decorated in six 
months, but it shouldn’t look that way. 


It should appear to have “happened” 
what I call the undecorated look. 


It seems your whole look is much greater thar 
the sum of its parts. 

That’s the intent. And sometimes cli: 
ents want to stop at a certain point— 
they say they’ve had enough or that’s 
how they want it to look. They don’! 
realize you have to go that step furthe| 
to make it look cozy the way this room 
does. A client walked in here and said) 
“T can see why my room needs mort 
things.” And I said, “Exactly—you 
have not completed the look.” It’s liki 
commissioning an artist to paint a pic 
ture and saying “stop, I'll take it” wher 
he’s three quarters of the way through 
You have to let the artist complete hi 
vision. This is why I love to do decora 
tor show houses. No one is saying “ 
don’t like that color; my husban¢ 
won't like that canopy bed.” The fac 
is, men who say they won’t sleep it 
these beds just don’t want their friend 
to know how much they do like them. 


How important is lighting? 

Very. I believe in pools of light in 
room, lamplight. And I don’t mini 
uplights that throw shadows and ligh 
up onto the ceiling, because if yoj 
can’t put a lamp in a particular corne! 
an uplight creates the same effect c 
light on the ceiling so that you get the 
pool of light up and down. But th 
point of lighting is that it be suitabl 
and sufficient and that it be eve 
throughout the room. It has to be ver 
well thought out. This room has ligh 
wherever you'd sit—you can be com 
fortable and able to read. The room 
lights on one master switch except fc 
the two bedside lamps, because yo 
want to be able to turn those off an 
on independently. 


How long did it take to put this room together 
It took a lot of thinking. I started thre 
months before the show, and for tw 
weeks before it was installed I couldn 
sleep. It took the painter two weeks 
do the walls. It was overwhelming fo 
him and for me. I could see the roo1 
finished, but to convey the message ¢ 
what I wanted was impossible. And . 
times I thought it was too dark, tc 
light.

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Butterflies are free, 
but you can lure them 
to your garden with 


their favorite flowers

he last thing anyone would 

want to do to a summertime 

garden is attract insects—with 
one exception: butterflies. August is 
butterfly month in my garden. 
These colorful and elegant visitors 
swoop down from the sky to sample 
nectar from the plants they love. 
I’ve included some special plants to 
bring these most welcome guests. 

Orange seems to be their favorite 
color. An art-school friend of mine 
once made a “living” painting by 
spreading a fluorescent orange tar- 
paulin in a field. Within minutes, it 
was covered with butterflies. I’ve 
even seen these creatures light on a 
person wearing a bright orange T- 
shirt. Magenta also is favored along 
with most bright colors. 

Fragrance also attracts butterflies, 
and the same plants that smell won- 
derful to us are cherished by these 
winged beauties. Horticulturists 
know of these attractants for they 
have named two plants especially 
for their allure: butterfly weed and 
butterfly bush. Butterfly weed, As- 
clepias tuberosa, is an American na- 
tive of the meadows. A member of 
the milkweed family, it blooms in 
midsummer with brilliant orange 
flowers. Butterfly bush, Buddleia 
species and cultivars, is an intensely 
perfumed late-summer bloomer. Its 
long arching spires are almost never 
seen without an accompanying but- 
terfly or two. The smell resembles 





cherries and talcum powder—not 
unlike heliotrope. Varieties are 
available in many colors from pink 
or white to magenta or deep indigo. 
Their aromatic quality and appear- 
ance has suggested another common 
name: summer lilac. 

I’d grow butterfly weed and but- 
terfly bush even if they didn’t draw 
butterflies, but this bonus makes 
them irresistible. Keep fragrance 
and color in mind and you can col- 
lect plants to create a special butter- 
fly corner in your garden. Fortu- 
nately, the plants that entice the 
adult butterflies are generally not 
the ones that bring their less-wel- 
come larval progenitors. Experiment 
with any fragrant, colorful and nec- 
tar-rich flowering plants, even an- 
nuals such as zinnias.

herever I travel I see people 


taking new pride in whatever 
| little corner of America they 
call home. Perhaps it’s a need to get 
ack in touch with our roots that in- 
spires us to rediscover our regional her- 
tage ... but whatever the reason, it’s 
nappening throughout America. It is 
his grass roots “awakening” that led to 
our series “The New American Spirit is 
Fome”’ in which we featured houses 
veflecting the special architectural tra- 
ditions of our past. When we looked at 
che range of house styles in America— 
from Minnesota Norwegian farm- 
nouses to Colorado log cabins and Cal- 
‘fornia stucco ranches—we found a di- 
versity as rich and full of character as 
che people who lived in them. 

And now this awareness is becoming 
2=ven more local, more individualized in 
focus. People are actively searching, 
rot just for charming old houses, but 
-or ones that capture the history of the 
area, They're reviving them, restoring 
them, saving them from the bulldozer 
ind even moving them, like the Coch- 





ran family (their Texas farmhouse is shown 
on page 65). For the Cochrans, rescuing 
their house from the path of a housing 
development came from a desire to 
preserve an authentic example of Texas 
history. And their commitment to re- 
storing it added a new dimension to 
their lives. They became involved in 
collecting Texas antiques—a love 
they’ve passed on to their daughters. 

William Least Heat Moon, in his 
bestselling book, Blue Highways: A Jour- 
ney Into America, quotes a sociologist 
who holds that Americans lose confi- 
dence in the future when they lose 
sight of the past. I believe it’s true that 
as we learn more about the past, we 
gain confidence in our vision of the fu- 
ture. What we're discovering about our 
regions and ourselves is far from frivo- 
lous nostalgia. The insight is fuel for 
very creative new expressions which, 
though regional, are being reported on 
by newspapers across the country. For 
example, architect Michael Graves 
made news when he mixed the Califor- 
nia mission style with post-modernism 
in his San Juan Capistrano Library. 
Similarly, national attention has been 
devoted to the 19th-century telescope 
house—a practical style local to the 
mid-Atlantic states in which three suc- 
cessively larger houses are linked to 
each other to provide for family 
growth—when architect Hugh Newell 
Jacobsen used it as the inspiration for a 
remarkable contemporary vision. 

This pride of place has inspired new 
creative projects everywhere. You've 
probably been noticing lots of regional 
cookbooks being written in your area, 
as well as new house museums and 
exhibits of regional styles in antiques, 
some of which have inspired furniture 
manufacturers to get on the localized 
bandwagon. They’ve begun searching

out sometimes whimsical, sometimes 
practical variations to reproduce from 
small museums in Texas, Louisiana and 
the Midwest, for example. And they’ve 
found a very encouraging response 
from the public. 

For some of us, an appreciation of 
our local heritage means moving away 
from our roots. Such was the case with 
chef Paul Prudhomme, whose cook- 
book we reviewed last month and who 
owns New Orleans’s famed K-Paul’s 
restaurant. After cooking around the 
country for 13 years, he decided to re- 
turn home. What drew him back to 
Louisiana was, as he writes in his new 
book, Chef Paul Prudhomme's Louisiana 
Kitchen, his discovery that “my Cajun 
family and friends didn’t seem to real- 
ize the uniqueness of their cooking. | 
felt that it was one of those situations 
where if you see something every day, 
you dont see it; if you taste something 
every day, you don’t recognize it’s 
unique.” 

Beyond the obvious local pride that 
is inspiring us to revive our regional 
traditions, I think there is a deeper rea- 
son. It comes from a strong desire to 
make a personal statement. We want to 
proclaim who we are and where we 
come from. There’s no better way to 
make that statement than with a house 
that traces its architectural style back 
200 years or with a mouthwatering rec- 
ipe that has been handed down from 
generation to generation. 

I’m confident that, as we concentrate 
on remembering and reliving the best 
of our past, we'll find new vistas of 
what the future should be. @#

By CANDACE CAMPBELL —— 
n years past, if interior 
designers wanted to see 
the latest in home fur- 

nishings or select a range of 

fabrics for a client’s home, 
they had to work from cat- 
alogs, go from warehouse to 
warehouse or travel to cities 
that had wholesale mer- 
chandise showrooms. As a 
client or potential buyer, 
you labored under the same 
constraints. Today, thanks 
to facilities known as de- 
sign centers, decorators might only 
have to go across town to see every- 
thing from lighting to bathroom fix- 
tures, sofas to wallcoverings. And with 

a little advance planning, you too may 

gain access to one of these facilities. 

Established for members of the 
trade—decorators, architects and speci- 
fiers—design centers are a collection of 
wholesale showrooms that offer the 
latest and best in merchandise for 
homes and offices. They are, first and 
foremost, tools for professionals. They 
centralize the services needed by de- 
signers and make it both more conve- 
nient and efficient for them to locate 
and coordinate all the components that 
go into clients’ projects. 

Centers may contain a mix of resi- 
dential and commercial showrooms or 
concentrate solely on one category. 
Within that category, individual show- 
rocms may sell only wallcoverings or 
offer a full range of home furnishings; 
they may represent only one line of 
merchandise or offer dozens. Industry 
giants such as Brunschwig & Fils, 
Drexel, Heritage, Komweber, Pace, 
Union National, Rudd International 
and Stendig use design centers as are-

nas for introducing take-your-breath- 
away products that are a cut above 
anything found in franchise furniture 
stores: stunning, out of the ordinary 
and often expensive. Individual show- 
rooms merchandise from 
around the world, and pride them-

beautiful, unique merchandise that 
customers can give individual expres- 
sion to their homes, no matter how 
special their tastes. 

Often a plethora of small design 
shops will spring up in the neighbor- 
hood surrounding a design center; local 
architects and associated design profes- 
sionals wiil be drawn to the area; and 
the community will become a focal 
point for the industry. In short, every- 
thing you could possibly imagine for 
your home is concentrated in one dis- 
trict. For professionals, the centers not 
only mean convenience but are also in- 
valuable repositories of more catalogs, 
more up-to-date samples and other de- 
sign resources than individuals could 
ever accumulate or acquire. 

Showrooms may post retail prices for 
all visitors to see, but purchase may 
only be made through design profes-

Today in a major change of policy, a 
growing number of these facilities is 
allowing public access, in one form or 
another, to people wanting to visit the 
showrooms without a design profes- 
sional as chaperone. 

Whether through organized tours, 
via letters of introduction from your 


‘designer or by just plain window shop- 


ping, a design center will enable you to 
see some of the most awe-inspiring 
collections of fine furnishings ever as- 
sembled. The Chicago Merchandise 
Mart, for instance, has five million 
square feet of space, including four 

floors just for residential furnishings. 
Besides providing a mind-numbing 
array of top-line furnishings, design 
centers will expose you to emerging 
trends, colors and textures, allow you 
to explore various solutions to home 
decorating problems and introduce you

to new concepts in interior design. 

Instead of being limited to the basic 
selection of fabrics typically exhibited 
in a retail store, for instance, you can 
see every fabric made by a particular 
company. Rather than be forced to 
base your decision on a small swatch, 
you may be able to see a poster-sized 
sample of fabric. And, best of all, in- 
stead of having to choose a piece of 
furniture from a catalog, you will be 
able to touch it, measure it, open the 
drawers or sit on it, and see how it will 
look in a room. 


Getting in the door 

Design centers can be intimidating if 
you don’t go prepared. Many strictly 
limit access if not to design profession- 
als then to clients accompanied by their 
designers. An increasing number, how- 
ever, will now let you window-shop to 
your heart’s content if you bring a let- 
ter of introduction or have a designer 
call ahead to request permission. If you 
have a working relationship with a de- 
signer, the process is simple enough 
and your designer should be willing to 
help you gain access. If, however, you 
are not working with a decorator and 
have no wish to establish such a rela- 
tionship, you will have to depend on 
friends who are architects, designers, 
specifiers, or who otherwise work in 
the industry to write a letter of intro- 
duction for you. If you plan to use a 
letter of introduction from your de- 
signer to gain access, bring plenty of 
copies so that you can leave one with 
each showroom you visit. You may 
also be asked to register at the door. 

Fortunately, there are numerous fa- 
cilities where credentials aren't neces- 
sary for those wishing only to win- 
dow-shop. A significant number of 
design centers operate in buildings that 
are completely open to the public—no 
credentials necessary. In these cases, 
individual showrooms set their own 
policies on unaccompanied guests. 

If you’re planning a trip to a city 
with a design center, consider partici- 
pating in a scheduled tour. To make 
arrangements, contact the public rela- 
tions office in advance for information 
on times and fees. Not all design cen- 
ters offer standardized tours. Many

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THORNHILL FARM 





By DEE HARDIE 
very fall I tuck in tulips around 
Thornhill Farm. Over the years 
I’ve learned a few tulips in the 

right place are worth 20 in the 
wrong. It’s the site that counts—the 
white lily-petaled ones against the 
green boxwood, a clump of pink by 
the beige fieldstone wall. And in the 
iron urns that sit on either side of 
our front door I plant bulbs that 
promise spring tulips the color of 
deep red wine. 

When spring comes these tulips 
are my first hurrah, my first garden 
party. They’re the awakening, the 
hope. Together we have survived 
winter. But last spring not all my 
guests arrived. The urn tulips didn’t 
show their faces, not even a tiny 
spear of green appeared. It could 
have been the winter, a fierce one, 
and I finally gave up waiting. I 
planted, instead, annuals in the urns. 

I put in lavender-blue pansies and 
petunias, their deep pink centers 
reaching over paler petals. It was a 
new variety called “Summer Mad- 
ness,” and I was delirious as their 
blooms immediately covered the 
tops of the urns. 

Then one morning I looked out 
and their heads had been cut off. 
The next day I saw the culprit, a 
cunning chipmunk carrying away 
the petals. I was furious. I was also 
determined not to lose out to the 
chipmunk, a tiny rodent who looks 
like he wears a smooth raccoon coat. 
And just as I was about to plan my 
attack, the raids stopped. 

Chris, a young friend studying for 
his Ph.D. in zoology, suggested that 


my adversaries were in their bur- 
rows, long tunnels in the ground 
with adjacent rooms, a bit like Hit- 
ler’s bunker, eating away at nuts. 

I knew better. My chipmunks 
were underground gourmets, and I 
knew what they were eating—my 
pink petunias and pansy petals. And 
soon they were coming up again for 
a second course as my annuals were 
again losing their heads. 

A nurseryman told me to put 
mothballs around the plants, or get 
clippings of human hair from a bar- 
ber. The last resort—a shotgun. 

I tried home ground. My friend 
Kitty suggested two tablespoons of 
Tabasco sauce to a gallon of water, 
while Catherine was convinced dri- 
ed blood, a fertilizer and a repellent 
to rodents, was the only answer. 

The plot was thickening. Little 
did the chipmunk realize I was wag- 
ing war. I decided to attack on all 
sides, use every weapon. I| had lost 
my urn tulips, possibly to winter 
freeze, but I didn’t want to give up 
on my annuals, which have often 
cheered me into December. 

I sprinkled the top of the urns 
with Tabasco, gave Tom a haircut 
he didn’t need, and used his locks as 
the next layer. Then came dried 
blood, and as a frosting I put moth- 
balls around the plants. 

I used every idea that was given to 
me, and I won! The chipmunks nev- 
er nibbled again.

For even the most savvy an- 
tiquer, the decision to buy re- 
quires serious sleuthing to un- 
cover authentic signs of quality. 
Fakes abound, but “the major 
problem with furniture is alter- 
ations,” says John Stair, head of 
restoration for Sotheby’s. He 
adds that there’s lucrative incentive for 
unscrupulous craftsmen to alter or 
‘improve’ furniture: “A $500 side 
chair can be worth three times as much 
if arms are added; an $8,000 bureau can 
bring $20,000 if someone spends $4,000 
to turn it into a chest on chest.” 

Fortunately, steering away from 
faked and altered furniture is fairly 
easy if you buy from a reputable dealer 
and train your eye to see quality. Here 
is expert advice on antiquing. 


Chairs. If eight generations of sitters 
have relaxed in a chair, where would 
they leave their mark? On the legs. 
Seats generally show little distinctive 
wear since they come in contact with 
well-padded body parts, but the legs of 
| chairs are subject to scuffing and kick-

orate fretwork or fancy shield backs. 
The weakest points of a piece of furni- 
ture rarely survive intact. 

Tip: Let your fingers do some “look- 
ing’; they can often feel repairs your 
eyes will miss. Also, “run your hands 
around the turnings on the legs of a 
Windsor chair,” says Leigh Keno, 
American furniture specialist formerly 
at William Doyle Galleries. “If the 
chair is old, the wood will have shrunk 
and the turnings will be slightly oval.” 


Tables. Turning the table—or the chair 
or chest—upside down is one of the 
best ways to get a short course on its 
history. Because the underside of a ta- 
bletop or chair seat is usually unfin- 
ished, you can scan it for signs of ma- 
chine planing, a good way to help date 
a piece made after 1850. Furthermore, 
on a tabletop you can look for darken- 
ing around the rim—the result of gen- 
erations of hands reaching under to 
pick it up. On a gateleg table, you 
should be able to see a worn arc where 
the leg has swung against the wood. 
Inspect both the finished sides and 


underside of the table to see or 
feel if there are any holes where 
old screws or plugs might have 
been, indicating that the top 
may have originally been at- 
tached to a different base—a 
common occurrence. Step back 
and see if the top is proportion- 
al to the base. Run your hand 
along the edges. If they’re 
sharp, the top might be newly 
cut, even if from old wood. If 
the table has multiple pedes- 
tals, make sure they all match. 
(For more on antique tables, see 
next month’s “At Home With 
Antiques.”) 


Highboys, chests on chests. 
Marriage is usually a venerated word— 
but not when applied to two-part 
pieces of furniture such as highboys 
and chests on chests. In these examples, 
marriage indicates.a union of two alien 
parts, which seriously diminshes the 
value of the piece. The reason for the 
prevalence of such imposters, explains 
Mr. Stair, is the fact that “ceilings were 
much lower in the 19th century than in 
the 18th—especially in servants’ quar- 
ters where out-of-fashion furniture 
was sent. To fit in smaller rooms, many 
two-part pieces were taken apart. I’ve 
seen houses where the top and bottom 
of a chest on chest were on different 
floors—and the owners didn’t know 
they went together.” 

Thus when considering a chest on 
chest or a highboy, it is crucial to check 
whether the top and bottom belong to- 
gether. Do the woods match? Is the 
grain similar? Move the piece out from 
the wall and inspect the back. Often a 
little ledge will have been added to 
support a wide top or a molding strip 
applied to fill out a narrow piece.

Tip: Pull out the drawers—if the top 
ones have different molding, dove- 
tailing and construction, you may have 
a married piece. 


Chests of drawers. The first question 
you should ask yourself about a chest 
of drawers is has it always led a such a 
modest life or was it once part of a 
grander chest on chest? Do the color 
and grain of the possibly new top 
match the sides? Is there stain under 
the edge of the top to give new wood 
an aged look? 

If you turn a drawer over and run 
your hand along its bottom, you 
should be able to feel the slightly un- 
even texture that indicates hand-plan- 
ing. Also inspect the dovetailing to see 
whether it is done by hand or machine. 
If the drawer bottom is one large board, 
check the grain on both sides—if it 
doesn’t match, you’ve uncovered ply- 
wood. Also look for darkening or oxi- 
dation on the sides of the drawers. To 
make sure what you're seeing isn’t re- 
try this test: Scrape the 
wood with your fingernail—it should 


cent stain, 


uncover lighter wood if the drawer has 
aged naturally. 

The other important checkpoint on a 
chest of drawers is the feet. “If they are 
not original, this can shave thousands 
of dollars off the price,” says Mr. 
Keno, who adds that “six out of 10 
pieces have new or altered feet.” Over- 
turning a chest to inspect its feet will 
certainly cause a commotion; it will 
also mark you as a knowledgeable buy- 
er. Look to see that the backs of the 
feet haven’t been stained; examine the 
grain. “After carrying a good deal of 
weight for 200 years, the grain should 
be compressed and the wood stonelike 
to the touch,”

Upholstered furniture. Never be put 
off by a frayed wing chair or a camel- 
back sofa that looks as if an irate Ger- 
man shepherd has just had a field day. 
Unless the upholstery is needlepoint, 
its condition has little impact on the 


value of the piece. Mr. Keno recalls a 
customer who “paid $800 to have her 
chair reupholstered before bringing it 
to auction only to find that the uphol- 
stery had to be cut open so the frame 
could be examined. Fortunately, her 
chair sold for $15,000, but if it hadn’t 
been cut open, it would have brought 
only a fraction of that amount.” 

Such surgery is necessary so that 
buyers can inspect a chair. “Look at the 
number of tack holes on the bottom of 
the seat frame,” says Ms. Vibert. “Sev- 
eral rows indicate reupholstering, a 
good sign that a chair has outlasted its 
fabric a number of times.” 


Painted furniture. Since paint can hide 
a multitude of sins, repairs and clues to 
age, this category of furniture can fool 
even experts. That’s why Norfolk, 
Conn., dealer Holly Meier makes it a 
rule to inspect painted pieces in sun- 
light: “Look to see if the texture of the 
paint is uniform, if the color matches 
throughout.” 

Also examine the wear. Is the paint 
chipped in the right areas, worn on the 
top of the chair rails and seat crest? 
Can you see a red wash under the 
hinges of a cupboard indicating a dif- 
ferent original color? Paint styles can 
help you date a piece, but since grain- 


ing may be newly applied, analyzing | 


the wear is important. 


Wicker. How do you tell if a wonder- 
ful, lacy piece of wicker is truly old? 
“Lift it up,” says Pamela Scurry of 
New York City’s Wicker Garden. “An- 


tique pieces were made with heavy oak | 


frames.” Then, she advises, turn the 
piece upside down to make sure the 
frame isn’t broken and look for the 
manufacturer's labels—Haywood 
Wakefield and Whitney Co. being two 
of the best. Also beware of pieces with 
sO many coats of paint that it’s hard to 
see the wicker—their value is much 
less. ‘I don’t believe in stripping wick- 
er; it weakens the fibers and joints,” 
says Ms. Scurry. She suggests avoiding 
pieces with a hairy, fibrous texture— 
signs of stripping. One more check- 
point: curlicues. Old wicker will have a 
horizontal support in the center of a 
curlicue; modern pieces will often only 
have a simple circle.

EVEN TODAY ON MARYLAND’S EASTERN SHORE

rossing the Chesapeake 

Bay Bridge from the con- 

gested Baltimore-Wash- 
ington corridor, you soon be- 
come aware you're entering a 
timeless world. Amid low-ly- 
ing tidewater country and 
scattered hamlets, stubborn 
people cling to old-fashioned 
ways developed during three 
centuries of virtual isolation 
from the mainland. Here oys- 
termen still earn their liveli- 
hood with sailing ships de- 
signed 100 years ago. 
Maryland’s Eastern Shore re- 
tains its captivating charms, 
as you can see when you explore for 
yourself. 

There’s a proud, independent heri- 
tage here. Waterways like the Chop- 
tank, Nanticoke, Wicomoco and Poco- 
moke rivers recall long-vanished 
Indian tribes. Many plantation owners 
sympathized with Great Britain during 
the American Revolution. Place names 
such as Princess Anne, Canterbury, 
Oxford and Cambridge reveal the East- 
ern Shore’s English roots. While Mary- 
land sided with the Union in the Civil 
War, thousands from the Eastern Shore 
crossed Chesapeake Bay and joined the 
Confederacy. Periodically, when locals 
are annoyed at some intrusion, there’s 
a cry for the whole peninsula to be 
granted statehood. 

Many people born and raised on the 
_ Eastern Shore speak with a memorable 
brogue. ‘Arster,” for instance, de- 
scribes the region’s popular bivalve. 
“Balmur” is the city across the bay that 
' gave us H. L. Mencken and Babe Ruth. 
Their baseball team? The “Orals.”” A 
favorite dessert is ‘“‘pah” as in ‘Hot 
dawgs and apple pah urr ‘murrican.” 

Eastern Shore cuisine reflects the re-

gion’s astonishing bounty. Though 
pollution threatens Chesapeake Bay, 
its seafood catch—including oysters, 
clams, striped bass, flounder, spot, 
shad, white perch and crabs—is ex- 
ceeded only by that from the Atlantic 
and Pacific oceans. There may be a big- 
ger trade in oysters (available during 
months that have an “‘r’’), but the blue 
crab is more famous. William W. 
Warner extolled its wonders in his wit- 
ty Beautiful Swimmers, which won a Pulit- 
zer Prize in 1977. Callinectes sapidus is 
referred to as a hardshell crab, a source 
of meat, unless it has molted. Then it’s 
a soft-shell crab cooked whole. 


Eastern Shore specialties 

The Eastern Shore is also known for 
its game birds—it sits astride a great 
migrating flyway. Some 200,000 ducks 
and 550,000 geese fill the air with their 
bugling music as they winter on the 
Eastern Shore. From the Eastern 
Shore’s fields come corn, soybeans, po- 
tatoes, onions and strawberries. 

Eastern Shore cooks tend to be 
straightforward. Usually this means 
seafood fried, steamed or broiled with

salt, pepper, lemon, butter 
and very little else. Many sea- 
food houses cover their tables 
with newspapers or paper 
towels. Your orders may be 
brought to you in baskets, to- 
gether perhaps with platters 
of steamed oysters, corn on 
the cob and pitchers of cold 
beer. Crab imperial appears 
on many Eastern Shore 
menus—the meat is baked in 
sauce that may be made with 
mayonnaise, milk, an egg, dry 
mustard, paprika and Old Bay 
seasoning. Oysters casino is 
another popular dish: oysters 
baked after being coated with 
chopped, fried and seasoned bacon, on- 
ion, green pepper and celery. I enjoyed 
my share of such Eastern Shore meals, 
but everywhere I went, I sought out 
more unusual fare. 

After crossing the Chesapeake Bay 
Bridge, you may wish to acquaint 
yourself with the Eastern Shore as | 
did, by driving south. First, make a 
slight detour and go a few minutes 
north to picturesque Chestertown. Es- 
pecially striking are the 18th-century 
riverfront homes. One is open to the 
public: Geddes-Piper House (1730) is a 
fine example of a Philadelphia town- 
house where you can see antique maps, 
American silver and furniture. Hours 
are 1 to 4 p.m., Saturdays and Sundays, 
May through September. The broad, 
recently restored Main Street is enliv- 
ened by details like polished brass 
doorknobs, heavy oak doors and Vic- 
torian trelliswork on the handsome 
homes and stores. Available at the vil- 
lage bookstore is a map and detailed 
description of Chestertown’s historic 
buildings, which will help you get 
more out of your visit.

The delights of Easton 

To really experience the Eastern 
Shore, you should leave speedy Rte. 50, 
the major north-south thoroughfare, 
and see fishing villages and hamlets, 
some of which go back to the 17th 
century. The usual gas station maps 
aren't nearly detailed enough. When 
you pass through a county seat like 
Centreville, Easton or Chestertown, I 
recommend you stop at the courthouse 
for a county map. The ones I’ve seen 
are easy-to-read foldouts and cost $1. 
An alternative are the stapled county 
map books published by Alexandria 
Drafting Company. Available at local 


stationery stores, they run $5 or $6. 
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The Bratt or Academy House in Oxford 


The richest, spiffiest county is Tal- 
bot—over 600 miles of shoreline on the 
Chesapeake Bay and its tributaries. An 
estimated 200 millionaires live here, in- 
cluding many Houghtons, Chryslers 
and du Ponts. There are over a hundred 
18th-century manor houses. 

Those who like to stroll around will 
be best-rewarded in Easton, a neat, re- 
stored tidewater town. While few 
buildings remain from the 1600s when 
Quakers settled here—William Penn 
worshipped at the white clapboard 
Third Haven Friends Meeting House 
on South Washington Street—there are 
lovely brick 18th-century buildings 
like Thomas Perrin Smith House, 119 
North Washington Street (a town- 
house), Lednum House and the Talbot 
County Court House. Gabled, turreted,

gingerbread Victorian structures are 
also prevalent—among them, the Ital- 
ianate North Building, Maryland Na- 
tional Bank, Chaffinch House and J. 
Frank Turner House. 

On exhibit through October 28 at 
the Talbot County Historical Society, 
in the brick Neall House (1804 to 1810), 
29 South Washington Street, is a re- 
markable collection of Quaker furni- 
ture, porcelain, silver, quilts, coverlets, 
samplers and costumes. It’s open Tues- 
day through Saturday, 10 a.m. to 4 pM. 
and Sunday, 1 to 4 p.m. Be sure to see 
the adjoining Federal-style garden—lil- 
ies, iris, peonies, roses and other cheer- 
ful perennials amid unusual paper mul- 
berry, Kentucky coffee, golden chain 
and Chinese scholar trees. 

Easton’s nicest place to stay is the 
quiet, comfortable Tidewater Inn, in 
the heart of the historic district. Stylish 
shops are nearby, and the inn is ideally 
located for a leisurely evening stroll. 

For the most imaginative food along 
Maryland’s Eastern Shore, have lunch 
at Mason’s, 22 South Harrison Street, 
in a prim yellow house one half block 
south of the Tidewater Inn. Ebullient 
Mary Mason uses fresh ingredients and 
makes all her sauces—including may- 
onnaise and horseradish—on the pre- 
mises. She prepares dishes the day 
they’re served. Nothing is fried. For 
crab salad she selects only backfin 
meat (claw and so-called “special’’ 
meat—which means everything else— 
is less than half as expensive). She 
serves her crabmeat with celery, scal- 
lions, capers and several kinds of leaf 
lettuce—no iceberg here! Her seafood 
casserole is a medley of fresh julienned, 
vegetables over rice and is topped with 
shrimp, scallops, lobster and squid. 
Fresh basil provides a delightful accent. 
Among the other dishes she may offer 
are crab bisque, oyster soufflé, and, of 
course, crab cakes. 


Touring St. Michaels 
From Easton, it’s a pleasant drive to 
St. Michaels whose narrow tree-shaded 
streets and white frame houses date 
from colonial days. James Michener 
stayed in St. Michaels when he re- 
searched his bestselling novel Chesapeake 
and, reportedly, he still maintains a 
home here.

The most appealing sights are be- | 
tween Talbot Street and the harbor— 
Tarr House, for instance, which goes 
back to 1667. Mount Pleasant, a white

and other historical sites. St. Michaels 
has dozens of charming little shops you 
may wish to explore. 

If you’re in the mood for hearty sea- 
food by the water, The Crab Claw is 
only a few steps away. This is the kind 
of place where it’s OK to make a mess. 
You may be presented with a mallet 
and a heaping platter of steamed and 
seasoned crabs. “If he don’t kick, we 
don’t cook,” the menu declares. A 
pitcher of beer helps. Those with a 
richer palate should amble over to St. 
Michaels Inn—standard, capably-pre- 
pared dishes like Crab Imperial, Dev- 
iled Crab and Coquilles St. Jacques. 

The Inn at Perry Cabin, facing Fogg 
Cove, offers the best local accommoda- 
tions. It was the home of Samuel 
Hambleton who served under Commo- 
dore Oliver H. Perry during the War of 
1812—British gunboats bombarded the 
town then because its craftsmen built 
Baltimore clippers, among the fastest 
and most beautiful sailing ships ever 
produced in this country. Set way back 
from the main road are six guest rooms 
furnished with antiques. A 19th-centu- 
ry carriage house, once part of a riding 
academy, was moved here and convert- 


ed into the Spectacular Bid Bar. Harry 
Meyerhoff, who owns the place, 
named the bar after his racehorse, 
which won the 1979 Kentucky Derby 
and Preakness. 


_Ferrying to Oxford 
I'd recommend a scenic drive to 
Bellevue, then the 15-minute ferry 
across the Tred Avon River to Oxford. 
Believed to be the oldest free-running 
United States ferry, it has been crossing 
the river since 1760. This is an easy 
way to get out on the water and view 
the gingerbread Victorian homes that 
line the shore at Oxford. 
You arrive near the Robert Morris 
‘Inn, a rambling two-story place that 
‘shipping agent Robert Morris built as a 
‘residence and office around 1710. 
Beams and paneling are hand-hewn 
oak secured with handcrafted nails. 
Fireplaces are English brick. A mansard 
roof was added during the mid-1800s 
when it became a river hotel. Run now 
by Wendy and Ken Gibson, it has ben- 
_efited from thoughtful restoration. The 
-ambience and attentive kitchen make 
Robert Morris Inn a good place to en- 
joy a relaxing meal. James Michener 
reportedly surveyed Eastern Shore crab 
cakes and, on a scale of 1 to 10, gave 
the Robert Morris Inn a 9.2 rating. 
There are 27 rooms, free from the dis- 
traction of telephones and television. 
Oxford is a town with many lovely 
homes and white picket fences. Off 
Oxford Road, for instance, is a kind of 
telescoping two-story white clapboard 
structure called Jena, which dates from 
1700. Nearby is the much larger Plim- 
himmon, graced by stately osage or- 
ange trees, ginkgos and a willow oak 
(estimated to be 350 years old) that 
may be the largest of its kind in the 
United States. Oxford’s brick side- 
walks are set in a herringbone pattern. 


Antiques and crab derbys 

Antiques dealers abound throughout 
Talbot County, mostly in Easton, St. 
Michaels and Oxford. While I didn’t 
find one with a really impressive col- 
lection, there are good things, mostly 
Victorian and later, for those who have 
a discerning eye. Don’t miss out-of- 
the-way shops that can make country 
antiquing so much fun. For instance, in

Royal Oak, a blip on the map between 
Easton and St. Michaels, is The Collec- 
tion Box. It’s a former church dating 
from the early 1800s, filled with an- 
tiques such as Victorian mahogany tall 
chests, rocking chairs, duck decoys, 
and ship lanterns. “Sometimes we have 
interesting architectural pieces,” laughs 
owner Carol Kilmon, “like French dou- 
ble doors, turned porch posts and 
stained glass windows that people 
build into their homes.” 








To sense the spirit of bygone days, 
drive south to Crisfield. Admittedly 
there isn’t much elegance in this fish- 
ing village, long billed as America’s 
“seafood capital,” but the salt atmo- 
sphere is wonderful. Buildings near the 
waterfront stand on mounds of oyster 
shells. Most innovations of the Chesa- 
peake Bay oyster and crab trade were 
developed in- Crisfield. Here, as well, is 
the boisterous annual Hard Crab Der- 
by, held every Labor Day at the 3,500- 
seat Crab Bowl. It’s the Churchill 
Downs of crabdom, and fierce compet- 
itors like ‘“Wolverine” and ‘“Clawdius” 


usually wind up on somebody’s table. 

Try to visit Smith Island, Maryland’s 
only inhabited island accessible exclu- 
sively by boat. It’s a world apart, only 
12 miles west. The ferry leaves Cris- 
field daily at 12:30 p.m. and returns at 
5:30 p.m. It’s a 30-minute ride. Make 
advance reservations during the sum- 
mer. Contact Captain Alan Tyler, 
Rhodes Point, MD 21858. Or call (301)

“We've been collecting country antiques since we were 
married but never really thought about Texas pieces until 
we adopted this house. How | wish we'd started earlier 
because Texas furniture is getting scarce. 


Collecting Texas antiques has also led to a collection of 
family stories—like the time Lee and Robbie Cochran 
were touring a neighbor's abandoned outbuilding. Hop- 
ing to find some examples of old paint colors, they 
wandered upstairs and were delighted to discover an 


unusual bed decorated with hex signs (see page 70). 


“We had to lower it out the window into our pickup 
truck because we didn’t want to unfasten the pegged 
headboards,” says Mr. Cochran. ‘Most of our furniture, 
which we began collecting seven years ago, came from 


_landowners on our creek,” he adds, referring to a three- 


county area filled with descendants of Texas’s original 
German settlers. Arriving from Europe around 1840, 
they cut down Texas’s longleaf pine and fashioned 


strong-lined pieces such as the daybed and settle 
(above). Walnut, native but scarce, was also used for 
furniture, but sometimes only on showy areas such as 
the front two legs of a table. 

Though Texas furniture still turns up in the Cochrans’ 
farm area, Meyer pottery (opposite), Mr. Cochran’s spe- 
cial passion, is very hard to find. “| come across a lot of 
Wilson pottery here, so | trade with collectors in San 
Antonio where Mever is more prevalent,” he says. What 
he loves about this rustic, hand-thrown earthenware is 
the unexpected variety of colors that results from firing 
and the ingenuity of forms—from dinnerware and 
planters to chicken water dishes (the pieces with in- 
dented sides, under the pie safe).

For their kitchen, the Cochran family 
adapted an unused space. For the 
breakfast room they closed in a latticed 
outdoor area—and painted the ceiling blue 
to match the big Texas sky. 


“We visited the restored Texas village at Round Top so 
many times the tour guide finally said, “You again! 
| can’t charge you, just wander around, ” recalls Mrs. 
Cochran, who turned to period Texas rooms for authen- 
tic decorating ideas. ‘Colors are hardest to get right. | 
used to dream about paint,” she says. “It wasn’t until | 
got a shade on the wall that I’d realize what needed to 
be added to make it look mellow and aged.” The break- 
fast room (right), made by enclosing a latticed outdoor 
room, has one of the more elaborate, carefully re- 
searched schemes—a green wall, brown chair rail, 
wheat-colored baseboard and blue ceiling. 

“Blue was the color Texans used on their porch ceil- 
ings to simulate the sky,’’ says Mrs. Cochran, who used 
the same shade of blue on the ceiling of her kitchen 
(below). Since the 1870 house had no indoor cooking 
facilities, the kitchen had to be fashioned out of a small 
unused room. In searching for old wood to make the 
cabinets, the Cochrans discovered some aged barn- 
wood in one of their outbuildings. The wood’s unusual 
brown color results from its having spent nearly a cen- 
tury indoors, protected from weathering. “One of the 
pieces we're proudest of’’—a phrase that often punctu- 
ates the Cochrans’ description of their house—is the 
kitchen’s elegant pie safe, exquisitely crafted for a 
bride in 1900. It is remarkable because it was made a 
decade or two after manufactured golden oak virtually 
eliminated Texas’s handcrafted furniture making. &

Inspired by the Japanese sensitivity to 
details, the owner integrated cabinetry to 
monopolize and beautify workspace 


American architecture is resplendent with the names of 
Californians who have brought a new appreciation for 
the beauties of handworked wood into their commis- 
sioned houses: Bernard Maybeck, the brothers Greene, 
Irving Gill and Willis Polk, among others. Drawing on 
this tradition of craftsmanship, California architect 
John Marsh Davis remodeled his own small house us- 
ing redwood throughout. The result is a small miracle 
that maximizes every inch of its 20-by-40-foot dimen- 
sions. With the help of carpenter Gary Sheffield an 
amazing system of storage cabinets, a freestanding 
multifunctional pillar, trim and flooring were installed 
to make the house as sleek and efficient as a ship’s 
cabin, where small galleys and staterooms traditionally 
boast a lavish use of handworked woods. Mirrors are 
ingeniously placed to-fool the eye. To double light and 
widen the sense of the room, mirrors conceal the walls

John Marsh Davis's extensive travels in Japan during 
his tenure in the Navy are reflected throughout his 
house—he’s even named his golden retriever Kobe. A 
modified duplex, Mr. Davis’s quarters comprise one 
great space designed along Japanese open-plan lines 
but without the attendant sliding shoji screens the Jap- 
anese use to define “rooms” as they are needed. “' 
have always been fascinated by Japanese architecture; 
its use of wood shows off the structural beauty of a 
design better than any other material,” he says. “Japa- 
nese houses also seem to echo modes of living we in 
the United States have come.to understand better: one- 
level living, furnishings placed in the middle of rooms 
and multifunctional, flexible rooms, decks and gardens, 
all contributing an architectural look.” 

Mr. Davis played up an existing deck around the 
house by placing mirrors next to glass windows that 
duplicate the view, making the room seem bigger, long- 
er, wider and brighter than it really is. Other touches of 
Japan: baskets, storage chests, books on Japanese ar- 
chitecture and gardening. 


In fair weather Mr. Davis sleeps outdoors without a 
roof of any sort. “It never rains after the spring. When 
the sun comes out, it dries the dew off the blankets. 
When it doesn't come out, | hide under the covers!” 

A passion for rare, fine carpets is one of Mr. Davis's 
great pleasures. “| change my rugs the way other men 
change their neckties,” he laughs. In fact, the carpets 
bring a personality all their own to the sleek, pared- 
down look throughout the rest of the house. Their 
rough texture and vivid colors add contrast to the sub- 
tle, elegant tones of the redwood, teak and brass trims 
and the Japanese baskets. 

Mr. Davis’s wholly personal approach to decorating 
gives the little house its inimitable charm. The leather 
sofas, for example, were sprayed with a flat black paint, 
rubbed with steel wool until they gleamed and have 
looked old and venerable from that day on. (Will the 
paint come off on your clothes? No!) Only an individual- 
ist would have had the nerve to risk such a bold stroke. 
But that’s part of John Davis’s unique version of Califor-

When Barbara and Eric Pleskow got 
to the plain facts of their purchase, 
they called on the Greenwich, Conn., 
architectural firm of Shope Reno 
Wharton to transform it into a comfort- 
able country retreat. “When we first 
saw it,” recalls Allan Shope, “the exte- 
rior looked like a mess of discombobu- 
lated little white cottages. Then when 
we got underneath all that, we found it 
was in really terrible condition.” 

To create order and to accommo- 
date the Pleskows’ desire for a host of 
modern amenities, the architects pro- 
posed an extensive renovation of the 
existing structures as well as construc- 
tion of a large addition that would or- 
ganize and pull together the site. In- 
stead of restoring the house, the 
architects decided to work with new 
ways of using historical forms.

My 8-inch-high brown pitcher has a handle shaped 
like a dog. How old and valuable is it? 
—W.A.S., Kenmore, N.Y. 


A. Your pitcher was made 
in East Liverpool, Ohio, by 
Harker, Taylor & Co. The 
hound-handle pitcher was 
manufactured in the mid- 
19th century. The finest 
examples were made by 
the Bennington, Vt., fac- 
tories. The hound’s nose 
should touch the paws. 
The hound should have a 
collar of links and you 
should be able to feel the dog’s ribs. Other clues can help 
determine if it was made in Ohio, Vermont, New York, 
England or Europe. Yours is worth about $150 to $200, half 
the value of a Bennington piece. 





What is this huge piece of furniture with shelves? 
—B.R., Asheville, N.C. 


A. The English call this type of piece a “dresser.” The Welsh 
named it a “cupwrdd deuddarn.” Most collectors refer to it 
as a “cupboard” or “hutch.” The style dates back to the 
1720s. If it is an 18th- or early-19th-century piece that is oak 
and less than 8 feet high, it is worth about $6,000. If it is pine 
it is only worth about $2,000. 





This small mahogany table has two leaves open to a 

40-inch-wide top. It has a real drawer on one end, a 
fake one on the other. What is its use, age, value? 
—R.G.O., Fresno, Calif. 





A. The design of your Sheraton Pembroke table is from the 
late 18th century. The first Pembroke tables were made by 
Thomas Chippendale in England in 1771. Any small table 
with plain lines, a drawer and drop leaves is known as a 
“Pembroke.” There was often a fake drawer because one 
large drawer was more useful than two small ones. The 
tables were used for tea, sewing or reading. An 18th-century 
American table like yours is worth $3,000 to $4,000; a quality 
19th-century copy, about $1,000. 


What can you tell me about this Oriental chair? My 
mother bought it as a “Hung-Mu armchair.” 
—H.Q., Grand Rapids, Mich. 


A. Your chair is Chinese. Hung-mu is a type of rosewood 
with attractive markings. It came into use during the 18th 
century. The curved cen- 
ter of the chair back was 
designed for comfort. 
The shape of the back 
and arms and the extra 
stretchers are typical. 
Chairs were used only by 
the upper classes and 
were carefully crafted. 
Your chair, if it predates 
1900, is worth at least 
$1,500. An 18th-century 
chair is worth at least 
$3,000.

new generation of “antique” fur- 

niture, some of which can still be 

found at reasonable prices, is now 
beginning to assert itself in a market 
driven increasingly out of reach of 
beginning collectors. This is the turn- 
of-the-century furniture that succeed- 
ed the opulent late Victorian. Here are 
some sources of mission oak and other 
plain furniture of the early 20th-centu- 
ry Arts and Crafts Movement such as 
wicker simplified for informal rooms— 
sun-rooms, bedrooms and porches. 
You'll also find mass-produced furni- 
ture “sets,” including matched dining 
and bedroom pieces in heavy woods, 
often ornate but not out of place in 
today’s renovated Queen Anne house, 
row house or bungalow. In addition, 
here are some sources of accessories or 
period house fittings.

Emelie Tolley shares her 
secrets of cooking with tangy herbs morning, noon and night. > 
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A tea party 
with the scei 
and pungent 
a tasty Surprise 


Much of the charm of using herbs in a 
recipe comes from the fragrance, the ac- 
cessibility to freshness or the fond memo- 
ries associated with picking, drying, stor- 
ing and preserving. Emelie Tolley knows 
all about these pleasures. In fact, she 
writes a newsletter that’s sent out. six 


times a year to thousands of devoted 
chefs, cooks and adventurous spirits who 
delight in the know-how as well as the 
lore of herbal cooking. 

The tea party laid out above represents 
something of a departure from traditional 
uses of herbs. While the citrus spice herb 
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tea (upper left) is a classic, there are 
some wonderful surprises lurking within 
those cakes, cookies, jams and sand- 
wiches. The cake (top /eft) has the most 
lelicate scattering of pot marigold (calen- 
dula) petals throughout its batter, while 
the double lemon tea bread (center) con- 


aie res 


tains finely chopped lemon balm as well 
as lemon thyme. The salmon for the grav- 
lax sandwiches (center foreground) has 
been flavored with dill, wrapped like a 
blanket, and then pressed overnight with a 
heavy weight to facilitate thin slicing. 

For zest add a few tablespoons of 


chopped fresh lemon balm, a dash of ani- 
seed or caraway seeds to your favorite 
sugar cookie batter. Whole seeds of cori- 
ander lend an exotic, spicy taste to short- 
bread cookies topped with a dollop of pure 
rose petal jam. Ms. Tolley’s tips make 
this tea party quite an herbal treat! a 
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Living With Herbs is the name of Emelie 
Tolley’s bimonthly newsletter. The title of 
her forthcoming book to be published by 
Clarkson N. Potter next spring is Herbs. 
Both are packed with recipes and smart 
tips for growing, preserving and cooking 
with herbs. Some examples of what you're 
likely to find: ¢ To keep herbs fresh plunge 
the stems into water as soon as you get 
them home, being careful to keep the 
leaves dry. @ Store herbs in the refrigera- 
tor. @ Learn to use the flowers of herbs 
such as sage, thyme, nasturtiums and sa- 
vory. @ Parsley is nature's own breath- 
freshener. © Save cooking time by adding a 
favorite herb or spice to cooking or olive 
oil thereby producing a preflavored oil for 
grilling, marinades or salads. @ Put a 
scented geranium leaf in the bottom of 
your baking pan to impart a special scent 
to biscuits or muffins. ¢ To have fresh 
herb flavors on hand all year long, pot two 
or three of your favorites during the last 
few weeks of summer; let them stay out- 
side to get acclimated to their pots before 
bringing them into your house. 

In the pictures you see, the bright yel- 
low peppers (1) have marinated, before 
grilling, in olive oil to which sprigs of 
basil have been added. A little known fact: 
Watercress is an herb. Emelie’s Green and 
White Salad (2) uses cauliflower, pota- 
toes and watercress in a mustard vinai- 
grette dressing. Parsley sparks the egg- 
plant and tomato savory (3). The tiniest, 
tenderest scallions get a splash of white 
wine and chopped parsley (4). Sardines 
get a tuck of sage before they're grilled 
(5). In a cool broth of lemon and mint, 
your choice of sole or sea bass (6). Napkin 
rings of rosemary and lavender (7). 
Chopped fresh coriander is the secret snap 
of this compote of oranges, strawberries 
and freshly grated ginger (8). Emelie Tol- 
ley (9). Rose geranium sugar is made by 
putting sugar and rose geranium leaves 
together to be served elegantly with rasp- 
berries and cream cheese for dessert (10). 
Herb jellies are made from apple jelly into 
which you put your own rosemary or rose 
geranium (11). Add leaves and stems of 
herbs to enhance arrangements of cut and 
wildflowers (12).

The sandwich sublime: smoked turkey with Stilton on whole-wheat French bread 





Last year my brother George built us a smokehouse. Since 
its construction, we have smoked fillets of beef, oysters, 
chickens, ducks, pheasants, shrimp, trout and turkeys 
(wild and domestic). The smoked turkeys are especially 
delicious, and we use lots of them for hors d’oeuvre and 
buffet parties. The sandwiches in this menu are made of 
smoked turkey and Stilton cheese, a combination I adore. 
They can be made on toasted bread and served with 
lettuce, or broiled to just melt the cheese. 


Ginger Pear Soup 


6 ripe pears (Packham, Comice or Bartlett), peeled

{ | Cream butter and add sugar gradu- 
ally. Blend well but do not work mix- 
ture so much that butter becomes oily. 





Gradually work in flours. Do this as 
quickly and with as little handling of 
dough as possible. Toward end, you 
may find pastry blender easier to work 
with than spoon. 

[_] Turn dough out onto board that has 
been lightly dusted with a mixture of 
half flour and half sugar. Divide dough 
in half and quickly pat into 2 squares

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Delicious but 
expensive, Belgian 
endive can be forced 
at home from 


common chicory 


By KEN DRUSE 

A few weekends ago, Beth and Tom 
came to dinner. The hit of the eve- 
ning was my endive, smoked turkey 
and walnut salad with a walnut oil, 
vinegar and sweet mustard dressing. 
Beth is an adventurous gardener and 
true to form when she called to 
thank me for dinner, she announced 
that she was determined to grow 
endives. 

“T know that endives are forced 
like tulips,” she said, “but all I can 
find in the catalogs is curly endive, 
the salad green. Is this the source of 
the imported endive found in the 
markets?” 

I explained that Belgian endive, as 
it is properly called, is the blanched, 
forced sprout of witloof chicory 
only, the familiar and widely avail- 
able plant grown for its roots, which 
are harvested, dried and ground for 
a coffee additive or substitute. 

According to Marian Morash, 
TV’s Victory Garden chef, endive was 
discovered by accident in this cen- 
tury. Improperly stored roots began 
to sprout. Belgians tried the white 
shoots with pale yellow tips and 
liked them. 

This delicacy is still imported 
from Europe. Growing, digging, 
storing, forcing in heated caves, har- 
vesting and shipping endives make 
the price steep. However, you can 
grow them at home. It’s easy, but it 


takes some patience. Plants are 


grown from seeds sown outdoors in 
early spring. The attractive foliage is 
allowed to develop for at least 100 
days. After a frost in the fall, the 
withered leaves are removed and 
the carrotlike brown roots are dug 
and completely covered in dry saw- 
dust or dry peat moss and placed in 
cold storage, perhaps in an unheated 
garage, outdoor cellar stairwell or an 
extra refrigerator. As needed, the 
roots are potted in soil in 8-inch 
containers so that they are just cov- 
ered, watered and brought into a 
warmer dark place (around 50°). An 
inverted flowerpot can provide the 
darkness. Soon chubby succulent 
sprouts emerge for harvest in about 
four weeks when they are 4 to 5 
inches tall. 

Witloof chicory doesn’t have to 
take up precious space in the vege- 
table garden. The ornamental plants 
can be set anywhere in the land- 
scape. Their lush foliage makes a 
handsome foil for colorful blossoms 
in the flower bed. 

As it turns out, Beth already has 
some witloof chicory growing in her 
garden, so she'll be forcing endive 
right through the winter. She says 
she'll be serving braised endive, 
sautéed in butter and baked in a 
casserole in an inch of chicken stock 
for an hour along with the Christ- 
mas ham. And I’m invited. @

n last April’s Remodeling Guide I 

discussed some of the intriguing

What I’m nof going to do is urge you 
to rush out and buy more insulation for 
your attic. Chances are, you've already 
been pummeled on that topic by your 
utility and area contractors. Not that 
more insulation isn’t frequently a wise 
addition, but I want to focus on a trend 
House Beautiful has observed—and 
applauded—evolving since the mid- 
’70s. 

During the years right after the 1974 
Arab oil embargo, this country wit- 
nessed some high-flying solar addi- 
tions. The roofs of attractive suburban 
homes suddenly sprouted glittering ar- 


19th century, America has solved prob- 
lems pragmatically through ingenious 
mechanical advances. A look around 
the solar and energy-conserving scene 
today should calm the nerves of any- 
one apprehensive over strange collec- 
tors popping up on neighboring roofs. 
The leading architects, designers and 
builders are once again placing major 
emphasis on such time-honored stand- 
bys as natural light, handsome views, 
accessibility, comfort and convenience. 
Energy conservation plays a role now, 
but a far more subtle one than in ex- 
amples produced a decade ago. 

Give credit to the experimenters.

In that brief 
span we have learned volumes, and 
also rediscovered truths, about saving 
energy. Today there is a body of 


knowledge that designers can tap with ; 


confidence. As one pioneer in this 
field, architect Donald Watson, puts it,

longer at loggerheads with 
good design. They are a blend.’”’ 


rays of panels that seemed in direct 
contact with Martians. In the engi- 
neer’s rush to save precious oil, reliance 
fell on mechanical devices: pumps, so- 
lenoids, gauges, tanks and collectors. 
Mechanization smothered good design 
on existing structures, and in many in- 
stances new home design suffered too. 

“When energy consciousness entered 
the scene in 1974, I think a lot of archi- 
tects seized on it as an opportunity to 
define a new architecture,” says Paul 
Pietz, an architect who was not swept 
up by the solar storm of the early ’70s 
when he was attending the Rhode Is- 
land School of Design. In retrospect, 
Mr. Pietz sees the spate of glass-rich 
designs as a normal response: “I think 
many young architects seek a new 
house form just before and just after 
graduation from college. The energy 
drain simply gave them a handle.” 

Nor is it really surprising that active

Areas of change 

The energy crisis fomented a mad 
scramble for solutions in the ’70s. Giv- 
en the American genius for inventive- 
ness, nearly all the ideas—some pretty 
wacky—delivered savings. But in some 
instances, architects and builders went 
overboard or produced solutions with 
disagreeable side effects. We learned 
from them—in the four major areas 
where they occurred. 
1) Greenhouses. Many buyers were 
lulled by the seductive sales message 
put forth by some greenhouse fabrica- 


- tors during the energy-weak climate of 


the 70s: Greenhouses absorb heat from the 


2 sun, slash fuel bills, are the perfect medium for 


growing plants all winter and present you with 
a cold-weather environment as pleasant as lying 
on the beach at St. Croix. 

No surprise then that some new 


- greenhouse owners were severely dis- 


appointed. A typical single-glazed 
greenhouse, intended for growing 
plants, not only leaks heated air at a 


- rapid rate in the harsh winter season, 


but also must have supplementary 
fuel-fired heat to preserve these plants 
on cloudy days and at night. Old-line 
greenhouse makers never said differ- 
ently. 

Today a few sad but wiser green- 
house owners, and nearly everyone 


© else, have a clearer understanding of 
P what a working greenhouse requires. 
5 Moreover, there is a growing aware- 
> ness of the differences between a 
- working greenhouse, a solar green- 


house and a sunspace. 
A solar greenhouse has quite distinct 
characteristics. First, it faces south, 
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with a clear path to the sun. At mini- 
mum, glazing is double; at night that 
glazing is protected by movable insu- 
lating window covers. The structure, 
usually attached to a house, is physi- 
cally separated from it. Sophisticated 
means to collect and store sun heat are 
part of the design, as is a distribution 
system of some kind to pass collected 
heat to the house. 

Solar greenhouse owners can grow

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options a working greenhouse would 
offer. For example, there isn’t the nec- 
essary temperature and humidity con- 
trol for growing orchids, for example, 
or African violets. 

A sunspace, which falls between the 
heated working greenhouse and the 
heat-collecting solar greenhouse, is a 
relatively recent compromise. Says ar- 
chitect Pietz, ‘“A sunspace is a direct- 
gain passive solar collector in disguise.” 
He envisions its facing a southerly di- 
rection and separated from a house by 
glass doors that are opened to spread 
sun warmth naturally and closed when 
the sunspace temperature drops. “If 
you heat the space, you defeat its pur- 
pose,” he maintains. “Decorate with 
hardy plants and, to keep them from 
freezing, open the house door a crack at 
night when outdoor temperatures are 
in the teens.” 

“Nor do I think huge, expansive 

windows are needed,” he insists. His 
vote goes for architecturally correct 
window openings and, if desired, wood 
floors and area rugs—in short, a room 
where your own views on decorating 
play a primary role. 
2) Insulation. When energy shortages 
began to hurt, many homeowners hur- 
riedly added insulation to their attic— 
the best and most accessible area to 
protect. Excellent. When shortages per- 
sisted a year or so later and prices went 
up, many of these same owners packed 
their attics with yet another layer of 
insulation. Not so good. 

There is a point of diminishing re- 
turns when adding attic insulation. Lo- 
cal utilities long ago put a finger on just 
where that point is for the areas they 
serve, and you'll find that information 
is readily available—and free. 

Owners also learned that doing no 
more than pumping up the attic with 
more insulation is penny wise and 
pound foolish. The average existing 
house needs tightening at every pore: 
ceilings, walls, windows, seams and 
entries. 

3) Super insulation. This, in some 
form—and there are many forms—is 
the means designers use to slash heat- 
ing needs. Research and construction in 
this vein started as far back as 1975.

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perils of living in super-tight houses. 

Some of the uncovered side effects 
are only disagreeable; others are a trifle 
scary. There’s a solution, but first, the 
problems: An extremely tight house 
may provide less than half an air 
change per hour. That’s enough to re- 
plenish oxygen, but not enough to to- 
tally rid a house of moisture, odors, 
spray residues and smoke. More dan- 
gerous particles include formaldehyde 
from man-made building materials and 
radon from natural materials (stone). 

A wash of fresh air would clear out 
all the above. But a blast of winter air 
defeats the purpose of super insulation. 
The device that clears this dilemma is 
called an air-to--ir heat exchanger. 
Looking like a large vacuum cleaner 
canister, the exchanger runs on enough 
electricity for two small fans to evacu- 
ate stale indoor air and bring in fresh 
outdoor air. How? Here’s the trick: The

courses these air streams take are ar- 
ranged so that heat is exchanged from 
one stream to the other—from outgo- 
ing to incoming in winter, incoming to 
outgoing in summer. Not all the heat is 
exchanged; that’s physically impossi- 
ble. But enough is passed along to take 
the chill off in winter, and extract the 
worst of the heat in summer. 

4) Solar devices. A bank of experience 
on the effectiveness of active solar de- 
vices points now to more dependence 
on passive solar techniques. Active 
equipment—collectors, piping, valves, 
gauges—proved reasonably productive 
overall, Eut many initial buyers were 
unhappy with the payback on their in- 
vestment. A further damper fell on ac- 
tive systems when a number of the 
first round failed. 

Active systems are much improved, 
but at present the preference pendulum 
has swung over to the more cost-effec- 
tive passive systems.

While underground houses are a 
radical way of using the earth’s com- 
forts, berming can afford some protec- 
tion for perfectly normal houses. Like a

beveled floor molding, mounding earth 
against the north wall of a house— 
even two or three feet above ground 
level—provides a surprising amount of 
winter protection. For one thing, there 
are no drafts to sift beneath the sill 
plate (the bottom wood member of a 
house, laid over the foundation wall). 
For some, berming may seem a ruin- 
ous way to alter a house’s appearance,

but it needn’t be. There are effective 
ways of blending a berm into the plan. 
Consulting a landscape architect is rec- 
ommended here. 

6. Stone retains heat from the sun, a 
fact well known since prehistoric 
times. Effective today are clay and ce- 
ramic tiles, brick and other masonry 
products. A sunspace paved with quar- 
ry tiles laid over a bed of concrete 
stores much of the sun’s heat during a 
winter day—for a release 
of warmth in early eve- 
ning.

Oil is plentiful again. We are not 
inclined to look too far ahead 
when a call to the fuel-oil dealer 
or a tap onto the gas line brings 
as much as we want. Some day, 
perhaps not too distant, we'll 
have to come to terms with the 
finite supply of fossil fuels. This 
was brought to mind again by a 
report, widely circulated early 
this year, which concluded that 
less oil than had been previously 
estimated was recoverable from 
the earth by conventional means. 
The report also brought to light 
the fact that less and less oil is 
discovered each year. In the fu- 
ture, perhaps new fields will be 
discovered—or new ways devel- 
oped to extract still deeper re- 
serves.

will tailor their tours to your interests 
if you notify them, in advance, of the 
tack you wish them to take. In some 
cases, public relations offices will even 
arrange lunches, seminars and extend- 
ed tours for visiting groups, but several 
weeks’ notice is generally necessary. 

Showplace Square Tours, among 
others, encourages visitors to bring 
samples, measurements and photo- 
graphs with them and to note style 
numbers and other details while on a 
tour. Most centers do not object to 
your note-taking or sitting on chairs 
and sofas, but taking pictures is pro- 
hibited virtually everywhere. 

If you are especially interested in a 
particular piece or merchandise line, a 
showroom may permit you to look 
through their catalog—some will go so 
far as to provide photocopies of catalog 
pages—but the degree of cooperation 
will differ from showroom to show- 
room. Information on furniture con- 
struction, fabric and availability may 
be provided, but policies on price in- 
formation will differ dramatically. 


Making the most of your visit 
_ To make the most of your visit, ex- 
perts suggest you go armed with an 
idea of what you wish to accomplish in 
your own home, and concentrate on 
the items or areas of greatest interest. 
Perhaps the only drawback to visit- 
ing a design center is that after being 
exposed to the best the industry has to 
offer and developing a sense of your 
personal design goals, you cannot pur- 
chase items directly from the show- 
‘ooms. Many of the lines carried by 
showrooms can be found in retail 
stores and, with a bit of hunting, you 
should be able to track them down 
-hrough manufacturers or with the aid 
of a furniture department staff. In 
any case, the purpose of your visit will 
nave been fulfilled: to broaden your 
horizons, spark your imagination and 
>xpose yourself to the decorating de- 
velopments that will make your next 


design project a success.

ack in March of 1982, our ‘Best 
Small House ’84,” featured in this 
issue, began to grow from a spark 

of an idea. Everywhere we turned, peo- 
ple were talking about the emotional 
appeal of a small house. They were 
looking for intimacy and warmth rath- 
er than lots of rooms. It was more than 
the fact that their families had shrunk 
and their heating bills had grown. They 
were looking for a new way to live, a 
house that was easy to care for and 
inviting to be in. “Cottage” and “cozy 
spaces” kept cropping up, both in con- 
versations with readers and decorators. 
That was our cue. We decided to go 
out and photograph wonderful small 
houses. The problem was that we could 
find only a few. Why not, we thought, 
go ahead and simply build the house 
you were telling us you wanted—a 
small, charming, easy-to-maintain 
home filled with all the luxuries of a 
larger house? For our “‘Best Small 
House ’84,” we wanted to show that 
; tiny didn’t have to mean basic and no- 
> frills. That kind of house is easy to 
find. What takes imagination and inge- 
= nuity is to design a luxurious master 


bed/bath suite, whirlpool tub, comput- 
er center and spacious areas for enter- 
taining all in 1,500 square feet. 

Thus, we launched our own design 
program. We asked five excellent ar- 
chitects to submit ideas for our ‘Best 
Small House ’84.” The plan we fell 
head-over-heels in love with was Les- 
ter Walker’s (shown on pages 94 to 105) 
with its open contemporary interior 
and nostalgic, cottagelike exterior. Cur- 
rently we’re building a second winner, 
so you'll be seeing another wonderful 
scaled-down house in the future. 

Our “Best Small House ’84”’ was fin- 
ished this summer in Reston, Va. I 
must admit that when I saw it for the 
first time, I was filled with a great 
sense of joy. An idea, born of our read- 
ers requests and desires, had finally be- 
come a reality. Some of you may have 
visited it during our ““open house” 
days. While I was there, I heard many 
people comment again and again, “I 
didn’t realize this was a small house.” 
And that’s the best compliment of all! 

What’s behind the demand for small 
houses like ours? An urge to simplify, 
certainly. It’s also a change in the way 
we think about home. Only 15 years 
ago a small house might have felt 
claustrophobic to us. Then the ideal 
was “space.” We wanted rooms for ev- 
erything—from sewing to playing and 
dining. Today things are different. 
With the frenetic pace of our workaday 
world, we want a house that brings a 
family together and enhances our liv- 
ing, rather than leaving each member 
rattling around in too much space. 

The other reason for the shift to 
small houses has to do with money— 
how we allocate our housing dollar. 
Instead of spending it on a multitude of 
rooms, we'd rather find a wooded piece 





of land and put that extra dollar into 
superb design or rich materials, custom 
tailored to suit our families. 

To me, a perfect small house has a 
lot in common with a luxurious small 
car. Since there can’t be an inch of 
wasted space, everything has to be su- 
perbly designed. And that kind of en- 
gineering, where everything works 
with precision, is a luxury in itself. As 
with a small car, a small house doesn’t 
have to feel cramped. Even the tiniest 
bedroom in our house feels airy be- 
cause of the wonderful high-pitched 
ceilings and white walls. In a small 
house, you've got to be innovative, and 
in this one windows play a major role, 
as do inviting outdoor living areas. 
Breathtaking views, skylights and win- 
dows, all as carefully orchestrated as 
the floor plan, create a feeling of ex- 
pansiveness that an extra 500 square 
feet couldn’t rival. 

The best way to understand the ap- 
peal of a small house, I think, is to look 
at the way people live in big houses. A 
friend of mine tells of visiting a family 
with a “football field” living room. Her 
hosts would lead her upstairs to a den 
so tiny that guests had to balance 
drinks on their knees. Clearly, its 
charm and diminutive size made it the 
owner's favorite room in the house. 
And guests loved it because it immedi- 
ately encouraged an intimacy that 
might not have been established in a 
more impersonal space. 

Ultimately, it’s the pleasure of living 
in small houses that accounts for their 
appeal. @

Editor’s note: Sir Humphrey 
Wakefield is a member of a distin- 
guished English family whose roots 
also flourished in Ireland during the 
times of the Quaker persecutions. Sir 
Humphrey is a noted historian and an 
authority on antique furnishings who 
lectures throughout America. He is cu- 
rator of the Baker Stately Homes Col- 
lection, which this fall is introducing 
important Irish pieces into its ongoing 
reproductions program of late-17th- to 
early-19th-century furnishings. 


QO. How do reproductions extend the 
“life” of a particular era of style? 

A.J rather like to think about 
this whole subject the way we 
think today about music. Let’s 
take Bach for example. We all 
adore Bach. But who would say 
that Bach is only Bach when it is 
played on the old instruments 
of his time? If we could only 
hear Bach live and only through the art 
of those musicians who could perform 
Bach on the antique harpsichord, the 
old flutes or whatever, we wouldn’t 
have any Bach, would we? And if 
Bach’s music couldn’t be infused with 
the character of our modern instru- 
ments and our modern interpretation, 
let alone our technology of recording, 
we wouldn’t have this priceless, classic 
music informing our lives. A classic is, 
after all, a highlight of a particular pe- 
riod that somehow evades the destruc- 
tive impacts of both time and tastes. 
Classics strike the chord of their age. 
That chord rings with a certain “truth.” 


That’s what we’re working to main- 


tain in this furnishings program we’ve 
undertaken over the last four years.

strong and poignant accent notes. You 
know, I sometimes think there are two 
Humphrey Wakefields who go explor- 
ing these wonderful old houses and 
castles tracking down original pieces. 
The first Humphrey looks and acts like 
a normal human being, but the second 
Humphrey seems to be equipped with 
a tape recorder whose special feature is 
to pick up the startling echoes of the 
past. While the first Humphrey is lis- 
tening to the conversation, the second 
Humphrey is picking up the vibrations 
of a vivid past that is still resonating in 
the wood, the carving, the gilt, the ve- 
neers, the tapers, the feet and the stat- 
ure of each piece. 

To address your question, though, 
there is a wild splendor about Irish fur- 
niture that reflects two things: the ani-

born of the monastic age in 
which Ireland’s beginnings are 
firmly rooted. So much of Irish 
furniture is so gloriously Irish 
because of the combination of 
genes that inspired it. What 
brought those genes to Ireland 
in the first place was its avail- 
ability as a source of political 
and religious refuge...as with 
your own country. The Nor- 
mans, the British, the Spanish, 
the Dutch and whoever else 
landed in Ireland either loved it 
and stayed, to become flag- 
waving Irish, or, after a strug- 
gling honeymoon, limped sadly 
home. And so Irish furniture 
naturally reflects a boldness of 
execution that, in later years, 
evolved to a severly controlled 
elegance that imbues so many 
18th-century American pieces 
made in Philadelphia, New 
York, Baltimore and Boston either by 
Irish cabinetmakers or inspired by 
them. 


Q. What do you think is the appeal of antique 
furnishings? 

A. What I think is to disabuse you of 
the word “antique.” You know, noth- 
ing is antique at the time it’s made. The 
great furniture makers—Chippendale, 
Adam, Sheraton and Hepplewhite— 
were designing new furniture for new 
rooms in new houses. Their methods of 
construction, their precious materials, 
their flawless execution, their pains- 
taking skill and attention to detail and 
striving for perfection is what we prize 
today. No duke or earl or prince would 
have hunted and hunted around for an 
antique anything for their houses and 
lodges. Antiques wouldn’t have suited 
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at all—they’d be the wrong scale, the |

wrong function, the wrong materials 
and, worst of all, they wouldn’t have 
conveyed the personality of the people 
commissioning the work. Such pieces 
were meant to express power and au- 
thority in a way that would have been 
silly for a family like mine, for exam- 
ple, which, in truth, was really quite 
modest. Strong personality, exquisite 
craftmanship, superb materials later 
became the “classics” I talked about 
before that constitute the “soul” of 
that age. That’s what the valid appeal of 
antiques is all about. Something isn’t 
beautiful because it’s old; something is 
beautiful because it defies our shifting 
definitions of taste. 


Q. Do you think the word “reproduction” im- 
plies something inherently inferior? 
A. There’s a “good news/bad news” 
twist to reproduction. The good news 
is that we, the citizens of the 20th cen- 
tury, have the strongest basis possible 
on which to ground our appreciation of 
the arts—the decorative arts have re- 
cently, in the last decade particularly, 
contributed so much to our awareness. 
Our pots fairly bubble with the excite- 
ment we feel for the 18th century—this 
is reflected in furniture, painting, tex- 
tiles, silver, literature, music, an entire 
world. I like to think that what we’re 
doing at Baker is “continued produc- 
tion,” employing those traditional 
skills, those revered materials, that 
dedication to excellence that imbued 
the one percent of Anglo-Irish and En- 
glish cabinetmakers and designers 
whose works come down to us today. 
The bad news is that there are fewer 
and fewer contemporary craftsmen re- 
maining who undertake the training to 
keep these labor-intensive techniques 
alive. I suspect that it won't be terribly 
long before even the pieces Baker is 
producing will be the last of their kind. 
We're talking about tradition: One 
generation of craftsmen teaching the 
next. As to the materials of reproduc- 
tions, I have no fear whatsoever that 
the stock of beautiful and precious 
woods the 18th-century cabinetmakers 
selected for their pieces will dwindle.

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By DEE HARDIE 
hen we first moved to 
Thornhill I found myself 
collecting country names, 
names with a Dickensian ring. Mr. 
Sprinkle was our laundry man. Mr. 
Bear was the taxidermist. Mrs. Nest 
is still in real estate. 

And while those names were giv- 
en by birth or marriage, naming our 
farm was more of a dispute. “Don? 
call it Thornhill,” pleaded the agent 
some 30 years ago. “It sounds so 
prickly. And it won’t sell.” 

Names do make an impression. 
They’re your introduction even be- 
fore you’ve met someone. As for 
selling the farm, it was the furthest 
thought in our minds. We had just 
bought it. And there was never any 
contest for its name. It was predes- 
tined. Tom’s great-great grandfather 
came from Thorn Hill, Scotland, and 
that was that. 

At first I thought it presumptuous 
to give a name to a small, quiet 
house built by Quakers in 1843. But 
it was more appealing, I had to ad- 
mit, than the name of the land when 
surveyed in 1789. Then it was 
known as Black Patch. Sinister in- 
deed, and I prefer to think that it 
was because there were patches ev- 
erywhere of luscious blackberries. 

Giving a name to a house far off 
the road, high on a hill, is easy iden- 
tification. And in the country as the 
crow flies, addresses are often use- 
less. Sometimes the house name is 
better known than the owner's. I’ve 
even received mail addressed to 
Mrs. Thornhill. After all these years, 
I guess we are one. We belong to 


Thornhill, and it belongs to us. 


We name most of our animals, 
but hardly ever the sheep. Before 
you know it they are going to mar- 
ket, and once you name, you be- 
come attached. The exceptions were 
Mary Sue, a lamb we raised in the 
kitchen after her mother disowned 
her, and Ramsbottom, the proud fa- 
ther.

HANDS-ON TIPS FOR BUYING A TABLE 


By CLINTON R. HOWELL 
s a child, I hardly noticed 
| the two dining tables my 
parents had. I could more 
often be found crouching under 
them than sitting at them. Our 
oak kitchen table was in the mis- 
sion style and had come from my 
father’s family. My father, a 
businessman and by no means an 
aesthete, was inordinately fond 
of this table. It became a mild 
family joke when the four chil- 
dren needed furniture in our var- 
ious homes and apartments, and 
each of us tried to pry the table 
away from him without success. 
Our dining table was mahoga- 
ny, and at one time had been a 
central drop leaf table with two 
leaves and two D-ends. It had 
belonged to my mother’s mother, and 
in the transference to my mother had 
lost the drop leaf section. My mother, 
although strongly attached to the table, 
has passed it on with hardly a murmur. 
I recall these two tables because they 
were part of my childhood and are rep- 
resentative of the two types of table 
one can buy today: country and high 
style. The availability of space is, how- 
ever, different from when my parents 
bought their home. In today’s home 
there is seldom enough room for two 
dining areas. As a result, when you set 
out to buy an antique table you want 
to make the right choice and not buy 
something simply to take up space. 
This requires basic research—thor- 
oughly examining tables that you like 
and even those you don’t like—to gain 
a complete understanding of what an 
antique table has that a modern repro- 
duction table may not have 
Whenever you look at the top of an 
antique table, you are looking at its 
most presentable aspect. It is the sur-

face—the patina—that separates the 
antique from the modern. More often 
than not, people will buy a table sim- 
ply because they think the top surface 
has what they consider an aged, worn, 
beautifully patinated surface. Patina, 
however, can be faked, and for this 
reason is not a good reason for buying 
a table. To truly understand a table, 
you have to look beyond the seductive 
polished surface, and the best place to 
start is underneath the top. Almost im- 
mediately, you will begin to learn 
things, such as, whether the table is 
made of solid or veneered wood. (Ve- 
neered surfaces are simply a layer of 
wood as thin as 1/64 inch thick glued 
to a solid base. The wood grain of a 
veneered table will show patterns on 
the underside that differ from those on 
the top of the table.) Veneered sur- 
faces, not necessarily undesirable, will 
tell you something about the age of the 
table you are looking at. For example, 
it is rare to find a high-style table made 


in 1780 that is veneered. If an an- 


tiques dealer tries to tell you that 
he has a 1780s veneered high- 
style piece, he could be trying to 
sell you a line as much as a table. 
And because veneering was a 
time-consuming job in the 18th 
century—today we have large 
presses that can churn out ve- 
neered surfaces—you will never 
find a veneered country table. 
The wood that a table is made 
from is another reason for buy- 
ing an antique. Some of the 
woods that were used in the 18th 
century are now quite rare—Cu- 
ban and Jamaican mahogany, for 
example. If you could find these 
materials today in the same wide 
boards that existed 200 years ago, 
the antiques made from them 
might not be quite so exciting. 
These two mahoganies each had an ex- 
tremely tight wood grain, the pores of 
which barely measure longer than an 
inch. (Wood pores are part of what 
make up the grain in a piece of wood. 
Some woods, like oak, have naturally 
large pores, but great mahoganies have 
small pores and, for this reason, can be 
polished to brilliance quite easily.) I 
remember being at an auction and 
looking at two high-style dining tables. 
The leaves of one were light in weight 
and those of a second table rather 
heavy. Both tables were old, but one 
was estimated to sell for more than the 
other. Any experienced antiques dealer 
would know that the table with heavi- 
er leaves was more valuable because 
the quality of the timber used was fin- 
er. As a rule, heavier mahogany is of 
better quality. (This will enable you to 
judge a table leaf whose surface is too 
dirty for the wood grain to be seen.) 
Obviously, the materials used in an an- 
tique are often rare and valuable and

cannot be duplicated in a modern piece 
of furniture. 

There are, of course, exceptions that 
you should be aware of before jumping 
to conclusions regarding the woods 
used in a piece of furniture. Cuban or 
Jamaican mahogany alone does not 
make a piece of furniture. It is prefera- 
ble to have each leaf of a table made 
from a single piece of wood, whether 
24 or 34 inches wide. Again, it is the 
aesthetics of a surface that matters 
most and, for the most part, a single 
solid piece looks finer than two, three 
or four pieces glued together, no matter 
how well they have been matched. I 
will never forget the first country-style 
table that I really liked. Its top was 
made of a single solid piece of elm 
about 3 feet wide and 8 feet long filled 
with splits and cracks set on rather 
simple, even uninteresting, legs. The 
table, really the tabletop, sold for 
$5,000 at a time when high-style tables 
rarely sold for so much. 

Although materials play a large part 
in how much an antique table is worth, 
the quality of craftsmanship in a table 
is equally important. Craftsmanship is 
not dead; there are some great crafts- 
men working in America at the mo- 
ment, but their work is, quite rightly, 
expensive. Unfortunately, not all an- 
tiques are superbly crafted—you can 
recognize fine craftsmanship by the 
way in which the joints are fitted and 
the advantages to which the materials 
in a piece are used—so it is imperative 
to look for poor craftsmanship. On ta- 
bles, you should look at the joints by 
the legs. For example, the pedestal on a 
poorly made pedestal table is often 
split at the joint of the legs to the col- 
umn. When buying a pedestal table, 
you should look at the column to make 
sure that it is not split. The use of 
unseasoned wood is another indication 
of poor craftsmanship. I have seen 
thousands of country tables made with 
unseasoned wood that has split along 
the seams. Unseasoned wood or wood 
that has not been dried properly will 
continue to expand and contract 
through summers and winters, and

In 
all, a harmonious background for the social 
activity we call “dining” 

Historically, separate rooms set aside solely 
for the purpose of eating didn’t show up until 
well into the 18th century. As with many other 
things having to do with the cooking and 
serving of food, the idea of a separate “eating 
room’ can be credited to the French and to the 
reign of Louis XV. The differentiated dining 
room helped to transform plain “eating” into 
fancy “dining.” What had been a biologic ne- 
cessity was turning into a key social ritual. 

In keeping with this ritualization of dining, 
all sorts of customs were developed: England’s 
Charles I had ok’d the use of cutlery several 
hundred years before with his declaration “It is 
decent to use a fork”; the central table sur- 
rounded by chairs, termed “table a l'anglais,” 
was adopted world-wide; sequential serving of 
meals, one course at a time “in the Russian 
manner’ became another international 
standby; special dining 
room protocol—as well as 
all kinds of special dining 
room furniture—soon clut- 
_ tered the eating rooms of 
the world. 

In the two hundred years 
after Louis XV, dining 
rooms ultimately became 
the focal point of almost 
every household, no matter 
how rich or how humble.

The Hamptons 
is following the 


clean scent of 
scrubbed pine 


f on your next trip to England you 

can’t find a single piece of scrubbed 

pine furniture anywhere between 
Folkstone and Basingstoke, there’s a 
simple explanation: It’s all been 
shipped to The Hamptons! If you adore 
the clean, light-reflecting finish of oak 
and pine, polished with BriWax to a 
soft gleam, you'll be in heaven scouting 
out the fourteen antiques stores I visit- 
ed on a recent trip to the Hamptons 
with my good friend, decorator Pamela 
Ornstein. 

The Hamptons comprise a scatter of 
17th- and 18th-century seacoast vil- 
lages strung out like so many pearls 
along the extreme eastern length of the 
South Fork of New York’s Long Island. 
For more then two centuries this su- 
premely beautiful part of the United 
States has basked in its rolling farm- 
lands, sloping beaches and acres of 
blossoming potato fields into which 
traditional New England-style farm- 


houses look as if they’d been dropped 
instead of built.

that in mind, antiquing with a view 
toward furnishing houses is one pas- 
sion almost everyone who goes there 
indulges in and ... are those stores 
ready! 

A definition of what constitutes an 
antique is in order, especially where a 
love of stripped pine furniture is con- 
cerned. An antique is generally regarded 
as any object that can be more or less 
verified to be 100 years old. The popu- 
larity and pursuit of stripped pine fur- 
niture has made an impact on this ac- 
cepted definition. Because it is often 
easier to date a painted piece of furni- 
ture, removing the paint for the 
scrubbed pine look leaves the object in 
doubt, reducing the value as an au- 
thentic primitive. Then, of course, one 
would look to the construction in order 
to date it and again one can encounter 
doubts. Much old pine is being recon- 
structed, but then, is it “antique’’? You 
may not care whether the table you’re 
planning to buy is old pine built yes- 
terday. But, if that’s the case, you 
shouldn’t pay top dollar for the piece. 
And top dollar is most definitely being 
asked. If an old pine table made yester- 
day meets needs (i.e., a 10-foot-long 
harvest table you’d never be able to get 


any other way) then, fine. Buy it. Use 
it. Love it. Not because you can resell it 
in 10 years and make a handsome prof- 
it, but because the form fits in with the 
way you live today. As a note on the 
side of the dealers ... much old pine is 
refurbished rather then reconstructed, 
that is, fittings are strengthened, rush 
seats rewoven, finishes given a new 
gloss. You should know, though, 
which is which and you have every 
right to ask. 

So... to begin at the beginning, let’s 
start at the east in Amagansett and 
work our route along Main Street/ 
Montauk Highway, which is the major 
artery of this area, on towards East 
Hampton, Wainscott, Bridgehampton, 
Water Mill, detouring to Sag Harbor, 
Southampton and Quogue, a progres- 
sion that brings us in the direction of 
New ‘York City. (For exact locations, see box 
on page 168.) 

Balasses House in Amagansett has 
been in business 22 years. The shop 
reflects the taste of its owner, Teda 
Balasses, and can be described as the 
best of the International Country Style, 
an exciting mix of English and French 
pine and oak pieces.

For 
example, there’s a whole room of just 
blue-and-white porcelain, a whole 
room of say, pink crystal, then clear 
crystal, then cobalt-blue crystal and on 
and on.

Pheasant Antiques in Wainscott, a 
vest-pocket village tucked between 
East Hampton and Bridgehampton, is a 
store fashioned from a former diner. 
Barry Williamson and David Hartwell 
stock predominantly American and En- 
glish pine pieces, stripped and cleaned 
up. I happen to admire their ongoing 
the English-

collection of ironstone,

I also 
happen to covet their immaculate 
white trapunto-stitched coverlets, 
whose deep fringes add such dimen- 
sion to this subtle textile form.

The American Wing, Antiques Deco- 


rations, is Don Zornow’s contribution 
to the rich scene this little town offers. 
\long with scrubbed pine dressers, 
cabinets, hutches and corner cabinets I 
spied an Irish pine dresser, c. 1881, that 
had some good-looking pierced pin- 
wheels at each end of its cornices. This 
one cost about $2,600. Two scrapbook 
screens also caught my interest, one a 
classic Victorian and the other made at 
the turn of the century: $600 and 
$1,800 respectively. A wide assortment 
of stoneware barrel-shaped jugs with 
traditional cobalt-blue brushstroke 
decorations ranged from $110 to $800. 
“Seventy-five percent of our pieces 
are coming to us from England,” said 
Mr. Zornow. “‘About ten percent is 
American and the remaining five, 
French or Swiss. It’s getting extremely 


hard to find good American pieces, 


though the English seem inexhaustible!”’ 

Country Gear Ltd. is the creation of 
architect Charles DiSapio. The shop is 
lathe-lined and painted a rich jade- 
green, which makes a fabulous back- 
drop for the pale pine and oak pieces 
he has. I might add that Mr. DiSapio ts 
the distributor to the entire Hamptons 
area of the precious BriWax, the neu- 
tral and tinted paste polish so esteemed 
by lovers of scrubbed or stripped pine 
and oak furniture. Among a wide as- 
sortment of blanket chests, tables, 
hutches and corner cupboards, I saw a 
Spanish cupboard with open-work 
cross-slats so typical of that country’s 
traditional rustic style. There was an 
Irish hutch, also decorated with pierced 
pinwheels. I asked Mr. DiSapio why 
the passion for this blond look. “It’s 
popular here because it is ‘he modern 
classic neutral. There’s almost nothing 
stripped pine doesn’t work with. If you 
want a rose-covered cottage, this light 
color will reflect the sunshine. If you 
go starkly modern, the clean lines 
adapt. If what you want is rustic coun- 
try, the light color highlights all the 
other natural materials that go into mak- 


ing up the American country style.” 

Old Acquaintance doubles as the 
design offices of Ed Manna and Philip 
Rosenquist, whose clients are often the 
decorators and designers working in 
The Hamptons. The specialty of this 
store is its selection of overscaled or 
outsized pieces, generally chosen for 
their architectural contribution to a 
room, house or garden. This is the 
place for the big armoire or the really 
long settee or settle. I asked Mr. Manna 
about the preference for scrubbed pine 
and he acknowledged that, yes, it was 
highly versatile but he had an inkling 
that a slightly more formal look was 
emerging and that slowly the darker 
tones of walnut and mahogany would 
start making a comeback. I had heard 
this said again and again. 

House of Charm Antiques, Rose- 
mary Nelson’s shop in Bridgehampton, 
is the eclectic’s eclectic antiques empo- 
rium. Mrs. Nelson is a passionate lover 
of Brittany’s country style and many 
pieces in her two-story shop reflect 
that interest. The shop is packed with 
imposing armoires, dining tables, side-

hutches and corner cupboards. I also saw good, old kitchen 
copper, the kind French housewives hoard in all its variety 
of molds. Mrs. Nelson is a major reason why the place is 
always bustling with activity. Not only do clients stop off to 
see what’s come, they’ve stopped by to find out what’s 
coming, what’s being spruced up preparatory to sale, what’s 
being unloaded on the docks, what’s still being negotiated 
for in Europe. She, too, expressed the opinion that a trend 
toward a more formal country style was emerging. 

Ragged Appleshaw, Ltd. takes its name from an English 
town. This little store struck me as being filled with the kind 
of accessories that give a room its country charm. The walls 
were decorated with farm tools which, when positioned by 
themselves, look like striking pieces of modern sculpture. I 
saw an 18th-century tavern table with a beautiful top in 
great condition, thought to be from New England for about 
$1,600, and there was an adorable cradle, 19th-century from 
Nova Scotia for $400. 

Leaving Bridgehampton and going on to Water Mill, we 
stopped at Norman Shepherd. This store has superb-quality 
pieces brought from every part of the world, and there is an 
abundance of wonderful dining tables and chairs that is an 
education in itself. In terms of sheer drama, a Dutch settle, c. 
1600, for about $12,000, still takes my breath away. The 
color of the wood and generosity of its proportions give it a 
museum-quality stature. Porcelains—cobalt-blue, celadon 
and oxblood glazes—are plentiful and in excellent condition. 
They are also not cheap. 

Nipping over to Sag Harbor the priceless antiques on view 
are not to be found in the stores, but rather, are right out on 
the streets. This whaling town boasts a walking tour of 
18th-century architectural history of such charm and ro- 
mance you might forget it had some treasures to take home. 
I’m thinking of Susan Yates Antiques for majolica, the “hot 
plate” of the ’80s. Mrs. Yates displays the stuff by the shelf- 
load. Majolica is, by and large, a 19th-century pottery of 
mostly English manufacture, distinguished by its gay and 
colorful glazes and its fruit and vegetable forms for plates, 
bowls, dishes and serving pieces. Pamela found a cake plate 
with two matching dessert plates in a grape-leaf motif in 
delicate shades of cocoa-brown, pale green and lavender that 
made a convert out of her and formed the basis of her new 
collection. Prices ranged from $45 to $950 for a pair of 
outstanding English jardinieres. 

Sag Harbor’s Fisher’s Main Street antiques store featured 
one of the most original applications of the scrubbed pine 
medium I’d seen thus far: a kitchen-island composed of a 
long rectangle whose boxlike construction contained full- 
sized storage bin drawers, a dry-sink and a crawl space for 
the family pet all in one unit. Fitted with the right plumbing, 
I could see this work surface/storage unit functioning effec- 
tively in even the most modern of city kitchens. The pine 
block was being sold for about $600.

In Southampton Pine Street An- 
tiques consists of two houses full of 
excellent-quality European country 
and fine pieces. I fell in love with an 


Orkney chair made with a strong sisal 


rope whose rich butterscotch color 
would harmonize with old woods, 
brick, fieldstone and all the other “na- 
turals” of the country idiom. Many Eu- 
ropean pieces at Pine Street are in the 
darker colorations of mahogany and 
walnut. A French vessallier, c. 1830, 83 
inches tall with a wonderful cornice of 
carved grapes and leaves went for 
about $8,500. An English oak dresser 
with plate rack, c. 1780, with three 
drawers cost about $7,500 and a Wil- 
liam and Mary chest-on-stand, c. 1700, 
in beautiful condition with walnut ve- 
neers cost about $5,000. Upstairs in 
Pine Street’s main shop is given over to 
fine-quality Japanese pieces. 

Old Town Crossing in Southamp- 
ton is just that delightful mix of coun- 
try things from all over the United 
States that has given the rustic look its 
vitality. You'll find good quilts, decou- 
paged boxes, trestle tables, potpourris 
and handmade candles, framed cross- 
stitch embroideries, carefully selected 
glass and silver and a backroom in 
which are kept the estate linens. 

Undoubtedly the prettiest thing I saw 
on my weekend of scouting was the 
Swedish crown cornice of sculpted 
roses over a king-size scrubbed pine 
bed at White Horse Antiques in Quo- 
gue. David Hall is the mastermind here 
and if you equate antique. with pretty 
welcome to the world of Scandinavian 
antiques.

“My clients wanted a living room, not a drawing room,” 
says interior designer Carole Douglass, who chose a sturdy 
sisal rug, simple, classically designed furniture and lots of 
chintz to create a gracious but distinctly relaxed atmo- 
sphere. ““The first thing we did was to get the ‘bones’ of the 
room right,” says Mrs. Douglass. The house had been built 
in 1929 as a gracious, unpretentious whitewashed brick 
Georgian, but seven years later the living room was made 
formal with black-and-white marble mantels and ornate 
French paneling on the walls. ‘““This is the kind of room 
children and dogs run through all the time, and we wanted 





to get it back to its original unpretentious state,’’ says Mrs. 
Douglass, who replaced the marble with simple wood man- 
tels and installed Delft tiles around the fireplace openings, 
then chose furniture to suit the ambience. New wood pieces 
are reproductions of sturdy 18th-century antiques from the 
new Stoneleigh collection by the Stanley Furniture Co. and 
the upholstered pieces are equally classic. “Because it’s a 
family house I used lots of chintz deliberately. When there 
are many patterns in a room, crayon marks don’t show!” 
says Mrs. Douglass. “I usually use the ‘anchoring chintz’ in 
odd increments—that is, three, five or seven places. I count 
each pair of curtains as one piece, so there are seven pieces 
of the large-scale pattern (above left). Then I spread around 





other patterns that blend. With so much coral and yellow I 


like to throw in an odd color like blue—here it’s the Delft

eing in this master bedroom, which 
opens to an upstairs porch, is like 
being in a tree house. All the leaves

Carole Douglass, “so we had to brighten the room in other 
ways—with an open trellis pattern for the walls and a light- 
colored rug.’ Mrs. Douglass exploited the gardenlike atmo- 
sphere with flower-filled chintz and several pastel colors. 
[his room has almost as many patterns as the living room, 
in much less space, but because the scale varies and each 
color relates to the large-scale floral, the room seems joyful 
rather than overwhelming (right).

espite its compact design, 
HB’s small house lives 
big—with space where 
needed—on a wooded half- 
acre in Reston. (For more on 
Virginia’s premier planned 
community, see page 106. ) 
“There isn’t a wasted inch,” says 
architect Walker. ““Even residual 
space is used: closets under eaves, 
for example, a powder room under 
the stairs” (see floor plans below). 
“We didn’t try to fool the eye 
with small-scale furniture,’’ says 
interior designer Carolyn Guttilla. 
“We used only a few pieces in each 
room and kept to a pale palette to 
lessen the mass.”’ Upholstered 
furniture in the living room (and 
throughout) is from Vanguard.To 
define the conversation area, the 
designer chose a painted floorcloth 
by Peter Fasano. Cabinets and 
shelving in red oak by the front 


door (below) create an entertainment 


center handy to the living room.

or the architect, this 
house represents two 
distinctly different 
personalities. From 
the front, it 
recalls the ‘40s; from 
the rear it is the ’80s. 
“This is post-modernism in 
the very best sense,”’ says 
Mr. Walker. 

Inside and out, the house 
shows off the warmth and 
character of wood plus the 
many facets of compact 
design. The architect, the 
builder and the interior 
designer have conceived a 
spate of “tricks”? to expand 
interior spaces and draw 
the eye outside. 

Neither the screened 
porch (top left) nor the deck 
(left) are included in the 
house’s 1,500 square 
footage. They are 
functional additions that 
draw the eye outward, 
beyond the walls and 
windows. The screened 
porch is an outdoor space 
with an indoor feeiing—a 
haven in a summer storm 
or when the sun on the 
deck is too hot. The floor 
is painted the same French 
blue as the exterior trim. 

The wraparound deck, 
extending from the kitchen 
door to the master 
bedroom, is widest outside 
the dining room—an area 
set up here for light 
refreshment. The benches 
and table are built-in. An 
outdoor grill is set into a 
generous food-preparation 
counter (not shown), and an 


oversized umbrella in 
natural canvas shades the 
area and also adds a note 
of whimsy. Matching the 
umbrella are cushions 
covered in sailcoth that can 
be placed anywhere on 

the wood benches. 

In the dining room 
(opposite) an oval cherry 
table is surrounded by 
Chippendale-style chairs 
with hand-painted canvas 
seats, and a painted Welsh 
dresser holds a mix of old 
majolica and new 
handmade pottery. Classic 
reproductions in 
each room are from 
Habersham Plantation. 

“The table has been 
placed asymetrically,” says 
Ms. Guttilla. “‘It is big; it 
could seat eight diners 
comfortably. And the chairs 
are big, too. No concession 
was made to relatively tight 
space.”’ Here and 
throughout the house a 
subtle contrast is evident, 
as Ms. Guttilla sought to 
attain a balance: the charm 
of the old offset by the 
comfort and practicality 
of the new. 

The presence of wood 
enriches the house. 
Southern pine rafters are 
painted white, but the 
exposed pine ceiling joists 
and oak hardwood floors 
have been lightened—by 
brushing on and wiping off 
white paint to “‘stain”’ the 
wood without obscuring its 
tone or grain.

aster

The tall 
arched window enhances 
the vertical space created 
by the cathedral ceiling. 
The architect expanded 
space throughout the 
house either by raising the 
roof—incorporating so- 
called attic spaces into 
room design—or by 
connecting spaces—making 
one room flow into 
the next one. 

“In the master bedroom, 
to point up the flexibility 
of what is essentially 
contemporary design, we 
chose furniture in a wide 
variety of styles,’ says Ms. 
Guttilla. “Antiques and 
classic reproductions blend 
beautifully. Then to add 
personality and pattern, we 
placed an area rug on top 
of the carpeting.” 

To turn the bed into a 
more romantic enclosure, 
the frame was draped with 
10 full yards of white 
theatrical gauze that creates 
a canopy effect without the 
heaviness an actual canopy 
would create. 

For privacy and to 
reduce morning sunlight, 


fold-back shutters frame 
the arched window and 
screen the windows and 
sliding glass doors leading 
to the deck. A ceiling fan 
provides enough air 
circulation to cool the 
room on all but the very 
hottest days. 

The bedside table (top 
right) is also a desk. The 
folding screen beside it 
partially conceals a wall of 
built-in closets. Above it 
is a shelf that holds a 
collection of old wallpaper- 
covered hat boxes and 
baskets for more storage. 
To the left of the bed a 
window wall (not shown) 
leads to the deck, a 
somewhat narrower 
extension of the 
wraparound visible on page 
98. Furnished with a 
steamer chaise, it’s ideal 
for morning coffee and 
the newspaper. 

Though its space is 
spartan, the master 
bedroom is rich in 
amenities; there is even a 
Chinoiserie tall chest (nol 
shown) that is more than 
adequate for a couple to 
share. Designed as a series 
of defined areas—for 
sleeping, for dressing, for 
writing letters or paying 
bills, for stepping

nce every four or five 
Cy years, Philip and Lynn Lil- 

ienthal make a heroic ef- 
fort to free themselves from a peculiar 
kind of bondage. They are residents of 
a planned community, and to an ap- 
preciably greater extent than the rest 
of us, such people are creatures 
shaped by their environment. 

So it is that the Lilienthals, who live 
in the ‘“‘new town” of Reston, Va., can 
no more avoid collecting civic affili- 
ations than a ship can avoid barnacles. 
Periodically, to liberate themselves 


from a dense social web of their own 





spinning, they quit everything they’re 
doing and start over. 

“You just have to program yourself 
out of meetings,” says Lynn Lilienthal, 
who is a codirector of a child care 
center in this community whose popu- 
lation growth from zero to 42,000 has 
made child care a major local industry. 

As for Lynn’s husband, Philip, 
whose office is a six-minute walk from 
home, the velocity of the civic whirl in 
Reston tends to play tricks on time 
itself. ““This is a place for pedestri- 
ans,” he says. “The walk from my 
house to the office can take an hour, as 
I’m bumping into people I know all 
the time.” 

The Lilienthals’ community is one 
of two new post-World War II towns 
that are invariably cited by planning 
and design professionals as the coun- 
try’s most successful examples of how 
to build a small whole city from 
scratch. The other is Columbia, Md., a 
little over 30 miles from Reston as the 
crow flies. Columbia was started in 
1967; Reston celebrates its 20th anni- 
versary this year. Both cities were con- 
ceived by high-minded private devel- 
opers: Reston by Robert E. Simon, 
Columbia by James Rouse. 

These two are by no means the na- 
tion’s only recent planned communi- 
ties. There are countless others, and 
they come in a variety of forms and 
colorations. But for the sake of preci- 
sion, they need to be recognized as 
more or less planned communities. Con- 
trary to brochure claims, one often 
finds little planning and less commu- 
nity in a given development. 

A planned community, in the fullest 
meaning of both words, suggests a 
very special kind of place—one where 
you may buy a house, rent an apart- 
ment, get a job, start a business, join a 
club, go to church, see a play, hear a 
concert, and, as a developer once 
specified, ““‘buy a hot pastrami on rye 
at three in the morning.”’ For these, 
and a raft of other civilizing goods and 
services, you must either live in an 
established community or a compre- 
hensively planned new town. This is 
not to say, however, that the experi- 
ence of living in a new town is the 


same as living in a long-settled place.

community services—plus places to sit and relax.

The differences can be very dramatic. 

A young family of four—Charlie and 
Gay Spaht and their two preschool 
sons, Holden and Charlie B.—moved 
to Reston from Baltimore some 18 


months ago. Charlie Senior works for 


the U.S. Justice Department in Wash- 
ington and commutes via a local van 
pool; the ride takes 25 minutes. Gay 
Spaht manages the family’s daily af- 
fairs. Her base of operations is a 
brand-new two-story house with an at- 
tached garage, an old-fashioned front 
porch and, here and there, a modified 
Victorian detail. ““‘How nice,” she says, 


“to live in a new old house. This is 


probably the easiest place to meet 
people we've ever lived. If you want to 
meet people, you can’t not meet 
them.” Drawing a quick breath, Gay 
summarized: ““There’s a market here 
for everyone.” 

Virtually everything the human 
mind and muscle might fasten on does 
seem marketable in Reston. A commu- 
nity center was built at a cost of $2.9 
million five years ago. It contains a 25- 
meter indoor pool, a 266-seat theater, 
a banquet hall, photo labs, six meeting 
rooms, four community halls and an 
artists’ studio. On a given afternoon,

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The turn - of - the - century 
farmhouse sits on a knoll in 
New Preston, Conn., its neat 
frame shaded by old Yankee 
trees.

The Seitz team embarked on 
an expansion that would co- 
alesce with the old house. 
Bartering services with a de- 
signer friend, they planned 
an addition in the saltbox 
style to which they were par- 
tial. The result is a merging 
of structures whose personal- 
ities gently intertwine. Like 
Joanna and Bill, the house is 
more than the sum of its two 
distinct parts. 

He’s 32, towering and 
bearded with eyes the color 
of the Caribbean. She’s 36, 
petite and brunette, a woman 
you warm to instantly. Physi- 
cally they are opposites, but 
to know them is to appreciate 
a melding of kindred souls 
who have found “‘an alterna- 
tive way of life.” While they 
are both in commercial fields, 
money is not their motiva- 
tion. Nor is the desire to keep 
up. ‘““We’ve been careful not 
to overextend ourselves,” 
says Joanna. “‘We didn’t want 
to get in that trap a lot of 


couples do by trying to com- 
pete.”’ She attributes their 
sanguine attitude, in part, to 
coming from ‘‘reasonably 
comfortable backgrounds 
where money was not a driv- 
ing factor.” 

Their backgrounds are, in 
fact, worlds apart. As far 
apart as White Plains, N.Y.— 
where, coincidentally, both 
were born—and India, where 
Bill grew up. As the son of an 
oil company executive, Bill 
became a world traveler when 
he was six months old and 
the family moved to the Phil- 
ippines, then to Bombay. “I 
never saw TV or snow until I 
was 11,” says Bill, claiming 
that until last year, “I didn’t 
know what an ice cream soda 
was!”’ 

Bill’s infatuation with the 
camera grew the more he 
traveled, particularly on fam- 
ily cultural pursuits. ‘““We

play. My father always took 
pictures. I became interested 
in his gear—tripods and 
things.”” During his years in 
prep school Bill decided on 
photography as a career, en- 
rolling in the Rochester Insti- 
tute of Technology. 

Though Joanna’s upbring- 
ing was restricted to the east- 
ern United States, it was 
equally independent. ““My 
parents never imposed their 
philosophies, other than sen- 
sible ones. They gave me a 
lot of breathing space,” she 
says, reflecting on the kind of 
parent she aims to be. After 
college in New York, Joanna 
joined a Connecticut adver- 
tising agency. “‘Part of my job 
was reviewing artists’ portfo- 
lios. When Bill came in to 
show his photography, it was 
just the sensitive type a client 
wanted.” That landed them 
both a travel assignment—the

Finland has always been a crossroads 
of cultures, which the houses there of- 
ten reflect. This log lodge, recently 
built on the southern coast, combines 
two rustic traditions. Although the 
owners took the building style from 
the ancient log houses of Lapland, 
they wanted the interiors to reflect 
their own ancestral roots from Karelia, 
an eastern province once Finnish but 
now part of the Soviet Union. In fact, 


the dark, romantic rooms furnished 


with heavy, rustic pieces and glowing 
with candlelight recall a Russian hunt- 
ing lodge. The furniture, a splendid 
mixture of old and new, (some pieces 
inherited from Karelian parents), was 
carefully chosen because it can hold its 
own against the weight of log walls 
and stone fireplaces. In the living 
room (see preceding pages), an armoire of 
stripped pine mixes companionably 
with new sofas and a Marimekko table- 
cloth. Rocking chairs show the influ- 
ence of Boston rockers that were pop- 
ular here in the 18th century. The gray 
stone of the fireplace harmonizes with 
the color of the logs. 

The structure of the house is also a 
mixture of old and new. Built in the 
traditional manner with open rafters 
and a peaked roofline, the building 
has modern steel supports that allow 
for the large expanses of glass over- 
looking sea and forest. Sheathing the 
steel structure are logs brought down

Although many of the interior de- 
tails are faithful to Karelian tradi- 
tions—dark wood rooms softened with 
the muted colors of curtains and rag 
runners—the building itself is a tupa, 
the one-room house characteristic of 
all Finland. The hall, with stairs lead- 
ing to a small loft (above), was built 
later to connect the main room with an 
additional sitting-sleeping room (see 
preceding pages ). 

As this careful restoration shows, 
the original tupa had everything neces- 
sary for daily living: a loom for making 
the eastern-style wide-banded weav- 
ings typical of Karelia; a long pine ta- 
ble; and benches built around the pe- 
rimeter of the room that could be used 
for sleeping. Tucked up high on the 
flat top of the stove are the straw mat- 
tress and bedding that made up the 


main sleeping area. 
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Years ago the hearth was truly the heart of the tupa. Short benches encircle the stone structure that 1s part stove, 
part fireplace, and the loom was placed close enough to keep the weaver warm. Typically, the log houses 


of Karelia were not painted or stained outside or in, and textiles were the chief source of color. The rag runners 
and curtains now in the rooms were woven recently, but on this loom, which was in the orginal house

When simple country relics fall under the 
spell of a fool-the-eye artist, they 
take on new roles in and around the house 


Typical discoveries in country antiques shops and flea mar- 
kets often include objects of pleasing proportions but dis- 
reputable condition. To rescue or not is a challenge that 
can bring out the artist in many of us. Such is the case with 
Morgan and Stephanie Rank, owners of Rank & Co., an 
antiques shop in East Hampton, N.Y. Applying fresh paint 
and trompe I ’oeil imagery, they transformed these “‘old but 
far from precious antiques” into character-filled pieces that 
can stand up to children, dogs and everyday wear. ““Some- 
times we even paint fake chips,”’ says Mrs. Rank. 


Part of the lure of reclaiming these antiques is inventing 


new disguises for them. ““We bring a chair home, live with it 
for a while and then brainstorm about its character,” says 
Mrs. Rank. When this happens, a set of bucket benches 
(above left) may be reincarnated as gardeners’ seats. Or a 
washstand may enter its second life as a dainty desk, com- 
plete with a painted blotter and letter rack (above night). A 
washstand with a slightly different character, however, may 
end up with a silver tray and trompe l’oeil Martini glasses. 
Or it may acquire a map of Maine on its top and a painted 
window with an ocean view on its splashboard. ““We never

Heres how to find 
the right stone 
and pave 
your way to a 
romantic terrace 


omancing the stone: The 
color, texture and shape of 
the stones you choose for 
your terrace will help mold 
the image of your outdoor 
“room.” Among your choices (op- 
posite): precast concrete slabs (top 
left), smooth flagstone (top right), 
quarry stone (bottom left) and sawn 
sandstone (bottom nght). Other op- 
tions include bricks, cobblestones 
and small granite blocks, that can 
be laid in intricate mosaics or 
mixed together for textural effects. 
Laying a firm foundation: For a 
super terrace that you “could drive 
a truck on,” here’s stonemason 
Gordon Vanstone’s plan for the 
one left and previous pages: Dig down 
13 inches and add 4 inches of gray- 
el and then add 4 inches of rein- 
forced concrete; let it dry and then 
set the quarry stones with mortar. 
If you’re not planning to drive a 
truck on your terrace, you can set 
either precast concrete slabs or 
fieldstone with mortar on a founda- 
tion of sand. ‘‘Make sure the earth 
below it is hard packed,” says Mr. 
Vanstone. He also recommends 
a border of sunken railroad ties 
so sand won’t drain away. 
Planting between the cracks: If 


you want to “carpet” your terrace 
with herbs and flowers set between 
paving stones, you won’t need a 
foundation; packed earth is suffi- 
cient.

My clock is labeled “Chauncey Ives, Bristol, Conn.” 

It is in good working condition, but a little of the 
painting on the glass has flaked off. When was it made? 
—Mrs. G.G., Milo, Ore. 


A. Chauncey Ives was a 
clockmaker in Bristol, 
Conn., from 1811 to 1838. 
At first he worked alone. 
After 1830 he worked with 
Lawson Ives. You own a 
pillar and scroll shelf clock. 
It was a style made popular 
after 1816 when the inven- 





tion of the weight-driven 
brass movement made it 
possible. Most clocks with reverse-painted glass designs on 
the case have some damage because the paint often flakes 
and peels. Your clock is worth about $700. 


Can you tell me anything about my settee? The 
wood is dark and heavy and might be mahogany. 

The seat is caned. It measures more than 7 feet in length. 
—J.N., Springfield, Va. 





A. Your Sheraton-style settee dates from the early 19th 
century. The frame style was popular in England and the 
United States, but the caned seat is unusual. It may have 
been made in China for export. There are pictures of settees 
similar to yours being made in Chinese shops during the 
1830s. There must have been a thin, long pad on the seat and 
two round pillows at the ends resting on the sides of the 
arms. Your sofa is in an out-of-the-ordinary style. It would 
bring $3,000 or more in a shop. 


This platter has been in our family for years. The 
border pictures rabbits in blue and white. A similar 
rabbit is on the back in a blurry blue mark with some 
words. The platter is full of tiny cracks; I wonder if it can 
be used? —S.V., Clayton, Tex. 





A. Your platter is a piece of Dedham Pottery. The rabbit 
design was the most popular, and reproductions are being 
sold today. The pottery started as the Chelsea Keramic Art 
Works, but when it moved to Dedham, Mass., in 1896 they 
became Dedham Pottery. Many types of tablewares were 
made, usually in blue and white. Some vases and other 
pieces were made in other colors. The factory closed in 1943. 
Your platter is worth about $500. The crackle was part of the 
production method of the factory. Coloring was rubbed into 
the crackled glaze to make it even more obvious. It can be 
used, but any so-called crazed porcelain may absorb some 
stains through the cracks. It would be best if you never put 
the platter in the dishwasher. 


My 10-inch vase is made of heavy tan pottery. It is 
marked on the bottom with the words “Martin 
Bros., London, Southhall.” What is it worth? 
—M.L., Abington, Mass. 
A. The Martin Brothers 
were four eccentric pot- 
ters working in Southhall 
and London from 1873 to 
1914. They made pottery 
with stylized leaves and 
flowers as part of the de- 
signs but are best known 
for the strange bird fig- 
ures and vases. Martin- 
ware has become very 





popular with collectors 
during the past 10 years. Your vase is worth about $350. 
Martinware birds sell for thousands of dollars each.@

The classic cucina of Italy is

Vegetables, even more than pasta, are the corner- 
stone of Italian cocking. So says master chef Giu- 
liano Bugialli, from whose marvelous new cookbook 
these recipes are taken. Vegetables appear as appe- 
tizers, in soups and mixed with pasta; as elaborate 
main dishes and patti di mezzo, or in-between 
courses; aS accompaniments to meat, poultry and 
fish. In Italian cooking, vegetables are served on 
their own separate plate. In summer many Italians 
live almost entirely on fresh vegetables prepared in 
a variety of ways that preserve the flavor and also 
retain the shape and texture. As for the traditional 
pasta, it is made primarily from finely ground wheat 
flour. More coarsely ground wheat flour, called 
semolina, is used in some special southern Italian 


pastas and is almost always made without eggs.

An extensive and delicious menu of Italian dishes includes fish, 
meats, pastas, vegetables such as those shown on preceding pages, 
and, of course, luscious fresh fruits and berries. For baking, broil- 
ing, poaching and sautéing, Italians almost always use the whole 
fish. Slices of fish, such as swordfish cutlets (above), are used when 
the fish is very large. 

Involtimi, the stuffed rolls so often made with veal scaloppine, are 
equally popular in southern Italy when they contain fish. Sword- 
fish, sardines and tuna are abundant there. Swordfish is the most 
adaptable because its dense, solid flesh does not fall apart during 
cooking. Indeed, it becomes stronger and more compact. 

Rump beef is not only cooked longer than any other cut of beef, 
but it is usually marinated for several hours before cooking, both 
to tenderize the meat and to infuse it with the fine flavors of wine 
and herbs (left). In Italy, the regional wine that is used in the 
marinade is always served with the meal

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Q. You mentioned the influence of lrish cabinet- 
making in America... do you think America 
is particularly receptive to a so-called Irish style? 
A. It was the Quakers, you know, who 
founded much of the Eastern Sea- 
board’s frontier. These Quakers were 
by no means poor and they brought 
with them an already handsome tradi- 
tion of furniture making—specifically 
abundant carving, punched decoration, 
incised hatching of walnut and mahog- 
any and the art of gilding. Just look at 
any of the highboys on view in The 
Philadelphia Museum of Art to see this 
art in full fiourish. If I think Americans 
will be receptive it’s only because 
they're being given a chance to see 
modern clones of the “ancestors” of 
their own native products. The Phila- 
delphia chair loved and prized by col- 
lectors the world over is a new-world 
adaptation in the 18th century of an 
old-world tradition of the 18th centu- 
ry. Their contemporaneity to me seems 
obvious. It’s also thrilling because these 
furnishings are so beautiful. My hope 
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is that Americans will be intrigued by 
the Irishness of the castle furniture, es- 
pecially because it represents the “‘set- 
tling down” (perhaps “‘stability’’ would 
be a better choice of words) of fully 
established households safe from the 
ravages of war—something the pioneer 
spirit of America reflects. Not to bore 
you with semantic shadings, but | 
think you'll find it very interesting to 
know what certain words mean: the 
English and the Irish word for furnish- 
ings was “mobiles.” The French meubles 
referred to furnishings that could be 
swiftly and safely moved from house- 
hold to household. Today we English 
sometimes substitute the word “fix- 
tures” for the word ‘furnishings’ to 
indicate pieces that remain in place. 
Americans use “fixtures’’ to mean 
things that aren’t moved. The Baker 
Company has achieved a marvelous 
feat in selecting those furnishings that 
survived due to the love and apprecia- 
tion lavished on them by their owners; 
it makes them a bit more accessible to 
the world we live in today.

should be taken when moving the table 
from a damp to a dry place as the top is | 
likely to split again. However, almost — 
every piece needs some work at some | 
time, but pieces that are being held | 
together by nails, screws or metal 
brackets should be avoided. Incredibly, — 
I have seen country tables laced with 
metal brackets to lash them together. 
Inevitably, if a table was badly built to 
begin with, the brackets are useless. 

Design is, however, the key that un- 
locks our pocketbooks. It is easy to be 
captivated by a design—almost every- 
one has been at some time. Besides 
being well designed, beautiful tables 
are a result of expert craftsmanship, a 
thorough knowledge of woods and a 
basic understanding of the function of 
a table. 

It is important. to keep in mind that 
virtually every table you will see 
(whether a sawbuck, trestle, gateleg 
country-style table or a pedestal, 
breakfast, D-end high-style table) has 
been made before and that the varia- 
tions from one to another will not only 
be in price, but in subtle aspects of 
quality that can be as evident to your 
eye as to a dealer's. I admit that I still 
wonder if my father ever noticed how 
the legs of his mission oak-style table 
tapered slightly, then flared at the bot- 
tom—an elegant subtlety that I still ad- 
mire—or whether he simply liked the 
fact that it was his family table. I prefer 
thinking he knew the importance of 
style, aesthete or not, and that he was 
well aware of elegance whether in a 
table or a business deal.

return each year

Everyone loves tulips, and I’m no 
exception. But they do have a some- 
what disappointing side. The first 
spring after fall planting, enormous 
colorful blooms stand tall in the 
garden. But the next spring and 
each year thereafter, the flowers of 
even the fanciest hybrids reduce in 
size, if they return at all. I would 
rather rely on bulbs that not only 
return vigorously year after year but 
also increase in size and number. 

Daffodils are among the bulbs 
that can be grown in the border 
along with tulips, and they can be 
“naturalized.” Websters defines nat- 
uralizing as, ‘“To cause (as a plant) 
to become established as if native.” 

To site daffodils in a lawn or an 
autumn-mowed meadow, some 
people toss the bulbs over their 
shoulders and plant them where 
they fall. Concerned that this might 
damage the bulbs, I scatter large 
pebbles or brightly colored marbles 
and replace each one with a bulb. I 
dig a small hole eight inches deep 
with a trowel or special tool—aptly 
named a “bulb planter.” Then I 
sprinkle a heaping tablespoonful of 
bone meal in the hole before I drop 
in the bulb, pointy end up. Next, I 
replace the soil and the little patch 
of grass and step on the spot. For 
the next 20 years, more and more 
daffodils will bloom. 

Bulb care requirements are mini- 
mal; fertilizing the lawn will feed 
the bulbs too. However, there are 
two points to note: The foliage of 





the bulbs must not be cut until it 
yellows—at least six weeks after the 
flowers fade. So pliant them in an 
area where your lawn can stay long 
until mid-spring. Should the num- 
ber of flowers reduce after several 
years, lift the bulbs when the fo- 
liage yellows, divide the clumps and 
reset individual bulbs. 

Other bulbs can be naturalized 
under deciduous trees, absorbing 
sunlight before the leaves grow. Or 
plant them anywhere around your 
property. Just remember to plant 
smaller varieties in large clumps for 
a natural look.&

300 senior citizens pack the banquet 
hall for a St. Patrick’s Day dinner 
Minutes after the celebrants have de- 
parted, the maintenance crew is at 
work, Says Dan Weimer, the commu- 
nity center’s director, “We're virtually 


on round-the-clock maintenance here.” 
Not surprisingly, Reston needs another 
community center. 

No one in Reston, no matter how 
knowledgeable, is willing to guess how 
many civic, political, religious and so- 
cial organizations are there. At the lat- 
est count, however, and only to hint at 
the magnitude of citizens’ busyness, 
the Reston Home Owners Association 
operates 44 ball fields, 51 tennis courts, 
50 miles of walkways and bike paths, 
32 lanes of bowling, 4 lakes, 15 public 
pools, a private country club, a 70-acre 
nature center and 850 acres of dedicat- 
ed open space.

to so many people: 
Spaht says, 
Yet there is an even more commend- 
able case to be made for Reston. On 
the strength of its 20-year homebuild- 
ing record, the community has come as 
close as any ever will to achieving 
housing equity. Unlike most American 
communities, where a preponderance 
of middle-class children grow up in 
neighborhoods they cannot afford to 
live in later on as young married cou- 
ples, Reston has succeeded in provid- 
ing housing to suit most tastes and in- 
comes. That, in itself, is not so unusual; 
quite a number of essentially residen- 
tial communities across the country of- 
fer houses with a range of price tags. 
But what does make Reston unique 
is both the mix of housing types and 
the varied densities in which they are 
found. To many urban planners, this 
new town’s chief distinction has been 
its success in creating an urban pres- 
ence in a countryside where suburban 
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attitudes are so firmly entrenched. 
Here within a few miles of each oth- 
er—and geographically within the 
same community—are high-rise apart- 
ments, town houses on winding lanes, 
condominiums in which to enjoy “iv-| 
ing over the store” in a village center| 
and neighborhoods of single-family 
homes. Here, too, only a few city 
blocks from Reston’s attractive visitors’ 
a wooded site free of near 
neighbors became the setting for House 
Beautiful’s “Best Small House ’84” /pic- 
tured on pages 94 to 105).

Now a generation old, Reston is 
demonstrating the wisdom of a hous- 
ing strategy that

of the Reverend Bill Scurlock, his wife, 
Mary Jane, and their three children. 
The Scurlocks were the fourth family 
to move into Reston, 19 years ago. As 
time passed and their circumstances 


accommodates 


changed, they moved four times with- 
out ever leaving the community. They 
have even managed to stay in the same 
neighborhood. ‘The early pioneers 
tend to gather,” Bill Scurlock says. “I 
can go to the bank on Saturday morn- 
ing and see 15 people I’ve known for at 
least 12 years.” 

While the Scurlocks’ son and two 
daughters have flown the nest, the first 
generation of homegrown Reston kids 
are establishing their own homes in 
town.

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er-environmentalist to whose memory 
the community’s nature center is dedi- 
cated, she decided to become a profes- 
sional environmentalist. Nancy went 
away to college, came home to Reston 
and now runs a myriad of such youth 
programs as “Hug-A-Tree” in her role 
as Nature Nancy, the community’s res- 
ident naturalist. 

As an employee of the Home Own- 
ers Association, Nancy Herwig func- 
tions in an odd political atmosphere. 
Reston has no mayor, no city council or 
city manager. In fact, though famous as 
a new town, it is not a proper town at 
all but rather a community within Fair- 
fax County that is governed by a board 
of supervisors. Presumably the county 
is glad to have Reston within its bor- 
ders, statistically one of the most gov- 
ernable communities in the country. 

The ultimate test of whether a place 
that claims to be a planned community 
actually is one boils down to this ques- 
tion: Can you live and work there? 
If you can’t, you are probably look- 
ing at a glorified housing development. 

In Reston it is not only feasible to 
work in the same community where 
you live; increasingly, it is also the 
norm. Not long ago, Paul Clancy, asso- 
ciate editor of a thriving local weekly 
called The Connection, reported that a 
stunning event had occurred. ‘For the 
first time,” he said, “the number of 
jobs in Reston exceeds the number of 
households.” The number he quoted at 
the time was 15,000 jobs. In campuslike 
settings, more than 700 firms—includ- 
ing such giants as AT&T, GTE, GE, 
Sperry and the U.S. Geological Sur- 
vey—have made Reston what every 
new town aspires to be: a place that has 
gained the strength to both grow and 
prosper. 

How could one place come so far? 
Nobody is better qualified to answer 
than Francis Steinbauer, president of 
the Mobil Land Development Corp., 
Eastern Div., who arrived with Robert 
Simon as an engineer-planner 20 years 
ago and has remained in Reston ever 
since. His explanation is simple and 
entirely apt: 

“The time in history was right.’

— LIGHTENING 
WOOD SURFACES 


he ceiling joists and hardwood 
_§ floors in our “Best Small House 
| ’84,” (pictured on pages 94 to 105) 
were lightened to help expand the look 
ind feel of rooms and spaces. These 
surfaces were “stained” with white, 
out the process differed from surface to 
surface. 


Ceilings. We used bone-colored Benja- 
min Moore Alkyd Sani-Flat in a mix— 
50 percent paint/40 percent thinner. 
One coat of paint was applied with a 
orush, then wiped off immediately 
nith rags. The effect, as you can see in 
che photographs, is of wood that has 
seen lightened without losing grain. 


Floors. The process is more complicat- 
ed because floors must be hardy 
enough to be cleaned periodically and 
walked on. Here, step by step, is how 
the look can be achieved: 


1. Sand the floors, using an electric 
belt-sander (you can rent from a hard- 
ware or home center store) and #2 
sandpaper. Finish with #1/0 sandpaper. 


2. Clean the surface, then sponge- 
mop it lightly with water to open the 
grain. Let dry a few minutes. 


3. With a brush, towel or long-han- 
dled roller, apply white penetrating 
stain..(We used #210 White Duroseal 
from Minwax.) Let stand 8 to 10 min- 
utes, then wipe off with towel or rags. 


4, When floor is dry, apply sealer 
according to manufacturer’s instruc- 
tions. Urethane is easiest to work with, 
though it has a tendency to yellow. 
Some experts recommend Skandian 
from Minwax, a urea formaldehyde 
clear sealer. (Be sure to wear a mask 
and take all other safety precautions 
indicated.) If more than one coat is 
called for, allow each coat to dry thor- 
oughly—the time required depends to 
a large extent on the amount of humid- 
ity there is in the air.

or me windows have always been 

the most important single ele- 

ment—the top priority on my list 
of what I want in a house or a room. 
Windows that light up the room, open 
up to expand my horizon and bring the 
outdoors inside have always been the 
dramatic center of my design and of 
my lifestyle. 

In designing for myself, I take every 
opportunity to create a place to dine by 
a window, build a banquette to sit in a 
greenhouse window or put up a cupola 
to take in a view. Whenever I can, I 
choose windows that let the sun and 
the view fill the room from all angles 
(see page 96 for a wealth of ideas and unexpected 
curtain choices). 

Windows satisfy our deep need to be 
aware of our environment, and even 
more than style or color or furnishings, 
' they can exert a tremendous effect on 
- the emotional mood and spirit of a 
room. A room can have just the sim- 
| plest furnishings—a love seat, a com- 





fortable chair and a pine table—and it 
will seem far more “decorated” and 
dramatic if it has beautiful windows 
that invite you to open them to the 
sun. But that option of letting nature 
inside hasn’t always been open to us. 
Historically, castles and cottages had 
one thing in common: small “wind 
‘as they were called—openings 
that could be secured with shutters 
against intruders and the cold. Later 
there were the romantic Tudor designs, 
the classic French doors and the pictur- 


holes,’ 


esque English bay with its winsome 
window seat. The Victorians, of course, 
were masters of window delight, with 
ornamental openings in everything 
from hallways to romantic turrets. 

Then, with the modern age came 
mass-produced standard windows with 
mass-produced houses. While certainly 
more economical, the boredom of look- 
alike windows was overwhelming—in- 
cluding the stereotypical picture win- 
dow with a lamp in it, usually 
overlooking the street. 

Fortunately, today there’s a welcome 
new movement afoot: a return to the 
romantic, which is proving to be a pro- 
found design influence. Architects and 
their clients are rediscovering the 
charm of bay windows, bows, fanlights 
and full rounds that turn drab interiors 
and exteriors into pure delight. And 
manufacturers are responding to make 
them available in standard and custom 
sizes. This means that if you have a 
chance to remodel or rebuild, you can 
go all the way with a dramatic focal- 
point window—because of its powerful 
design impact, it’s the place to splurge. 
There’s nothing like a Palladian win- 
dow or like French doors that open 
onto a terrace or garden to give even 


the smallest room instant romance. 

I agree with Norma Skurka when she 
writes, “Windows might be called the 
eyes of the house. Through them the 
house views the world and its sur- 
roundings, just as we catch glimpses 
into the house’s inner realm” (American 
View, Harper & Row). I know that most 
of us can’t structurally change our win- 
dows at will, but we can transform 
them dramatically to take advantage of 
all the wonderful options for choosing 
a design to dress up or dress down a 
window. Window treatments were in- 
vented to dramatize, soften, add style, 
give architectural interest, provide pri- 
vacy, frame a view and transform even 
the most ordinary windows. 

I personally like to keep window 
treatments simple, especially in the 
country where we have wonderful 
views. What a luxury to leave your 
windows absolutely bare and drink in 
every inch of sunlight! However, I do 
love a wood-paneled library with shut- 
tered windows and I can’t resist a bed- 
room with billows of romantic flow- 
ered chintz curtains. 

Light has been called the magic ele- 
ment in decorating, and indeed it can 
make color glow, small spaces soar and 
prints blossom. It can lift our spirits 
whether we live in the city or the 
country, in small houses or large. Na- 
ture offers this magical decorating asset 
free for the asking—all we have to do 
is open the “eyes” of our homes.

aking a room plan on 
paper is the first step in 


successful decorating. No 


professional interior designer 


would decorate without one. 


Here's how it works. 


What is the difference between a won- 
derful room and a humdrum one? Inte- 
rior designer Carolyn Guttilla thinks it 
is often the way the furniture is ar- 
ranged. “When I used to do consult- 
ing—working by the hour for a half 
day or so—I would wear old clothes 
and push the furniture around, taking 
some pieces out, rearranging others. 
My clients were deliriously happy be- 
cause even without changing colors or 
fabrics a room could become lovely and 
comfortable.” 

Ms. Guttilla, who has moved a lot of 
furniture in her career and seen a lot of 
poorly arranged spaces, thinks that un- 
successful rooms result from do-it- 
yourself decorators not making a plan 
on paper—a scaled drawing of the 
room with an outline of each piece of 
furniture. ‘“A lot of people have a very 
good sense of color—they know right 
away that they want a yellow room 
because yellow makes them feel good,” 
she says. “The concept of making a 
room plan, however, is something they 
haven't thought a great deal about.” 

Ned Marshall of Marshall-Schule 
Associates agrees wholeheartedly: 





Ingredients for decorating include a room planning kit. 





“You can tell immediately when some- 
one hasn’t made a plan because noth- 
ing in the house fits. I don’t know why 
people try to decorate without one.” 
No professional interior designer 
would decorate without one—or two or 
three. John Robert Moore says, “I usu- 
ally make a plan of a room the way it 
is, then make cutouts of the pieces my 
clients want to keep. I push those 
around on another floor plan until we 
have several variations of one room.” 
“T always make at least two plans for 
each room I decorate,’ says Carole 
Douglass. “Sometimes I make three, al- 
though there are not always that many 
possibilities.” Ms. Douglass, who is of 
the English country school of decorat- 
ing, continues: ‘“As much as we strive 
for an easy and unstudied look, it’s 
never achieved without very careful, 
very logical planning. Planning on pa- 
per shows how to distribute the mass 
and color of the furniture. By mass I 
mean the shape and weight of each 
piece. Since the outline of a chair with 
legs is smaller than a club chair, for 
instance, you can tell what’s uphol- 
stered and what isn’t. And you must 





have a balance between wood and up- 
holstered pieces.” 

“A plan not only shows how large 
everything should be and how to bal- 
ance the furniture,” says Mr. Marshall, 
“but it also shows me how to create 
conversation groups—which chair is 
going to talk to which other chair. This 
is especially important in a large room 
with two or three groups of furniture.” 

Plans can be used to show the bal- 
ance of color as well as the balance of 
heavy and light pieces. Once the floor 
plan has been determined, Ms. Guttilla 
colors in each outline as she chagoses 
the fabric. Mr. Moore also colors in 
each outline to Felp him mix the prints 
and patterns he loves. “I just use col- 
ored pencils and stay as close to the 
lead color of the print as possible. That 
way I can tell how the pattern will 
work as far as the weight of its color 
goes.” Mr. Marshall sometimes uses 
colored pencils and always labels each 
piece with the fabric he intends to put 
on it. “I also use the plan to indicate 
wall arrangements—writing in where 
mirrors, sconces and so torth will go.”

AT HOME WITH ANTIOU 


GIVING CHILDREN THEIR OWN ANTIQUES IS A 
FINE WAY TO SHAPE THE TASTE OF FUTURE COLLECTORS

hildren 
among antiques do not 


growing up 


always share their par- 
ents’ enthusiasm for venera- 
ble furniture and accessories. 
They often scoff at parental 
preoccupation with “those old 
things.” A child is put off 
when told, “Don’t touch that 
vase; it’s very valuable!” or, 
“Y’ve told you not to sit on 
that chair; you’re much too 
wiggly. /ts an antique!’ Chil- 
dren thus trained tend to 
grow up scorning anything 
old, no matter how rare or 
lovely, and are likely to dis-

A few well-chosen ques- 
tions may awaken a child’s 
desire to find out why old 
things were different: “Why 
do you suppose there are no 
real trucks today like that milk 
truck drawn by horses? That 
little grocer’s wagon, why 
don’t we see real ones like 
that anymore?” 

Museums displaying me- 
chanical antiques are ideal 
learning places for the boy 
with such interests. He can 
observe the development of 
machines of all kinds and per- 
haps begin to exercise his own 
powers of discrimination in 





card or give away their toys 
when slightly worn. As they mature 
they may refuse gifts of antiques or 
heirlooms, much to their parents’ or 
grandparents’ dismay. These young 
people are likely to choose stainless 
steel instead of Grandmother’s sterling 
flatware, which they consider too fussy 
to bother with. Many come to regret 
such a choice. 

Doesn’t it make sense to encourage 
children to take an interest in the en- 
joyment of living among beautiful an- 
tiques and to share in the pride of 
ownership of things that not only are 
beautiful but also increase in value 
over the years? There are many oppor- 
tunities, often neglected, to help chil- 
dren understand and eventually appre- 
ciate the reasons why certain antiques 
are interesting, valuable and worth 
cherishing. 

One way to stimulate interest is to 
let children have antiques of their own. 


Haven’t you noticed how children 


seem to gravitate toward furniture that 
suits their stature, particularly chairs? 
Instead of warning that wiggly boy 
j m the side chair, why 
gi lim an antique child’s chair? 


“Richard, this chair was made for 
someone about your size nearly a hun- 
dred years ago. See how strong it is 
still? How would you like to have it for 
your own?” 

Fortunately, small chairs are various 
and plentiful. Little slat-back or Wind- 
sor chairs were made sturdy for chil- 
dren’s use; those that have lasted re- 
quire little repair. Then there are 
rocking chairs and wicker armchairs, 
and don’t overlook old schoolroom 
chairs, still numerous in areas where 
rural schools have closed or where 
schools have replaced their sturdy ma- 
ple or pine kindergarten or first-grade 
chairs with more modern seating, usu- 
ally plastic. Many antiques shops in 
these areas are likely to have such 
chairs and old school desks too, which 
are adaptable for many uses or as odd 
tables 

You may start with the gift of a 
chair, but your child’s own room or 
play area will indicate interests that 
may lead to strong collecting prefer- 
ences: certain kinds of dolls or doll fur- 
nishings so often played with, or those 


doted-on miniature cars and trucks. 


selecting antique fire engines 
or car models. 

For a girl doll collecting is universal, 
among the most practical and economi- 
cal of hobbies. And the categories are 
endless: There are baby dolls and rag 
dolls, ethnic and character dolls; dolls 
made of rubber, composition, china, 
kid, celluloid, ceramic, stuffed cotton; 
folk dolls and late Victorian fancy 
French and German dolls. 

All in all, there is a myriad of minia- 
tures that children can be encouraged 
to collect. Dollhouses and their fur- 
nishings are a passion not for children 
alone; the whole world of miniatures 
has become so vastly popular with 
adults that there is hardly room for 
children! 

The standard scale for miniatures— 
houses, people and accessories—is one 
inch to the foot. Thus a four-inch min- 
iature “child” is proportioned for a doll 
house built to scale. 

There are two other size-scales for 
small things, doll-size and child-size, 
which vary somewhat in scale. Doll- 
size things—high chairs, beds, cradles, 
table-and-chair sets, kitchen and cook-

ing equipment, furniture meant for 
playing with dolls—may range from 
almost true miniature to a fairly large 
size. These playhouse toys are proba- 
bly not as popular with little girls now 
as they were until a generation ago. 
Today, girls are encouraged to play 
with boys’ toys, too. As there are fewer 
such housekeeping toys, those in exis- 
tence are becoming highly collectible. 

Among child-size antiques are the 
ubiquitous child’s chair. It is so versa- 
tile that it need not be relegated to the 
child’s room but could and should be 
part of family living. And that intro- 
duces a very important factor in foster- 
ing a child’s interest in antiques: in- 
cluding children’s things among the 
parents’ antiques. Chairs, cradles, high 
chairs, doll carriages and small chests 
mix charmingly with larger pieces in 
any room. It gives the child owner 
much satisfaction to have her own 
small chest of drawers displayed im- 
portantly on top of a chest in the living 
room. 

Recognize your child’s ownership: 





“Have you seen Becky’s handsome | 


Amish crib quilt? It’s hanging over the 
table in the alcove.... Billy has just 
found a new bird to add to his carved 
wood collection. It’s in that cupboard 
by the desk, an owl he bought the 
other day at a yard sale.” 

Among small furniture antiques, 
probably the most coveted and usually 
the most expensive are small-scale 
chests of drawers once popularly 
known as “salesmen’s samples” that 
are now believed to have been made as 
toys and not strictly as examples of 
craftsmen’s skills. Some of these chests 
or cupboards were probably the ama- 
teur product of a doting father or uncle 
as a Christmas present to a little girl.

\here is a 
cial historic pride 
about many of 
those Old West mining 
towns in the Rocky 
Mountains, a_ pride 
mustered from the de- 


spe- 


sire to preserve some- 
thing of the past to be 
valued by generations 
in the future. If you are 
something of a history 
buff, or simply enjoy 
venturing into areas 
that take you back in 
time, there are three 
mining communities in 
our country that will have special ap- 
peal... Telluride, Colorado; Park City, 
Utah; and Wallace, Idaho. 

Each of these quaint Victorian vil- 
lages has a mystery that lies deep in its 
past. Each has developed from the 
search for precious metals in the 1800s 
only to explode in the mid- and late 
1900s into tourist centers attracting ski- 
ers to their mountains, sportsmen to 
their streams and history enthusiasts to 
their streets. Best of all, each is listed 
on the National Register of Historic 
Places. 


TELLURIDE, COLORADO 

This antique mining town represents 
a genuine encounter with the Old 
West. Since 1878 little has changed 
from those wild brawling times when 
the miners called Telluride the City of 
Gold. It looks much as it did when 
Butch Cassidy made his first illegal 
withdrawal from the San Miguel Val- 
ley Bank in 1889. The bank was located 
where the Zia Sun Building is today. 


Telluride is nestled at the head of a 
beautiful glacial valley 8,745 feet high 
in the San Juan Mountains of south-

western Colorado. The town, whose 
name comes from the gold ore that 
contains tellurium, has thin dry air 
which, according to historian David 
Lavender, produced a place of “’. . . ter- 
rible intensity.” Perhaps that is why it 
was known as the liveliest mining 
camp in the state in 1890. (Mr. Laven- 
der’s grandfather was the first mayor 
of Telluride in the mid-1800s.) 

Telluride’s significance as a 19th- 
century mining town is associated with 
its history and its small-scale Victorian 
architecture. Most of the buildings 
within the historic district date to the 
late 19th or early 20th century. Evi- 
dence of interest in neo-Victorian ar- 
chitecture is expressed by the number 
of infill buildings in the style. 

Barbara Sudler, Colorado State His- 
toric Preservation Officer, is particular- 
ly proud of how the mining town has 
blended the past with the present. Ac-

Street and contained three old historic

once the home of Mrs. Rita Gibardi, a 
kindhearted madam, who left behind 
the original roulette wheel, poker table 
and faro table used in the 1880s. 

There are many other historic build- 
ings worth visiting as you tour: St. Pat- 
rick’s Catholic Church, a fine example 
of Carpenter Gothic; the Town Hall 
constructed as the first schoolhouse in 
1883; Sundance’s San Juan Bordello, 
which has been leaning eastward for 96 
years; and San Miguel County Muse- 
um built in 1893. 

Of course, there is much more to this 
old mining town than its historic dis- 
trict. Known as the summer festival 
capital of the Rockies, Telluride is the 
envy of Colorado, with many ac- 
claimed festivals such as the May 
Mountain Film Festival, the June Wine 
Festival, the Bluegrass & Country Mu- 
sic Festival, the August Dance Festival 
and the Telluride Film Festival. How- 
ever, when fall nips the air and crisp 
morning snow drifts into winter, a very 
special magic starts to envelope its 
population of 1,100. People call it 
“white gold,” the snow that falls on 
Telluride’s mountains, reaching an av- 
erage depth of 300 inches a year. Tellu- 
ride is a skier’s paradise. The ski moun- 
tain is the largest in the Southwest and 
one of the most spectacular in the 
Rocky Mountains—with 24 miles of 
trails served by six lifts, and a 3,105- 
foot vertical drop. Telluride Ski Resort 
is located in the Uncompahgre Nation- 
al Forest and crisscrosses 460 acres of 
exceptional skiing terrain. It offers 
world-class skiing iced with a panora- 
ma of scenery on runs named “Coon- 
skin” (1,838 vertical), ““Apex’’ (1,024 
vertical), “Palmyra” (938 vertical) and 
“See Forever/Pandora,” a 2.85 mile run 
of intermediate cruising and unparal- 
leled views. 

If. you’re looking for that perfect 
place to spend the night, try the oldest 
operating business in Telluride—the 
Dahl Haus with it’s antique furnish- 
ings located on South Oak; Johnstone 
Inn, which is a quaint Victorian bed 
and breakfast establishment; or the re- 
stored New Sheridan Hotel. 

Telluride is a Victorian mining town

that treasures its heritage; thus it re- 
mains a treasure for all who travel to 
the hidden valley. 


PARK CITY, UTAH 

Park City has the best-preserved col- 
lection of residential and commercial 
buildings in a 19th-century mining 
town in Utah. The Main Street Historic 
District features a variety of brick and 
frame commercial buildings—with or- 
nate cornices, towers, arched openings 
and canopies. These structures were 
built by the local populace of immi- 
grant Irish, Scandinavians and Chinese 
soon after an 1898 fire destroyed much 
of the town. In addition, there are 106 
homes that have been nominated for 
the National Register, representing the 
mining boom era of 1872 to 1929. 

Architecturally, Park City’s physical 
appearance and historical development 
evolved like most western mining 
towns of that era. House types are the 
L-shape with gable roof and the square 
shape with hip roof. The commercial 
structures have false fronts or are rec- 
tangular buildings with flat roofs. 

There are several buildings in Park 
City that have historical and architec- 
tural significance deserving special at- 
tention from the visitor. Those heading 
the list are the Union Pacific Railroad 
Depot, St. Mary’s Church, Egyptian 
Theatre and the Raddon House. These 
landmark edifices were built with a 
knowledge of stylistic trends. The de- 
pot reflects the stick style that was 
popular at the turn of the century. 
Many of the churches represent Gothic 
Revival, and the Egyptian Theatre has 
Art Deco influences. Victorian ele- 
ments were added to many structures 
by means of porches, cornices and pat- 
terned shingles. 

Besides the landmark buildings al- 
ready mentioned, there are other his- 
toric sites to visit while in Park City. 
The Old City Hall, built in 1885, 
houses the visitor center and Historical 
Museum. At one time the former terri- 
torial dungeon was located here. The 
Old Miner’s Hospital, now the Park 
City Library, is a must on your tour. If 
you are looking for the perfect place

hat doubles the pleasure of 
this house is its abundant 
outdoor space. With an acre 
and a half of property and 
several outbuildings, Ms. Emmerling has 
extended her country style well beyond 
the main dwelling. The old garage, for 
instance, has been whitewashed inside, 
from the vaulted ceiling to the original 
wood floor, its generous space offering 
yet another area for parties when bad 
weather threatens. “It’s like having a 
tent,” she says.

These three window treatments

A touch of the unexpected can make a beautiful room 
extraordinary. For a two-story room with six win- 
dows (left) a solution both simple and striking was 
devised by interior designer Antonio Morello, of Stu- 
dio Morsa, and architect Donato Savoie. A huge sheet 
of lightweight, translucent spinnaker material was at- 
tached with grommets and a pulley system so it could 
be hoisted. ‘““This treatment shields windows from the 
factory across the way,” says Mr. Savoie, “but doesn’t 
detract from the elegance of the original windows, 
which we restored.”’ Below: Dan Nelson wanted a soft 
contrast to the straight-lined elements he was using in 
this living room. His answer: plain muslin dipped in 
brewed tea to give it a rich, aged look, draped artfully 
at the windows.

this Victorian house in Hampshire, England, have 
encouraged fragrant vines to climb the facade and 
planted gardens all around. Inside, flower colors and 
patterns are complemented by plants from their 
greenhouse and a view of gardens beyond. 


When Prue and Martin Lane Fox first 
saw their 1846 house, it was hardly a case 
of love at first sight. ““Very Victorian, 
very gabled and very ugly” is the descrip- 
tion Mrs. Lane Fox offers for the way it 
looked 10 years ago, ‘‘and the garden was 
full of rubbish and rubble. But then, we 
never had wanted anything ready-made; 
we always wanted to create our very own 
house and garden to harmonize with 
each other.” Like many of their country- 
men, Mr. and Mrs. Lane Fox have a true 
passion for gardening; therefore here at 
Hazleby House it is often difficult to 
know where the garden ends and the 
house begins. Rooms are filled with flow- 
ering plants all year long, and the gar-

dens can be seen from every window. 

“The garden had been neglected for 
five or six years when we found it,” says 
Mrs. Lane Fox, whose husband releveled, 
replanned and replanted, laying out 
many small gardens that lead into each 
other. The dining garden (left), in a se- 
cluded spot between dining room and 
conservatory, is sheltered from the winds 
off the nearby Berkshire downs. 

As for the house itself, the owners re- 
moved the gabled third story added in 
1899. “The roof was full of dry rot and 
bees’ nests, so we decided to put the 
house back where it had been original- 
ly—to the simple, almost classical style 
of the early Victorian period.”

As is true of so many English houses, the 
entrance hall here at Hazleby House re- 
veals a great deal about the owners— 
what they love and how they live. Mr.

tury mirror and exquisite watercolors— 
mingles companionably with a painted 
rustic chest, a treasure belonging to Mrs. 
Lane Fox, who likes to collect informal 
pieces of diverse origins. 

Flowers bloom everywhere—on tables 
and floor—and fill the conservatory, 
which can be glimpsed at the end of the 
hall. ‘““‘We have almost as many plants 
indoors as out,” says Mrs. Lane Fox, 
whose potted flowers, grown in a green- 
house, complement the profusion of flow- 
ers her husband—‘“a mad, keen garden- 
er’’—grows outside. 

Almost equal to her passion fer flow- 
ers is Mrs. Lane Fox’s enthusiasm for 
remodeling. “In the beginning we were

looking for a Georgian or Queen Anne 
house, but I rather think a Victorian 
house is better for us because we wanted 
to create something. With a Victorian 
house you don’t have to stick with a 
period the way you would with an earlier 
house. You can do anything you like.” 

What she and her husband like is to 
make things as light as possible—adding 
French windows, joining rooms to make 
more spacious ones and adding the con- 
servatory. ‘““‘We both want lightness, 
brightness and lots of color because this 
is such a gray country,” she says. “We 
quite like things to look old, but bright 
along with it.” Taking her palette from 
her flowering plants, Mrs. Lane Fox 
glazed the drawing room walls (see fol- 
lowing pages) pale pink and chose fabrics 
in shades of pink and foliage-green. Here 
in the hall tempera paint pigment was 
patted onto walls, giving a soft, antique 
look to the apricot color. 


“Martin collects things, I just collect clutter,” says Mrs. Lane Fox jokingly. She is, in 
fact, an interior designer, who has delightfully combined a variety of collections (left).

Native Texan Betty Stewart is becoming something of a legend 
in her own time. Name anything concerning land or houses in 
and around the burgeoning area of Santa Fe today and some- 
one’s bound to mention what Betty Stewart is up to. Because 
she’s a modernist. And a traditionalist. And a scholar. And an 
artist raised the way only the American West knows how to 
grow them. Her parents acquired a 40,000-acre ranch in eastern 
New Mexico when she was about six. The acreage was divided 
among three camps whose upkeep fell to Betty and her brother. 
“Even as a child I always was watching the camps being built 
or remodeled,”’ she says. ““Growing up on a ranch provided 
plenty of opportunities for making ‘houses’ out of other 
things...a huge fallen log might become a ship or a grape 
arbor my overnight shelter. Nature’s marvelous that way, let- 
ting you make whatever you want from whatever’s at hand.” In 
the progression from the old stone and adobe houses that made 
up the campsites of her youth to the elegant, sophisticated 
houses she builds today is a story that is now being further 
enriched by America’s discovery of its regional treasures. The 
adobe tradition is an essential part of Betty Stewart’s house: two 
2-foot-thick walls are separated by a “partition” of air that 
serves as an insulating factor—cool in summer, warm in winter. 
Traditionally, plaster is applied to cover the adobe (mud and 
straw) building material; however, Ms. Stewart has advanced 
the form another step by applying 16th-century Italian polish- 
ing techniques that turn the gauging plaster into a light-reflect- 
ing surface. The effect is very beautiful. While Ms. Stewart’s 
own house is pristine white, others she has done feature delicate 
tints added to the plaster: salmon-pink, petal-pink, cocoa-brown 
and ochre, all with an understated sheen that almost defies 
description. Building with natural materials is of the utmost 
importance because, in her own words, “I want the eye to feel 
texture the way your hand expects to feel texture.’’ Therefore 
wood, stone and brick play important roles in each and every 
house she’s done since she devoted herself to preserving the 
northern New Mexico style 14 years ago. ‘““You know, this 
entire house was built without a level. I don’t even own a level. 
That’s how strongly I believe in the eye’s good sense.”

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The play of light and shadow across the 
walls and floors of the house is a source 
of great pleasure to Betty Stewart. The 
splayed windows in the living room (op- 
posite and top) and the kitchen (following 
pages) are set with a deep reveal to 
heighten the sense of depth in each room 
and, of course, to accentuate shadows. 
Betty Stewart searched the length and 
breadth of New Mexico before coming 
upon the 175-year-old beam she selected 
as the living room’s center rafter across 
the 18-foot-high ceiling and from which 
she hung her family’s antique crystal 
chandelier, tied with a velvet bow. 

While she hardly would call her fur- 
nishings a “collection” of anything, over 
the years she has, in fact, chosen very 
carefully what she’ll keep. Handwork is 
the determining factor: Indian rugs that 
act as runners across the hand-molded 
fired brick floors, adz-cut beams for all 
the ceilings, traditional Indian pots. She

Like the Pilgrims, the Waiteses let the season’s bounty inspire 
their menu. Unable to resist a pyramid of pumpkins at their 
country market, they created a yellow and orange color theme 
with pumpkins plus fruit and vegetable containers—sweet pep- 
pers to hold chili, orange shells to fill with chocolate ice cream, 
a pumpkin to hold dip for broccoli. Nancy’s showstopper: 
pumpkin soup, cooked and served in the shell. Raymond’s 
touch of humor: boat dishes (below) as a reminder of the 
Mayflower, which carried the Pilgrims ashore.

Eating is always an adventure at the Waites house. Guests 
know food will be hearty, but they’re never quite sure how it 
will be presented.

What is this teapot used for? There is no lid and no 
opening at the top. There is a hole in the bottom. I 
was told it is at least 200 years old. 

—H.W., Rose Creek, Minn. 
A. You have a “‘Cado- 
gan” pot. It was original- 
ly designed to hold cere- 
monial wine. The 
Chinese design was cop- 
ied in Europe by many 
firms. The Earl of Cado- 
gan introduced it to En- 
gland and the form has 
kept his name. Turn the 
pot over and put water 
into the hole. Then 

quickly turn the pot right side up. No water will spill out. 
Instead you can pour it from the spout. This ““magic’”’ was as 
exciting during the 18th century as it is now. The explana- 
tion is simple. A tube goes from the hole to within half an 
inch from the top of the pot. When the pot is filled and 
turned upright, the tube keeps the water from coming back 
out the hole. Your pot does look old. There were many made 
in the 18th century. It is worth at least $350. 





This chair seems perfect in the corner, but it is a bit 

strange to sit on. Why was it made with the leg in 
front? How old is this style of chair? It is made of a light 
wood and seems to be handmade and old. 

—E.M., Chattanooga, Tenn. 

A. You own a “round- 
about” or a “corner 
chair.” The style was first 
made in the 18th century. 
Romantic stories about 
how the chair was made 
to fit a hoop skirt or to 
make it easy to sit while 
Wearing a sword continue 
to be told. It is just a 
practical design that was 
originally made to be 
used as a desk chair. Your 
chair appears to be En- 
glish, although the i 
American ones are quite similar. If it is old, it is worth about 
$1,500. If it is a later copy, it is worth about $500. 





What can you tell me about this screen, which origi- 
nally had slotted, fabriclike panels? They were 

worn and we have replaced them. 
—Mrs. S.L., Kirkman, Iowa 





A. Your screen was made about 1905 by the Viennese firm 
of Thonet Brothers. A picture in a 1904 catalog shows the 
screen in its original form. The panels were slotted and held 
photographs and other family memorabilia. The outside 
wooden pieces are made of bentwood, which was a material 
made popular by the Thonet Brothers. Your screen, even 
with replaced panels, is worth over $4,000. 


How old is this globe on which Australia is called 
“New Holland?” —G.C., Tampa, Fla. 


A. Celestial globes were 
made in the time of the an- 
cient Greeks. Globes like 
yours were first made in 
the late 18th century. One 
of the best ways to date a 
globe is from the country 
names and their bound- 
aries. “New Holland” sug- 
gests a date before 1850. A 
globe in good condition, 
though not useful today, is 
worth $500 to $1,000. If the q 

globe was made by an important mapmaker the price could

One great plus when planning an antipas- 
to party is that you needn’t prepare ev- 
erything yourself.

Some current favorites: Deutz, Lanson, Laurent-Perrier, Pommery & Greno, and 
Veuve-Cliquot. (Expect to pay $15 to $20 for these, but watch for holiday sales.) 

Champagne deserves to be served in elegant crystal flutes. My favorite is the Baccarat 
“Dom Perignon” flute ($36 each) available at most fine stores around the country.

READY 
TO DRINK? 


The simplest answer: when they taste 
good. But how long it takes before a wine 


will taste its best depends on the kind of 


wine and on how the wine is stored. All 
wines change with time in the bottle, 
either for the worse or for the better. 
Many fine wines seem more harmonious 
and develop more bouquet with age. 
Here are some guidelines: 

® Most wines, especially white wines, are 
ready to drink when you buy them. Mus- 
cadet, Macon, Sauvignon Blanc, Chenin 
Blanc, dry Riesling and Gewurztraminer, 
Pinot Grigio, lighter-style Chardonnay, 
sparkling wine, and rosés are best when 
they are fresh and fruity and rarely im- 
prove with age. Sweet whites such as 
Sauternes can be enjoyed right away, but 
will also age and improve for about 8 to 
10 years after the vintage date. 

@ Rich California Chardonnays and 
French White Burgundies are usually 
best at about 4 years of age. 

@ With red wines there’s much more 
variation. Light reds, such as jug wines 
and Beaujolais, should be enjoyed right 
away, while flavorful Zinfandels and Chi- 
antis often seem rounder and more ap- 
pealing at about 4 or 5 years. Pinot Noirs 
and Red Burgundies can be drunk young, 
but develop extra nuances at about 5 or 6 
years. Most Barolos, Brunellos, Califor- 
nia Cabernet Sauvignons and Merlots, 
and most Bordeaux need 6 to 8 years 
minimum to lose their initial harshness 
A cru classé Bordeaux from a very fine 
vintage needs 10 to 12 years. Vintage 
Port can profit from 15 to 20 years. 

© Remember that storage conditions 
make a big difference in when a wine will 
be ready to drink. If wines are kept over 
70° (as they are in most apartments) they 
age more quickly than these guidelines

HERE'S HOW TO MAKE SENSE OF 

THE BEWILDERING CHOICES.

his year the American carpet and 
rug industry will produce enough 
carpeting to cover a two-lane 
highway going around the world two 
and half times—and some of it will 
probably end up in your home. 

Once carpets were considered a lux- 
ury, but today they provide universal 
warmth, comfort and decorative appeal 
in even the most modest homes. A se- 
ties of fiber technology breakthroughs 
has created about such a tremendous 
variety of carpets that today’s consum- 
er is faced with conf:ising choices. 

First there is the texture choice: Do 
you want a Saxony, a velvet plush, a level loop, 
a shag? Then comes the fiber selection: 
Should it be nylon, wool, polyester, acrylic? 
The labels on the backs of carpet sam- 
ples offer everything from soil resis- 
tance and static control to five-year 
guarantees and antibacterial action. 

Most carpet shoppers set out with 
two things in mind, the color they 
want and a fair notion of the amount 
of carpeting they need. After that the 
choice is very often left largely in the 
hands of the showroom salesperson. 
Considering the large investment most 
families make in carpeting and the 
years they expect to live with their 
purchase, it is worth honing your car- 
pet smarts before setting out. 
COLORS: Although you may have a 
definite shade in mind, try out a couple 
of different colors and textures at 
home. Most stores will allow customers 
to keep samples a few days. 

The carpet industry has moved 
quickly to create colors to complement 
and contrast with predominant hues in 
other home fashions, including paint. 
One company, Karastan, recently in- 
troduced 18 new shades. Interior de- 
signer Mario Buatta notes the growing 
popularity of pastels underfoot: ““We 
are getting away from the patterned

Nylon, because of its strength and re- 
sistance to abrasion, has become by far 
the most widely used carpet fiber— 
almost 88 percent of today’s carpets are 
made from nylon. It cleans well, offers 
fade-resistant colors and looks luxuri- 
ous and now has extra assets. 

Today’s nylon carpets are very dif- 
ferent from those of 10 or even four 
years ago. What the industry calls third 
and fourth generation fibers have made 
the difference. Third generation nylon 
contained coated filaments that virtu- 
ally eliminated the problem of static 
shocks by limiting the build-up of stat- 
ic electricity. Now fourth generation 
nylon offers chemically built-in soil 
and stain resistance, a vast improve- 
ment on previously used surface treat-

may mean within the child’s ability to 
buy from a monthly allowance. A doll 
collection should begin with a simple 
example, perhaps a Victorian doll with 
a china head and kid body. It needn’t 
be perfect to be cherished. 

There is one thing that you always 
should be aware of: that is the possibil- 
ity of faked antique toys, and there are 
many of them, especially mechanical 
toys that can be cleverly duplicated 
from old molds. Parents will want to 
caution their children about such fakes, 
as they will also want to exercise con- 
trol over the extent of a collection of 
anything, a control dictated by display 
and storage space. 

Let your child make some mistakes 
and learn. Even experienced adult col- 
lectors make mistakes.

too sharp for a child’s normal handling. 
Encourage your child to select pieces 
made of materials that will withstand a 
certain amount of handling, such as 
carved wooden animals—Noah’s arks, 
for instance—or cast iron toys. Dis- 
courage a too-early interest in fragile 
collectibles—glass or china figurines. 
For the younger child who may be 
tempted to play with an older sibling’s 
toys, watch out for sharp appendages 
or small parts that may loosen with age 
and can be swallowed. 

Consider future antiques for chil- 


dren. Modern collectibles may have | 


more appeal for some children now 
than pieces from the past. Space-age 
toys are desirable. There are other old 
mechanical toys presaging new inter- 
ests—toy cash registers (that have giv- 
en way to real computers); stoves, radi- 
os and TV sets and many other 
appliances that reflect the way actual 
life is rapidly changing. All these older 
toy models on the verge of obsoles- 


cence will become antique toys in time. —

for an overnight, try the Washington 
Street School built in 1889, which is 
not a school now, but a turn-of-the- 
century bed and breakfast establish- 
ment. Just down the street is the Old 
Miners Lodge, a restored home that 
welcomes guests for the night. 

Like all mining towns, Park City has 
had its ups and downs. Its silver min- 
ing heyday (the 1880s to the 1930s) is 
over, but even though the mines have 
tuckered out the town is alive and well. 
Credit for this goes to Mother Nature, 
who blessed Park City with magnifi- 
cent mountain scenery and unlimited 
snowfall, coupled with farsighted en- 
trepreneurs who, over the years, de- 
signed and built miles of ski runs. 

By mid-November or early Decem- 
ber Park City’s ski season is under way. 
Within close proximity of the old min- 
ing town are three ski areas ... Park 
City, Deer Valley and Park West. All 
take pride in having deep powder, per- 
fectly groomed runs and no lift lines. 

Park City Ski Area, with a base ele- 
vation of 6,900 feet and a summit of 
10,000 feet, provides runs that seem to 
last forever. This is Utah’s largest ski 


area with an average yearly snowfall of 


400 inches. Unique to skiing here is 
being able to view the old mining ru- 
ins. This gives the 20th-century visitor 
an opportunity to reflect back on the 
hard life that 19th-century miners were 
_ exposed to while working deep in the 
| bowels of the earth. It is difficult to 
believe that their hell has now become 
the skiers’ paradise. 

The past 100 years have taken Park 
City from a silver-mining boom town 
to today’s three ski-resort community. 
In this centennial year Park City is 
meeting the challenge to balance con- 
_temporary ski development with his- 
_ toric preservation so the visitor can ex- 
périence the best of past and present. 


WALLACE, IDAHO 

Like Park City, Wallace is celebrat- 
ing it’s 100th birthday, but is still a 
mining community. It is, in fact, the 
center of the Coeur d’Alene Mining 
District and is known as “The Silver 
Capital of the World.” The district pro- 
duces about half the nation’s silver. 





Wallace sits at the confluence of five 
major canyons of the Bitteroot Moun- 
tain range in northern Idaho. Though 
typical of most small Idaho mining 
towns in its mountainous topography, 
Wallace boasts an architectural integri- 
ty and a justifiable pride of survival 
that sets it apart from its neighbors. 

In the historic district there are some 
500 homes and over 40 commercial 
buildings. The area reflects the 1890 to 
1930 period, its four main residential 
styles being Queen Anne, American 
colonial revival, bungalow and English 
cottage. 

By taking a walking tour of Cedar 
Street you can view a stately Queen 
Anne residence at 301 Cedar, built in 
1893 by Harry White of the White & 
Bender Company, a major grocery 
wholesaler in the Coeur d’Alene min- 
ing region. At 102-106 Cedar there are 
two reverse twin bungaloid style 
homes (1914), characterized by hipped 
roofs and massive proportions connect- 
ed by a tunnel that ran under the 
driveway. Farther down the street at 
224 Cedar is one of the town’s older 


homes (1894), which displays an imagi- 
native combination of several Queen 
Anne elements. Many homes in the 
district have such details as gables, tur- 
rets, verandas and decorative window 
and cast iron fences. 

In 1890 Wallace’s commercial district 
was devastated by fire. The rebuilding 
took five months and employed styles 
typical of the late Victorian period ... 
cast iron elements and sheet iron cor- 
nices. Today, the historical business 
district contains some of the finest ex- 
amples of late Victorian, second Re- 
naissance revival and neoclassical re- 
vival architecture. 

At the intersection of Sixth and Bank 
stands the most diversified group of 
historic buildings in the commercial 
district. The White & Bender and Ros- 
si Insurance buildings stand on the 
two southern corners, their pressed 
metal turrets characteristic of the 
Queen Anne style. The second Renais- 
sance terra-cotta First National Bank 
(1917), neoclassical revival Masonic 
Lodge Hall and the 1920s commerical

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le Idaho Building occupy the 
northeast corner. 1] tory Delas- 
mutt building served as the County 
Courthouse from 1895 to 1905. Origi- 
nally it was the site of the first post 
office operated by Lucy Wallace, wife 


of the city’s founder, Colonel W.R. 
Wallace. 

Few old mining towns are in such 
good condition, with whole blocks 
standing as they were in 1895. If you 
want a taste of history seasoned with 


good food, then the great turn-of-the- 


century Jameson Dining Room and 
Saloon is the place to take a pause. The 
dining room’s chandeliers, beautiful 
woodwork and Oriental carpets pro- 
vide a wonderful atmosphere. Restora- 
tion of the Jameson, completed in 1979, 
won ‘it the Idaho Historical Preserva- 
tion Council’s Orchid Award. Other 
noteworthy stops are the chateau style 
Northern Pacific Depot (1901) and the 
Coeur d’ Alene District Mining Muse- 
um. Part of the building has the tall 
Art Deco style parapet. 

Unlike Telluride and Park City, Wal- 
lace does not depend on the winter ski 
season and tourist influx for its healthy 














economy. Its silver mines are alive and 
well and have been for over 100 years. 
For this reason, the Silverhorn Ski 
Area, situated on the western slope of 
the Bitteroot Mountains, is probably 
the best-kept secret in the country. 

The slopes are located just 18 miles 
west of Wallace. They boast 120 inches 
of powder snow each season, 200 acres 
of terrain and 14 major runs that lace 
Silverhorn’s twin peaks together. The 
mountain is served by a day lodge with 
spacious cafeteria and lounge. There 
are no accommodations on the slope; 
the skier will need to find a cozy hotel 
in Kellogg or Wallace. 

Whether it is Telluride, Colorado; 
Park City, Utah; or Wallace, Idaho, one 
visit to these old historic mining towns 
and you're hooked. The people, the 
mountains, the skiing, the history—all 
create that mining town magic! @

Exotic plants can 
give an unusual and 
unexpected look to 


your indoor garden 


By KEN DRUSE 

The 1960s marked the beginning of 
the era of indoor gardening, when 
houseplants became integral to the 
home interior. By 1980, it would be 
safe to say, nearly every household 
in America included at least one in- 
door plant. Today, when people 
move to a new home—whether it’s 
an apartment with sunny windows 
or a freestanding house with its own 
garden—chances are one of their 
first chores is to shop for that per- 
fect tree for the living room or a 
blooming plant for the bedside. 

Many indoor gardeners develop 
specialties—notably if they achieve 
success with a particular kind of 
plant. If one African violet thrives, 
soon 10 grow on the windowsill, 
and 30 more bloom under lights. 
Other fanciers grow exotic plants. 
Many of these strange, beautiful 
plants are easy to grow. 

My own collections features some 
of the most unusual indoor plants. 
Among my favorites are the cycads, 
ancient conifers that grew abun- 
dantly before the palms evolved. 
One, Zamia furfuracea, has stiff 
cardboardlike leaves on fronds that 
emanate from pineapplelike bases. 
For about three weeks in the late 
spring, the zamias develop new 
fronds that quickly mature. During 
that time, I give them plenty of wa- 
ter and bright sun. For the rest of 
the year, these plants can be used 
anywhere around the home, even in 








the very darkest corner, for a time. 
Another amazing plant is Hy- 
drosme rivieri, from Southeast Asia. 


It grows from a corm planted just 
below the soil surface. In spring, a 
stalk forms magnificent umbrella- 
like leaves. In fall, the plant yellows 
and goes dormant. I store mine un- 
der the kitchen sink in dry soil in its 
pot until growth begins again. 

Bowiea volubilis is the climbing 
onion—an easy plant to grow. A 
huge bulb grows on the soil surface 
from which 8-foot-long leafless 
shoots grow. In summer, it some- 
times goes dormant; I withhold wa- 
ter until a new shoot sprouts. 

There are many bizarre euphor- 
bias that make terrific indoor plants. 
Euphorbia tirucalli, the pencil cac- 
tus, has pea-green stems, no leaves 
and can reach a height of 10 feet, 
while E. obesa, the baseball plant, 
forms a perfect 3-inch-diameter 
sphere. Both of these plants are 
available at better plant stores. 

Pachypodiums are also cactuslike 
succulents, and there are many to 
choose from. My favorite is the ele- 
gant Madagascar palm. All pachy- 
podiums have spiny trunks and 
leafy top growth and are striking. 

Scour horticultural journal classi- 
fied ads for catalogs offering unusu- 
al plants. Don’t fear the unusual. 
Some of these plants may be des- 
tined to become treasured additions 
to your plant collections and your 
decorating scheme. @

ig, beautifully illustrated, hand- 

somely produced books are not 

difficult to find this time of year, 
but many seem to skimp on the text. 
The following books were chosen be- 
cause the words in each give as much 
pleasure as the pictures. The first two 
books are so meticulously researched 
that they might be considered scholarly 
if they weren’t such fun to read! 
® The ultimate present for decorating 
amateurs and professionals is Authentic 
Decor: The Domestic Interior (1620-1920) by 
Peter Thornton (Viking, $100). Mr. 
Thornton works at London’s Victoria 
and Albert Museum, with access to its 
unexcelled facilities. He has illustrated 
each period of interior design with 
paintings, drawings, watercolors and 
photographs of rooms made at the time the 
rooms were new. As he points out, ““No 
restoration can be anything other than 
an attempt to recreate something the 
restorer has never seen.” Particularly 
fascinating is his analysis of how peo- 
ple used their rooms. 
® Art Plastic: Designed for Living by Andrea 
DiNoto (Abbeville Press, $45) has such 
glorious color photographs that even 
people with a prejudice against plastic 
will be won over. The author points 
out the beauty of designs as diverse as 
a washing machine agitator and a Lu- 
cite evening bag, and she writes as 
knowledgeably about design in general 
as she does about the history of plastic. 
® For a personal rather than a scholarly 
view of decorating and design, The En- 
} glishwoman s House (Salem House/Merri- 
mack Publisher’s Circle, $27) makes 
} lively and entertaining reading whether 
| you admire the English country style or 
not. Old English houses may seem ro- 
mantic to live in, but often require hard 
work to furnish, maintain and modern- 
ize. Twenty-eight women write loving- 
ly and with a great deal of humor 
} about coping with all these problems. 
Color photographs are excellent. 


© The Illustrated Cider With Rosie by Laurie 
Lee (Crown, $19) offers a completely 
different look at English life—a view 
from the farmhouse instead of the 
manor. Mr. Lee’s account of growing 
up in an affectionate although father- 
less household in a Cotswold village 
just after World War I is earthy, often 
hilarious and always touching—with- 
out ever being sentimental. Small color 
pictures interspersed with old family 
photographs contribute the atmosphere 
of the period to almost every page. 
® David Hockney’s Cameraworks (Knopf, 
$50) is as different from other photog- 
raphy books as you might expect from 
a painter who devoted two years to 
experimenting with a camera. The re- 
sult is Mr. Hockney’s photocollages 
(the best reproduced beautifully in the 
book), which comprise 20 or more sep- 
arate shots of the same subject. The 
photographs are then joined in a slight- 
ly disjointed way to re-create the way 
we really see things. As Mr. Hockney 
explains to Lawrence Weschler, who 
wrote the superb accompanying text: 
“".. my eye doesn’t capture you in 
your entirety, but instead quickly in 
nervous little glances.” 
@ Of the dozens of beautifully illus- 
trated, well-written children’s books 
this season one of the most enchanting 
is Sir Cedric (Farrar Straus Giroux, $12) 
by Roy Gerrard, whose prize-winning 
book The Favershams was a highlight last 
year. Sir Cedric is a cheerful, bald 
knight who goes off on his long-legged 
horse to rescue a princess, Matilda the 
Pure. Mr. Gerrard’s intricate and un- 
usual colored drawings show careful 
research in medieval art, but the humor 
is purely contemporary. 
© The Selfish Giant by Oscar Wilde (Pic- 
ture Book Studio, $12) has been illus- 
trated by Lisbeth Zwerger. Her delicate 
watercolors, showing characters in 
19th-century clothes, are a delight.

Each chapter has a 
theme, ranging from an elegant spring 
wedding to a Tex-Mex party. 

® Michael Smith’s A Cook's Tour of Britain 
(distributed by British Book Source, 
$19) is filled with recipes for British 
classics and quirky regional dishes such 
as Hen on Her Nest, Ginger Fairings 
and Stargazey pie. Each chapter is de- 
voted to a particular region and opens 
with amusing historical tidbits and 
mention of gastronomic specialties and 
their origins.

FOR THE KIDS ON YOUR LIST GIVE ANTIQUE TOYS THEY CAN 
ENJOY AND “EVEN ... PASS ALONG TO THEIR CHILDREN”

s much as turkey, tinseled trees, 
twinkle-lights and Tiny Tim, 
toys are an integral part of any 
Norman Rockwell-esque Christmas. 
More than mere juvenile playthings, 
toys are child-size mirror images of our 
holiday world—Christmas past, pres- 
} ent and future, real and imagined. 

Far from being restricted to the 
exclusive domain of children, toys 
have now joined the list of legitimate 
collectibles. And it’s not just antique 
‘dolls (for her) and Lionel trains (for 
him) anymore. Today, toys of every 
description are finding favor among 
collectors. 

Tin toys are the newest and possibly 
the fastest growing category. From the 
J early 19th century up until 15 years 
ago, millions and millions of pressed 
tin toys were manufactured in Germa- 
ny, France, the United States, England 
| and Japan. Then, about 1970, the age of 
! petro-chemistry dawned, bringing with 
it “unbreakable” (in theory) plastic 
| playthings, making tin toys obsolete 
and instantly collectible. These items 
» were manufactured in such quantities, 
| however, that the supply is vast and 
the prices are affordable. 

True, earlier this year, a 1905 battle- 
ship went for a high bid of $15,400 at 
Sotheby’s in New York. But these are 
_ exceptions. Dealers know that most 
antique toys are worth only what 
someone is willing to pay for it. 

“One does not have to spend a lot of 
money,” says Chicago antique toy 
dealer Dale Kelly, publisher of Antigue 
Toy World magazine. ‘There were thou- 
sands of tin toys made after World 
War II that are now going for $25 or 
$50 or $100.” 

Hellertown, Pa., dealer/collector Bud 
Krause agrees: “There really isn’t a set

figure for what any toy is worth. It can 
range all over the place depending on 
its condition.” 

Technically, of course, condition is 
the most significant factor in setting 
the price of a tin toy, aside from scarci- 
ty. While restoration is possible, nov- 
ices should probably resist the urge to 
repaint or repair, both of which can 
decrease a toy’s value by as much as 
half if not meticulously done. 

But, wait, we are talking about 
Christmas presents here, not museum 
pieces. What better gift for a young- 
ster—of any age—than a toy imbued 
with history, blemished with the pati- 
na of constant, loving use. 

“Toy collecting is the most emotion- 
al hobby of all,” says Mr. Kelly, ‘far 
more emotional than collecting stamps 
or coins. It touches your childhood.” 

Says Rex Barrett, another Illinois 
collector, “I always tell people to just 
buy what they like, not what’s sup- 
posed to be valuable.” His 15-year 
quest for antique toys began with the 
flea market find of a Tonka Toy Car- 
nation Milk truck, a duplicate of the 
one he had as a boy. The original was 


left abroad when his missionary par- 
ents brought the family back to the 
United States. My brothers and I had 
lots of toys, but the truck was the only 
one that meant anything to me. So, 
when I found another one at the flea 
market I bought it for two dollars 
and I still have it.” 
The history of the tin toy, both in 
America and Europe, goes back to the 
& early 19th century and the beginning 
of the Industrial Revolution. What 
passed for high-tech at the time cre- 
ated the means for producing tin plate, 
decorating it with lithographed designs 
and pressing it into shape. The Indus- 
trial Revolution also created a moneyed 
middle class with enough disposable 
income to buy factory-made play- 


- things for its children. 


Tin toys fall into three broad catego- 
ries: transportation toys, comic charac- 
ter toys and novelty toys. Transporta- 
tion toys include tin cars, trucks, 
trolleys, buses, trains, planes and boats. 
The newest trend in this category is the 
collecting of tin toy cars made in Japan 
between 1950 and 1970. After World 
War II, the Japanese became the master 
automotive toy makers of the world. 
Their attention to detail in reproducing 
miniatures of American cars (which 
sometimes hit the toy stores at the 
same time the real things hit the car 
dealerships) created a huge demand by 
American children. 

Comic character toys include stand- 
bys like Charlie Chaplin, Mickey 
Mouse, Donald Duck, Li’] Abner, 
Howdy Doody, the Lone Ranger, Pop- 
eye, Mr. Magoo and, later, the Flint- 
stones and other comic strip characters. 
Produced mainly in the 1930s, many of 
these figurines were wind-up toys that 
danced, walked or waddled.

Finding tin toys is easier than you 
may think. Literally hundreds of an- 
tique toy auctions and toy shows are 
held throughout the year, all across the 
country, in small towns as well as ma- 
jor cities. Watch your newspaper for 
announcements. 

Why not start your tin toy shopping 
at home by inventorying your attic or 
basement? Then check with parents or 
grandparents. If you didn’t save a toy 
or two from your own childhood, per- 
haps they did. Estate sales and neigh- 
borhood garage sales, events that mark | 
the liquidation of a single family’s pos- 
sessions, are also excellent resources for 


toy hunters. Scout flea markets, sec- 
ond-hand stores and antiques shops. 
Even if they don’t sell vintage toys, 
antique dealers usually know who does. | 

If you'd like to give an antique toy to 
a child, there is no need to invest in a 
precious and pricey museum piece. 
Give a tin toy that children can appre- 
ciate in a hands-on way. After all, it’s 
not the price tag that makes a tin toy | 
valuable to a child. 

Look for a tin toy gift that is particu- 
larly meaningful to you or the persons | 
it’s going to. If the intended recipients 
fancy antiques, try to find something 
from their favorite era. Look for a car 
that matches the aging model in their 
garage or the one they bought when 
they graduated from college or the one 
that took them to the prom or on their

his was to be the

tree. Although 
Christmas had always

It sat on the back porch looking 
a little forlorn. To all my friends I ex- 
plained my new stance. Their respons- 
es ranged from sympathetic agreement 
to comic outrage. Said one: “You're not 
going to have a tree! But you can’t do 
that! We don’t have a tree because we 
celebrate Chanukah, but we always 
look forward to your tree. You've got to 
have one!” 





Tradition is one way we hold the 


past and present together. I began to 
waver. 

One afternoon on my way to the 
cleaners, I found myself driving past 
the Armenian grocery store where I 
had always bought my Christmas trees 
in years past. I drove into the lot next 
to the store. The first trees had just 
arrived. Some were already upright on 
their wooden stands; others lay in stiff 
dark piles. It wouldn’t hurt just to 
sniff. The air was intoxicating with the 
fragrance of spruce and fir. It was like 
waving a hot fudge sundae under the 
nose of a chocoholic. Resolutely I 
turned on my heel and left. I would not 
be seduced.

CHRISTMAS IN SAVANNAH IS A COLORFUL SAMPLER 
WRAPPED IN THE WARMTH 
AND CHARM OF A GREAT HISTORIC CITY 


By MERVYN KAUFMAN 
f you’re dreaming of a white 
Christmas, with tree limbs 
glistening and icicle fringes 
hanging off roofs and window 
ledges, you won’t find it in Sa- 
vannah, Ga. What you will see 
are palm trees, holly, paper- 


Pyracanthus coquinas trees with 
bright red berries. You'll also 
find mild weather and a Christ- 
mas spirit infused with southern 
warmth and hospitality in a 251- 
year-old city that has brought its 
rich history back in focus. 

In 1733 General James E. Ogle- 
thorpe and 120 fellow English- 
men crossed the Atlantic to establish 
Georgia as the 13th colony. Reaching 
their destination they floated upriver 


| past waving fields of rich marsh grass. 
. Fittingly, they named the river and city 


they founded Savannah. 

General Oglethorpe devised a chess- 
board city plan that placed houses of 
uniform size on similar-size plots fac- 
ing a series of public squares. Within a 


century, as the city grew, two dozen 


such squares came into being. Ogle- 


; thorpe’s vision embraced every detail

of the city’s physical layout, but he 
could not have foreseen that cotton 
would become king in the southern 
colonies and Savannah would be home 
to a new society of merchant princes. 
Today, 20 of the original squares still 
exist. One is named after Oglethorpe, 
as is the principal east-west thorough- 
fare in the historic district, a 2.5-mile 
rectangle extending south from the riv- 
er. What remains of old Savannah has 
survived the Revolutionary War, dev- 
astating fires in 1796 and 1820, and a

blockade near the climax of the War 
Between the States. On December 24, 
1864, the city surrendered to General 
Sherman, who wrote President Lincoln, 
“T beg to present you as a Christmas 
gift the City of Savannah with 150 
heavy guns and plenty of ammunition 
and also about 25,000 bales of cotton.” 
It was a generous gift, but its value 
diminished in time, what with eco- 
nomic depressions, epidemics and the 
collapse of cotton prices in 1895. The 
city’s fortunes sagged badly during the 
first half of the 20th century as man- 
sions became slums and rooming 
houses, and decay spread inexorably. 
Progress of sorts reared its head in 
the early 1950s: When three of the fa- 
bled squares were eliminated and the 
colorful city market was leveled to 
make room for a parking garage, seven 
Savannahians, wives of socially promi- 
nent financiers, formed the Historic 
Savannah Foundation. Their first chal- 
lenge was to prevent the once magnifi- 
cent Isaiah Davenport mansion from 


being razed. Its restoration 
sparked a movement that has 
since seen 1,100 buildings 
brought back to life. 

Today, 18 years after down- 
town Savannah was designated a 
National Historic District, the 
city is a preservation showcase. 
To appreciate 
achieved and to see what is tak- 
ing place right now to revive the 


what’s been 


derelict Victorian district, there 
are guided tours by bus, car or 
horse-drawn carriage. But seeing 
the city on foot, discovering its 
secrets and joys on one’s own, is 
a uniquely rich experience. — 

To sample this uniqueness 
and, specifically, to experience 
the Christmas Tour of Homes, 
my wife, my 14-year-old daughter and 
I spent a day aboard Amtrak’s Palmetto 
from New York City to Savannah last 
year. We arrived in the evening in a 
city shimmering in moonlight. 

The next day we took the first of 
two afternoon-long house tours—in 
all, 11 homes and one church—that be- 
gan at the DeSoto Hilton hotel on 15 
East Liberty Street. 

The tours provided a splendid intro- 
duction to Savannah’s history; they 
also gave us an opportunity to meet 
some of the city’s most culturally con- 
cerned citizens, who acted as guides in 
each house. Every imaginable architec- 
tural style was represented, and all ex- 
isted in harmony. 

This year the 10th annual Christmas 
Tour of Homes will be held Saturday 
and Sunday, December 15 and 16. Tra- 
ditionally, a different set of houses will 
be open each day.

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“A tad of Savannah for 
you: camellias and grapefruit from our 
garden....” The gift was from the 
Stanfords. We were astonished. 

The camellias on their long stems 
adorned our room during our stay, and 


was this note: 


the grapefruits were joyously eaten 
during one of our breakfasts. 

The Ballastone was a genteel retreat 
from the hubbub of the city. Inside our 
room we felt as though we had stepped 
back in time. Each of the inn’s rooms 
was spacious, with a fireplace and seat- 
ing area in addition to high four-poster 
canopy beds. Downstairs, a decorated 
mantel and ceiling-high Christmas tree 
saluted the holiday season. 

If you're like most people walking 
about a strange city in December, 
you're not idly window shopping but 
Christmas shopping in earnest. We de- 
cided that the best place to start our 
shopping tour was the Exhibit A Gal- 
lery at the Savannah College of Art 
and Design (SCAD). Normally a gal- 
lery displaying the work of regional 
artists, college faculty and students, it 
becomes the Holiday Shop from mid- 
November through December. 

SCAD was closed for the holidays, 
so we didn’t find many of the 400-plus 
students in the studios, workshops and 
galleries, but the college was definitely 
worth exploring because of the build- 
ing it occupied: the 91-year-old former 
Savannah Volunteer Guards Armory at 
Bull and Charlton streets. With its 
castlelike red brick facade, its arches, 
turrets, tower and decorative wrought 
ironwork, the building has been vari- 
ously a high school, U.S.O. facility and 
military museum. In 1977, the structure 
was beautifully rehabilitated, both in- 
side and out. 

Savannah is a living laboratory of 
historic preservation, which happens to 
be one of six disciplines for which 
SCAD offers a Bachelor of Fine Arts 
degree. Others include graphic design, 
painting, interior design and photogra- 
phy. Richard and Paula Rowan, both 
professional educators, started the 
school in 1979, but it has the look and 
feel of a longtime establishment. 

Walking north from SCAD, we be- 
gan to see other shops as we ap- 


proached Liberty Street, the commer- 
cial east-west axis that divides the 
district’s northern and southern sectors 
just as Bull Street divides east from 
west. At Bull and Liberty there was 
The Gingham Garden, with windows 
filled with fine porcelain, ceramics, 
coral, dried flower wreaths and lavish 
silk-flower arrangements. On the op- 
posite corner we found Through the 
Looking Glass. Inside was a fairyland 
setting for Paddington Bears, Peter 





Cottontails and other stuffed-animal 


families. Among the gift ideas for the 
very young were bibs with hand-em- 
broidered monograms. One 
“Amy,” a reminder to me of long-ago 
days when my daughter was an infant. 

Contiguous to this shop was Little- 
johns, with its place mats, hand-carved 
napkin rings, porcelain and brass ob- 
jects and potpourris. Also, in the center

of this array of diminutive gifts was an — 


antique oak icebox in mint condition 
for $275. 


We then headed for the riverfront. In 


these warehouses factors, or brokers, 


traded on the cotton exchange. Thus — 
the string of red-brick buildings built © 


on the bluff above the river was called 
Factors Walk. On the inland, or Bay 
Street side, the buildings were three 
stories high, and wrought-iron bridges 
connected them to the bluff. On the 
river side, the structures were six sto- 


ries high and could accommodate ships 


loading at dockside. 
The three-story sections facing Bay 
Street now house offices and some 


apartments. Cobblestone ballast from > 


old clipper ships paves the wide walk 
linking Factors Walk to the riverfront; 
it also lines the nine-block strip, now 
known as River Street, that runs along 
the base of the old warehouse build- 


ings. Only instead of warehouses there | 


are restaurants, art galleries, boutiques 
and pubs, even a maritime museum. 
To fortify ourselves for the River 
Street sojourn, we stopped first at the 
Shrimp Factory (313 E. River), lured 
by the menu’s meal-in-one shrimp 
cocktail. While we ate, our waiter de- 
scribed a specialty we each swore we'd 
try the next time: Pine Bark Stew— 
shrimp, scallops, bacon, potatoes, oys- 
ters and, yes, chunks of pine bark. 
Moving along River Street we

The farmhouse came first, later to be replaced by a two-story colonial revival 
structure in the heart of the Berkshires in Massachusetts. The sculptor came next— 
Daniel Chester French, perhaps America’s first world-renowned commercial artist, 
whose “Minute Man” in Concord, Mass., is engraved on this country’s conscious- 
ness. The studio came last. It would be his life half the year—from April through 
November. Accounts say he had been looking for years for the ideal spot in which 
to work and decided without a moment's hesitation to take the place after he had 
seen the magnificent view. Today Chesterwood is administered by the National 
Trust for Historic Preservation. Its curator and director, Paul Ivory, has instituted a 
tradition that celebrates the artistic heritage of the house and studio every Christ- 
mas season by inviting the whole Berkshire community to decorate the property 
for a final fund-raising project in mid-November. These pictures reflect the tradi- 
tional as well as inspired use of boughs, wreaths, garlands, trees and flowers.

Daniel Chester French was a renaissance man: He had a wide scope of 
learning at his disposal in order to be the sculptor, painter, planner, land- 
scape designer and gardener that he was. Chesterwood’s design—the house, 
gardens, studio and interior decoration—teflect all these skills. Today a local 
staff of volunteers runs the management of the house, studio and grounds as 
a national landmark. Every year, Christmas at Chesterwood shares with its 
1,000 visitors the holiday festivities of another era brought to life by the 
generosity and hard work of area garden clubs, business, youth and service 
organizations, museums, florists, antiques shops and collectors. Some 150 
volunteers decorate the buildings, give guided tours, lend and demonstrate 
their own antique toys and provide the refreshments that bespeak a truly 


old-fashioned Christmas.

Crumple the 3-inch 
piece into a ball; place it at a corner of 
the 4-inch piece. Fold opposite corner of 
the 4-inch piece toward the ball, sand- 
wiching the ball between layers of tissue 
to form a triangle. Fold the other two 
corners of the triangle toward the ball, 
then roll and twist folded paper to resem- 
ble a tight bud with crumpled ball at 
base of the bud; wrap with floral wire 
around bud base, securing paper. 

Trace a pattern for a rose petal seven 
times on the tissue paper and cut them 
out. Add petals around the bud, one at a 
time and wire-wrap, keeping bottom 
edges even. Make a 1-3/4-inch stem base 
with wire, wrap to base of flower with 
tape. Bunch two or three for colorful 
impact and secure.

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Creative energy runs high all year round 
in the Cross family. John, who whittles 
folk art figures, loves his craft so much 
that he does it every day while walking to 
and from his advertising agency. “I often 
bump into things,” he admits. Linda 
teaches quilt-making, makes papier ma 
ché animals, and paints still lifes in oils 
and watercolors. “At the end of every day 
we have something wonderful to show 
each other,” says John. 

It is at Christmastime, however, that 
the level of artistic energy reaches its 
peak. The Crosses and their son, Peter, 
who live in New York City, always spend 
the holidays at their 1863 farmhouse in 
the Hudson River Valley. There they deck 
their halls and porch with greens and 
wreaths, bake cookies, make new orna 
ments for their tree and plan gatherings 
for their friends and relatives. And experi- 
menting is part of the creative fervor. 
“We like to try new things—new parties, 
new cookies, new ways of decorating the 
tree,” says Linda, “but there are a few 
things we always do every year. We al 
ways make presents to give each other 
on Christmas Eve, and we always read 
Dylan Thomas's A Child’s Christmas in 
Wales. Of course, by now we know the 
story by heart, and quote lines from it all 
during the year. These traditions are the 
things that give structure to the day and 
make Christmas precious.” 

One of the Crosses’ newest creations— 
but fast becoming one of their favorite 
traditions—is a skating party. It evolved 
from someone's suggestion a few years 
ago that everyone go skating on the 
Crosses’ pond after toasting the New 
Year. Modified slightly, the party now 
includes all ages, and families are invited 
to come in the afternoon so that the 
children can go skating before dark. “The 
nice thing about having Christmas in the 
country is that our friends all have house- 
guests—from grandparents to toddlers. It 
makes a nice span of ages,” says Linda. 
Organizing the party carefully to accom- 
modate several generations, she Oversees 
such hospitable details as taking porch 
chairs and blankets down to the pond 
and building a fire so that young skaters 
can warm up. After skating, the children 
have a supper of hamburgers (or some- 
thing equally easy to manage), then roast 
marshmallows in the fireplace while the 


grown-ups convene for dinner. 
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Last year at their annual skating party 
John and Linda Cross served the first 
course of hot soup in the front hall so 
that guests could warm up the minute 
they came in. The main course—Cornish 
hens and tortellini salad—was served in 
the dining room (right). Covered with 
two paisley shawls in blending patterns 
the buffet table stood between two elab- 
orately decorated trees. “Because we 
make new ornaments every year we al- 
ways have a tree that is chock-full. Last 
year we decided we had plenty to deco- 
rate two trees,” Linda explains. 

The farmhouse, with four spacious 
rooms on the first floor, adapts beautiful- 
ly to a buffet dinner. The Crosses fell in 
love with the house the first time they 
saw the wide floorboards, the graceful 
Staircase in the hall, and the spacious 
front rooms. “It really is very grand for an 
upstate farmhouse,” says Linda. “Both 
living and dining rooms are 18 feet 
square. We added to the grandeur a bit 
by putting in marble mantels.” Two back 
rooms, recently enlarged to make stu- 
dios—one for painting, one for wood- 
work—handle an overflow of diners.

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he word “decorating” usually implies an 

abundance of things—furniture, fabric, 

curtains, pictures on the wall. But often the 

very best decorating is the least, especially 

when the rooms themselves are as magnifi- 
cent as these in a New York City apartment. The young 
owners feel strongly that ‘these rooms have an inherent 
beauty that can stand alone.” As they say of the living 
room, “We didn’t want anyone to walk in and say, 
‘What a wonderful couch.’ We wanted the room to be 
seen as a whole rather than as separate parts. And the 
walls and windows themselves are exciting enough to 
look at—we don’t need paintings.” Even the floors in 
both living and dining rooms were left uncovered be- 
cause the parquet squares—laid so that light and dark 
wood alternate—are so beautiful. 

This kind of elegant simplicity may look easy to 
achieve, but in fact the owners have invested a great 
deal of creative effort to make it work. “All our original 
instincts were errors,” they say. “We bought a colorful 
small print for the dining room window seat, but after 
living with it for a while found we didn’t like little bitty 
things—we like everything functional and bare to show 
the rooms off.” Minimal furniture—only a table, chairs 
and the window seat—in the dining room (/eft) serves 
a double purpose. It lets the handsome wood paneling 
take center stage, and also helps to lighten the once 
medieval room. Although the owners had decided to 





paint the low paneling in the living room, it seemed 
“sacrilegious,” as their architect, Thomas McHugh, put 
it, to paint the dining room. He designed the bird's-eye 
maple table to lighten the atmosphere, and together he 
and the owners decided to strip and bleach the wood 
work. Chairs are Thonet, c. 1935. Antique lamps, reflect 
ing off the table, and a pale peach ceiling contribute a

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English Folly 


he perfect weekend hideaway must have 

two things: the look of a dream-come-true 

and the underpinnings of functional reality. 

London antiques dealer Charles Beresford 
Clark (inset: above right) has spent the last eight years 
working on the transformation of just such a dream- 
like reality he’s found deep in the farm-studded coun- 
tryside of Suffolk. The two-story structure (/eft), affec- 
tionately called The Temple, is thought to be a former 
hunting lodge whose execution and design was the 
work of Sir Robert Taylor (1714-1788). Restoring the 
house that sits on an acre of land in a park of about 
3,000 acres meant installing electricity, reviving a gar- 
den and redredging a canal to create a wonderful 





pond he then stocked with carp. What's more, the 
minuscule dwelling, which Mr. Beresford-Clark thinks might have served as a prototype 
for one of the Georgian architect's full-scale villas, boasts a living room-salon whose 
ceiling rivals those in houses by Robert Adam and John Burlington. While The Temple 
may have properly served as a hunting lodge in the 18th century it is more likely that 
the lodge was built as a “folly,” a kind of architectural entertainment meant to amuse 
the eye and kindle the romantic imagination. That the house is as big as a postage 
stamp is part of all the fun. The little house lives big because of the clever illusions of 
perspective Mr. Beresford-Clark has restored. From the second-story living room (fol 
lowing pages ) there is a view of water that deceives the eye and makes the house feel 
grand and elegant as if it were on an exotic Venetian canal. >

Upstairs there 
are plaster busts, an octagonal oak table by the Gothic designer Augustus Welby Pugin, 
some good Irish chairs and a traditional reed-woven matting, a floorcovering made and 
used in the country houses of Suffolk for literally centuries. The cotton prints down 
stairs contrast with the Victorian fabrics, chinoiserie and fine porcelains above. What a 


challenge to bring this house into the tempo of living today. ™

Just what is it that makes the architectural details of the past so 
appealing? Certainly it's the way we can use them to decorate a 
room: creating small-scale, handcrafted ornamentation where 
there is none, adding a focal point to a room without a view, or 
bringing a bit of whimsy to a dull space. But beyond that, there 
is the appeal of history, myth and symbol in these details, 
whether they are antique or reproductions (on these pages all 
are reproductions ). 

Applied decoration first appeared in ancient temples when 
sacrifices—choice crops, flowers, animals, even people—began 
to be represented on the walls. Some details have both symbol-

ic and practical origins: Columns, for example, began as wood- 
en posts to support buildings; the bases and pedestals were 
added to keep the wood from rotting. Proportions were de- 
rived from human scale: Doric columns were six times their 
own width in height (based on the height/width ratio of the 
average man), and Ionic columns were eight times as high as 
wide (based on the more slender measure of a woman). Niches 
were used in tombs to hold funerary urns, and brackets sup- 
ported cornices or shelves. Although these fragments began 
with a function, they have become objects to enjoy for their 
intrinsic beauty.

been wondering about the maker. 
—H.J.H., Palm Springs, Calif. 


A. The golden age of 
French clocks was during 
the reign of Louis XVI. 
Brille made clocks in Paris 
around 1750 in the accept- 
ed styles. The idea of an 
elaborate figure of bronze 
or gold ormolu supporting 
or surrounding a clock face 
was popular. If your clock 
is not working it is worth 
over $2,000; if in working 
condition it is worth at 





least 50 percent more. 


My chair seems to be made of walnut, but the arms 

are of a different finish. The seat falls out if it is 
turned upside down. What should I do to restore it? 

—J.L., Otego, N.Y. 


A. Your chair is in the style that is called George II in 
England and Chippendale in America. It dates from the mid- 
18th century. Most were of mahogany, but some early ones 
were walnut. It is not un- 
usual to have solid wal- 
nut for the carved parts, 
and walnut veneer for 
smooth surfaces. Dining 
room sets with many 
straight chairs and two 
armchairs are in demand 
and sometimes new arms 
were added to old chairs. 
The seat is a slip seat 
made to be removed for 
reupholstering. Wedge 
some fabric into the frame 
to secure it. The arms 
could be refinished to 
match the chair. If your 
chair is old it is worth 
from $1,000 to $1,500. 





What can you tell me about this lacquered, gilt game 
table? Inside are many small ivory pieces. It is 28 
inches high, 25 inches long and 16 inches deep. 
—L.E., Northampton, Mass. 


A. Your table looks 
more like a sewing table 
than a game table. Per- 
haps the small ivory 
pieces are really spools 
for thread or special 
types of spindles and 
needles. Oriental lac- 
quer ware has been 
popular with Western- 
ers since the 17th centu- 
ry. By the 18th century 
the Chinese were mak- 
ing lacquered furniture 
and objects for export. 
Western shapes were 
covered with the tradi- 
tional Oriental designs. 
Your table is similar to 
English designs from about 1835 although the dragonlike 
feet are certainly Oriental adaptations. It appears to be in 
fine condition and is worth about $1,200. 





I have a brass tea kettle with a black wooden han- 

dle. At the edges of the handle are small lion heads. 
Where and when was it made? 

—K.E., Miami, Fla. 


A. Tea kettles were 
popular in the 18th and 
19th centuries. Brass 
was popular with Euro- 
pean and English mak- 
ers, but copper was fa- 
vored in America. Tea 
kettles often had metal 
handles because they 
were suspended over 
open fires. The shape of the kettle suggests it was made in 
England. The wooden handle was popular on English tea 
kettles from about 1800 to 1820. A period brass kettle like 
yours is worth about $1,000. @

HB contributing food editor Martha Stewart tried a 
new twist this year: “I took traditional recipes for Christmas cookies and, 
just for the fun of it, added chocolate!” And when chocolate’s the choice, 
the whole family wants to get into the act. Weaver Kathy Evans and her 
children, Morgan and Carter (/eft), are busy as elves stamping cut-out 
cookies. The wide variety of shapes available adds to the fun: Those 
shown (far left) are colonial reproductions in pewter-finished tin from 
Americana Tinware; Mrs. Stewart also produces copper cutters in folk art 
forms (below). Frosting allows for decorative flourishes: the spider-web 
cookies (4) and “ribbon-frosted” ones (5) are both last-minute improvi- 
sations. For gift-giving wrap cookies with brightly colored tissue paper, 
lace doilies, then tie with bows for a touch of sugar-plum fantasy. Be 
inventive with packaging, too: Try using wicker baskets, glass compotes, 
even a Shaker box. For an extra special surprise pack the cookie cutter 
used to make the gift batch along with the cookies.

For complex shapes graph 
paper and pencils are suggested for making patterns you can use when 
shaping dough, and children love tracing their own designs for “experi- 
mental” breads. Ms. Olney used glacéed cherries and angelica strips to 
suggest a grape cluster on her cinnamon raisin brioche and four colors of 
sugar to create an impressionistic canvas atop her ginger-apple bread

[_] Mix sugar, eggs, milk and vanilla in 
metal bowl of mixer. Place over low 
heat; stir with hand until mixture is 
warm. Place bowl on mixer. Attach 
dough hook or flat blade. 

[_] Add yeast, salt, cinnamon and 1 cup 
flour. Mix gently for 2 minutes. Add 
remaining flour, then continue to mix 
at medium-low speed for 8 minutes.

pan and let rise to rim. Bake in pre- 
heated oven for 45 minutes.

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[_] (Note: On the patterns above 1 square 
equals 1 square inch.) Squirrel and cherub 
are Early American designs translated 


into gingerbread and “antiqued” with 
cocoa paint. Draw shapes on cardboard 
first, then cut out and place on rolled 
dough. Trace shapes with knife, re- 
move excess. Use remaining dough to 
sculpt the gingerbread. 

[_] Cream butter and sugars together in 
large bowl; stir in eggs. Sift together 
salt, spices and flour. Dissolve baking 






soda in hot water; stir it and flour mix- 
ture alternately into butter mixture un- 
til well blended. Dough should be stiff. 
Cover and refrigerate overnight. Knead 
briefly next day. If it seems soft, knead 
in an additional 1/4 cup or so of flour. 
[_] Roll out to 1/4-inch thickness. 
Transfer dough to greased baking 
sheet. Place pattern on dough; trace 
with knife. Squirrel is around 11 inches 
tall; cherub around 13 inches long. 

[_] With remaining dough, model fea- 
tures. Trace lines lightly into dough. 
Keep.a cup of water nearby and moist- 
en small portions of dough as they are 
added to the form for relief. Moisten 
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fingertips. Smooth and sculpt dough. 
Roll small strands of dough and attach 
for fur and hair. To make squirrel’s 
eye, press 2 raisins together and place 
on dough. Outline eye with strand of 
dough. Place nut in squirrel’s paws. 

[_] Bake in preheated 325° oven for 
about 1 hour. If any parts of ginger- 
bread begin to overbrown, cover with 
foil. Remove to rack; cool before ‘‘an- 
tiquing.” 

[| To ‘antique’ cookies: Mix 1 tablespoon 
cocoa with 1 tablespoon water. Use 
soft cloth or finger to accent features 
and shadow figures. Brush off excess 
with cloth.@

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Winter gifts 
for gardeners 
who look ahead 


to spring

This holiday season we're making all 
our gifts for gardeners. Along with 
new plants started from cuttings my 
niece Jill is making seed packets 
from envelopes decorated with 
drawings of flowers and vegetables 
and filled with saved seeds from the 
garden. My friend Leigh is making 
terrific ‘““flower-lover’s helpers” that 
travel to the garden or roadside to 
keep cut flowers fresh. An artist 
friend, Pam Morrison, is printing on 
rice paper with real fruits and vege- 
tables. And I’m making Christmas 
tree topiary kits for the indoor gar- 
deners on my list. 

Leigh’s gifts are made from three 
46-ounce juice cans. A 1-inch-diam- 
eter dowel about 30 inches long is 
placed in the center of the cans 
while they’re on a table top. The 
cans are wired together around the 
bottom indentation, and small 
screws through the sides of the cans 
go into the dowel about an inch 
down from the top rim. A hole is 
drilled through the top of the dowel 
for a small section of thinner dowel 
that is glued in place to make a han- 
dle. The assemblage is spray-paint- 
ed green, and a pink bow tied to the 
handle completes the package. 

Pam’s prints have rows of colorful 
impressions of fruit and vegetable 
sections. Fresh apples, bananas, cu- 
cumbers, strawberries and the like 
are cut in half, in wedges or used 
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whole. Pam dips them in artists’ oil 
colors thinned with turpentine and 
prints grid designs on rice paper, but 
any arrangement can be made on 
absorbent paper. 

My topiary kit has an 18-inch- 
high cone of small-gauge chicken 
wire, a large bag of unmilled sphag- 
num moss, a plant stake, a flower- 
pot, green florists’ wire and three 
small-leafed ivy plants such as 
“crow’s foot” or “sweetheart” vari- 
eties. Instructions explain how to 
fill the cone and pot with moss, 
plant ivies around the pot’s edge 
and anchor the “‘tree’’ with the 
stake. Trees are watered with the 
sprayer at the kitchen sink. 

We're also making garden “bells” 
from imported terra-cotta flower- 
pots. A strip of leather thong or 
rope about 4 feet long is threaded 
through the drainage hole of an in- 
verted 6-inch pot and is tied around 
a stick so that it won’t pass back 
through the hole. A large metal nut 
from the hardware store is tied 
about 4 inches below the stick to 
make the clapper. The end of the 
rope is left long and free for ringing 
and a loop is tied at the top end for 
hanging the bell on a hook by the 
garden gate.

snoopy in yarn; a tiny Santa Claus; the 
jeweled butterfly made by one of my 
students. I remembered the year I was 
so poor—right after my divorce—that I 
had made my own stars cut out of tin. I 
had a few left and hung a silver one as 
symbol. Then | filled in with the old 
colored balls, all shapes and sizes, that I 
had accumulated over time. Some of 
their glitter was wearing off. ““Not too 
near the tip,” I heard Mother warn. 
Then I plugged in the lights and 


stepped back. The tree looked as magi- 
cal as all the ones I remembered, and it 
breathed out a fragrance of northern 
woods like nothing else in this balmy 
California clime. How could I possibly 
have thought of doing without this ever- 
green symbol of the winter solstice? 

My two poetry workshops met. Fhe 
members admired the tree and left little 
packages under it.

1y), a warehouse building said to 


be the oldest masonry structure in 
Georgia. The menu featured steaks and 
prime rib, but we sampled swordfish 
and flounder baked in its own juices. 


Memorable were the local touches: 


Squaw Bread, made with molasses and 
brown sugar, and Mud Pie—chocolate- 
cookie crust, coffee ice cream and 


fudge sauce topped with whipped 
cream and almonds. 

By far our most elegant meal was at 
17 Hundred 90 (307 E. President), a 15- 
room inn as well as restaurant. In cand- 
lelit splendor we tried local She Crab 
(with 
tomatoes and 
mushrooms in wine), shrimp stuffed 
with crabmeat and poached flounder 
Tybee (with herbs, local shrimp and 
oyster in a light cream sauce). 

With our new friends, Jeannie Sims 
and the Stanfords, we had a festive 
preholiday meal at Garibaldi’s Escape 
Café (315 W. Congress). Our hosts 


Soup, poached sea trout “Doria” 
sautéed cucumbers, 


urged us to order such off-the-card 
specialties as spaghetti with mussels 
marinara; baby salmon split, filleted 
and broiled; and Shrimp Mimosa 
(shrimp on spinach fettuccine topped 
with a light cream sauce). Supremo! 

The most quintessentially Savannah- 
ian meal we had was lunch at Mrs. 
Wilkes’ Boarding House (107 W. 
Jones). The building had no sign; we’d 
been told we would recognize the place 
by the line that formed outside—on 
most days as early as 11:30 AM. Dining 
was family style at large tables. Food 
was the common denominator, and 
there was more than any of us could 
eat. Served to our table-for-eight were 
fried chicken, Spanish rice, black-eyed 
peas, collard greens, beets, potato sal- 
ad, potatoes, rutabagas, yellow squash, 
roast beef, gravy for the meat and to 
spoon onto baking-powder biscuits or 
corn muffins, coconut cream pie, deep 
dish apple pie, banana pudding, iced 
tea ... all for only $5 per person. 

We ended our stay in Savannah 
weary from walking and sated from 
more food than we should have eaten. 
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In early evening we boarded Amtrak’s 
Silver Meteor and settled into our 
sleeping-car arrangement. 

Next morning, over breakfast served 
on crisp linen napery in the dining car, 
we reviewed the sight-seeing whirl- 
wind. Recalling other cities she’d visit- 
ed my wife, Nancy, gave each its due 
but concluded finally, “Savannah is 
special.” 

That thought has remained with all 
three of us ever since.@
